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Town  Warrant. 


Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
Hampden, 

To  either  of  the  Constables  of  the  Town  of 

Brimfield ,  Greeting  : 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  you  are 
hereby  directed  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of 
Brimfield  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall 
in  said  Brimfield  on  Monday,  the  28th  day  of  March  inst.,  at 
10  o’clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  on  the  following  articles,  viz.  : 

Article  1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  over  said 
meeting. 

Art.  2.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  ensuing 
year,  also  all  committees  and  agents  the  business  of  the  town  may 
require.  All  officers  required  by  law  to  be  chosen  by  ballot  must  be 
on  one  ballot.  The  polls  will  be  open  at  half  past  ten  o’clock  a.  m., 
and  may  be  closed  at  half  past  two  o’clock  p.  m. 

Art.  3.  To  hear  reports  of  officers  and  agents  heretofore 
chosen  by  the  town  and  act  thereon. 

Art.  4.  To  raise  money  for  the  support  of  schools,  highways, 
bridges,  payment  of  town  debts  and  defray  the  expenses  for  the 
ensuing  year,  and  direct  how  the  same  shall  be  expended. 

Art.  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Treasurer  with 
the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  during  the  current 
municipal  year,  beginning  March  1,  1910,  in  anticipation  of  the 
taxes  for  said  municipal  year,  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  town,  giving  the  notes  of 
the  town  therefor  payable  within  one  year  from  the  dates  thereof. 

Art.  6.  To  determine  the  manner  and  state  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  collecting  the  taxes  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  fix  the 
compensation  ot  the  collector  of  taxes. 
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Art.  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  allow  a  discount  on  taxes  if 
paid  within  certain  periods,  or  act  thereon. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  collector  to  use 
the  means  of  collecting  taxes  which  the  town  treasurer  may  use 
when  appointed  collector. 

Art.  9.  To  see  what  disposition  the  town  will  make  of  the 
dog  fund  or  act  thereon. 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  cause  to  be  printed  the 
reports  of  its  officers,  or  agents,  or  any  part  of  the  same. 

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  money 
for  state  aid. 

Art.  12.  To  see  what  sum  of  money,  if  any,  the  town  will 
appropriate  for  Memorial  Day. 

Art.  13.  To  bring  in  their  vote,  “Yes”  or  “No,”  upon  the 
question,  “Shall  licenses  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxicatiug 
liquors  in  this  town.” 

Art.  14.  To  see  what  sum  of  money,  if  any,  the  town  will 
appropriate  to  be  used  for  the  suppression  of  the  illegal  sale  of  in¬ 
toxicating  liquors  and  act  thereon. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  procure  markers  for  the  un¬ 
marked  graves  in  the  Center  cemetery  of  all  soldiers  of  the  Revo¬ 
lutionary,  Civil  or  other  wars,  and  if  so,  to  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  to  pay  for  same. 

Art.  16.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise  or 
appropriate  for  fire  protection. 

Art.  17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  use  the  Australian 
ballot  system  for  the  election  of  town  officers. 

Art.  18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  any  legacies  left  to 
the  town,  the  income  to  be  used  for  maintenance  of  certain  lots  in 
Center  cemetery. 

Art.  19.  To  see  what  sum  of  money,  if  any,  the  town  will 
raise  or  appropriate  to  increase  the  water  supply  in  this  town. 

Art.  20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  or  appropriate  a  sum 
of  money  for  increasing  the  school  accommodations  at  East 
Brimfield. 

Art.  21.  To  see  what  sum  of  money,  if  any,  the  town  will 
raise  and  appropriate  for  lighting  the  streets  of  the  Center  village 
and  the  village  at  East  Brimfield. 
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And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  warrant  by  posting  an 
attested  copy  of  the  same  at  the  Town  Hall,  one  at  the  Center  post 
office  and  by  mailing  a  copy  to  the  post  office  in  East  Brimfield  and 
by  mailing  or  otherwise  sending  a  copy  to  Foskett’s  Mills  and  the 
depot  at  West  Brimfield,  seven  days  at  least  before  the  time  of 
holding  said  meeting. 

Hereof  fail  not  and  make  due  return  of  this  warrant,  with 
your  doings  thereon,  to  the  Town  Clerk  of  said  Brimfield,  at  the 
time  and  place  of  meeting  aforesaid. 

Given  under  our  hands  this  fourteenth  day  of  March  in  the 
year  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  ten. 

Art.  22.  To  see  what  sum  of  money,  if  any,  the  town  will 
raise  and  appropriate  to  be  used  by  the  cemetery  committee. 

Art.  23.  To  do  any  other  business  necessary  and  proper  to 
be  done  at  said  meeting.

It  may  not  be  out  of  place  at  this  point  to  express  my  opinion  that 
the  town  is  fortunate  in  its  corps  of  teachers.  Their  standard  of 
scholarship  is  high,  and,  without  exception,  they  are  conducting 
their  schools  in  an  able,  dignified  and  conscientious  manner.

An  entertainment  given  by  the  Center  schools  recently  filled  the 
town  hall  with  friends  of  the  pupils.  The  parts  were  well  taken  and 
showed  thorough  preparation  by  pupils  and  teachers  alike.  The 
proceeds  from  the  sale  of  tickets  and  candy,  amounting  to  about 
$40,  will  be  expended  for  pictures  to  adorn  the  new  schoolrooms. 

In  the  sight  and  hearing  tests  prescribed  by  law  fifteen  of  the 
133  pupils  tested  failed  to  take  the  tests  for  the  eyes  satisfactorily 
and  three  gave  evidence  of  slight  deafness.  Two  years  ago  27  per 
cent,  last  year  21  per  cent,  and  this  year  but  11  per  cent,  seemed  to 
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have  defective  vision.  As  the  decrease  from  last  year  to  this  is 
noteworthy  and  is  confined  chiefly  to  the  Center  school,  I  venture 
the  opinion  that  to  the  new  building  with  its  well  lighted  and 
ventilated  rooms  must  be  given  the  credit.  Foul  air  as  well  as  poor 
light  is  injurious  to  the  eyes.  Whereas  last  year  the  per  cent  o 
children  in  Brimfield  failing  in  this  test  was  considerably  above  the 
average  for  the  county,  this  year  it  was  as  much  below.  I  doubt  if 
more  striking  proof  of  the  benefits  accruing  from  our  new  school- 
house  can  be  found. 

One  important  change  in  the  course  of  study  has  been  made 
since  my  last  report  was  written.  At  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term 
the  Aldiue  method  of  reading  was  introduced  for  use  in  the  primary 
grades.  The  new  method  has  several  features  that  commend  it. 
In  the  first  place  the  reading  books  are  beautiful,  being  very 
attractively  illustrated  and  printed.  The  reading  matter  in  them  is 
of  a  sort  that  appeals  strongly  to  the  children.  The  vocabularies  of 
the  primer  and  first  reader  are  well  chosen.  The  phonetic  lists  are 
excellent,  and  no  use  is  made  of  diacritical  markings,  —  which 
.seemed  to  me  to  be  an  unnecessary  feature  of  our  old  method 
There  is  a  manual  for  the  guidance  of  the  teacher  which  is  unusually 
rich  in  valuable  suggestions,  and  a  faithful,  intelligent  use  of  the 
principles  and  devices  set  forth  in  it  ought  to  result  in  intelligent  and 
good  reading.  On  the  whole  the  method  is  proving  very 
satisfactory. 

Some  years  ago  the  town  had  the  services  of  a  drawing  super¬ 
visor  for  part  of  one  year.  At  the  close  of  her  term  of  service  an  ex¬ 
hibition  of  the  work  accomplished  was  given.  This  was  largely  at¬ 
tended  and  the  work  highly  praised  by  the  townspeople.  I,  personally, 
felt  that  a  start  had  been  made  towards  establishing  a  systematic, 
progressive,  profitable  course  in  drawing  in  our  schools.  Unfortu¬ 
nately  the  appropriation  for  that  year  had  been  considerably  exceeded, 
and  it  seemed  wise  to  dispense  with  the  drawing  supervisor  the  succeed¬ 
ing  year.  I  hope  the  committee  will  think  best  to  take  up  again 
next  year  the  work  abandoned  at  that  time.  The  schools  are  now 
centralized  and  accessible  by  trolley,  so  that  there  would  not  be  as 
much  loss  of  time  nor  as  great  expense  for  carriage  hire  as  formerly, 
and  the  supervisor  could  work  to  better  advantage.  Drawing  is  one 
of  the  subjects  prescribed  by  statute  law  to  be  taught  in  the  public 
schools,  and  while  our  schools  now  devote  two  periods  a  week  to  it, 
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and  while  our  teachers  do  very  well  indeed,  yet  the  subject  is  such 
that  an  aptitude  for  it  and  prolonged  study  are  needed  to  fit  one  to 
lay  out  a  well  planned  course  and  supervise  its  accomplishment. 

A  very  great  improvement  in  school  conditions  in  Brimfield  has 
been  made  since  my  last  report  was  written  by  the  rebuilding  of  the 
Center  schoolhouse.  This  was  an  old  building  containing  two 
rooms,  one  of  which  was  a  small,  poorly  lighted  and  dingy  affair. 
The  enrollment  of  pupils  in  the  building  had  become  so  large  that 
the  accommodations  were  inadequate  and  the  amount  of  work  to  be 
done  too  great  for  two  teachers.  The  reconstructed  building  contains 
three  good  schoolrooms,  well  lighted,  heated  and  ventilated.  The 
hallways  are  of  ample  size  and  are  also  well  lighted  and  heated. 
The  basement  has  a  concrete  floor,  and  is  light,  dry  and  warm.  It 
has  been  partitioned  off  into  three  rooms,  one  of  which  is  used  for 
storing  fuel,  another  for  a  lunch  and  playroom  for  the  girls,  and  the 
third  for  the  boys.  I  feel  that  the  town  is  to  be  congratulated  on 
having  erected  so  well  built  and  satisfactory  a  schoolhouse. 

One  teacher  has  been  added  to  the  number  employed  in  the 
Center  school,  so  that  there  are  now  three  to  do  the  work  which  for¬ 
merly  was  imposed  on  two.  For  the  present  year  the  primary 
teacher  has  grades  one,  two  and  three,  the  intermediate  teacher, 
grades  four  and  five  and  part  of  grade  six,  and  the  grammar  school 
teacher,  the  remainder  of  grade  six,  and  grades  seven  and  eight. 
The  relief  effected  by  this  readjustment  is  most  noticeable  in  the 
primary  grades  where  the  conditions  were  most  unfavorable  before. 
It  seems  to  me  that  the  children  in  these  grades  are  now  doing  a 
quality  of  work  which  it  was  simply  impossible  to  secure  before. 

To  offset  the  extra  expense  entailed  by  the  employment  of  a 
third  teacher  at  the  Center  school,  the  pupils  in  grades  six,  seven 
and  eight  at  East  Brimfield  are  now  being  transported  to  the  Center 
school,  and  but  one  teacher  is  employed  at  the  former  place.  The 
number  of  pupils  now  being  so  transported  is  14.  The  plan  is 
economical  and  on  the  whole  of  advantage  to  the  pupils.  To  my 
mind  the  chief  objection  to  it  lies  in  the  fact  that  a  greater  amount 
of  work  is  now  imposed  on  the  East  Brimfield  teacher  than  was 
placed  on  either  one  when  two  were  employed  there.  As  much  time 
cannot  be  given  to  each  class  now  that  the  school  contains  five 
grades  as  when  there  were  but  three  in  it.  As  a  consequence,  and 
through  no  fault  of  the  teacher,  the  work  of  the  primary  grades  has 
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suffered  a  little.  On  the  other  hand  the  school  conditions  are  better 
for  the  primary  children  at  East  Brimfield  in  that  they  are  no  longer 
obliged  to  occupy  the  small,  unsatisfactory  room  used  by  them  last 
year. 

One  thing  that  might  well  receive  the  attention  of  the  school 
committee  during  the  present  year  is  the  matter  of  a  supply  of  water 
for  the  Center  school.  There  is  now  no  water  obtainable  at  that 
building  and  the  children  have  to  seek  it  elsewhere.  It  is  possible 
that  the  old  well  in  the  school  yard  could  be  put  in  shape  to  use,  but, 
for  the  last  few  years  at  least,  the  water  from  this  source  has  not 
been  very  palatable,  and  situated,  as  it  is,  within  a  few  rods  of  the 
privies,  it  would  seem  possible  for  it  to  become  dangerously  con¬ 
taminated.  There  is  before  the  General  Court  a  bill  prohibiting  the 
use  of  the  common  drinking  cup  in  schoolhouses.  Investigation 
has  shown  that  this  is  a  frequent  source  of  contagion,  and,  whether 
the  bill  becomes  a  law  or  not,  the  proposed  requirement  should  be 
complied  with.  I  hope  that  it  may  be  possible  to  provide  the  Center 
schoolhouse  with  a  supply  of  running  water  from  some  pure  source 
and  with  sanitary  drinking  fountains. 

In  closing  permit  me  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  hearty 
co-operation  given  me  at  all  times  by  the  school  committee.

Librarian’s  Report. 


While  there  are  do  special  changes  or  developments  to  be  re¬ 
ported  it  is  apparent  that  the  library  is  more  valued  than  ever,  and 
continues  to  grow  in  esteem  as  a  vital  and  representative  part  of  the 
life  of  the  town.  People  come  with  their  friends  to  the  library  not 
only  to  enjoy  its  beauty  and  homelikeness,  but  also  to  find  so  many 
manifestations  of  the  characistics  and  interests  of  Brimfield.  The 
place  is  full  of  associations  and  signs  of  local  life  past  and  present. 
This  is  as  it  should  be,  for  our  library  is  meant  to  be  more  than  a 
good  collection  of  books  in  a  suitable  building  ;  it  is  a  center  with 
which  all  that  is  important  in  the  town’s  history  and  present  develop¬ 
ment  should  be  connected.  As  an  illustration,  there  is  to  be  found 
a  variety  of  material  relating  to  the  Hitchcock  Free  Academy  which 
has  filled  such  a  place  in  the  community  life.  This  material  in¬ 
cludes  programs  of  “  exhibitions”  dating  back  to  the  early  history 
of  the  school  and  those  of  more  recent  time,  showing  the  continuity 
of  a  certain  interest  prominent  in  the  school.  There  is  a  file  of  the 
school  paper  “The  Brimfield  Bugle”  which  shows  a  successful 
enterprise  once  conducted  by  the  pupils.  There  are  essays  concern¬ 
ing  the  school  which  are  valuable  as  historical  material.  Going 
farther  back  there  are  to  be  found  records  of  the  first  lyceums 
held  over  50  years  ago  in  what  was  then  the  new  school  building. 
There  are  precious  memorials  of  the  founder  of  the  Academy, 
Samuel  A.  Hitchcock.  All  of  these  papers  and  relics  have  an  im¬ 
portant  story  to  tell,  and  one  as  interesting  as  any  contained  in 
books.  But  the  story  does  not  belong  entirely  to  the  past,  and  we 
have  shown  in  the  library  lately  signs  of  present  developments. 
These  have  related  to  commencement  exercises  and  to  new  lines  of 
interest  in  education  such  as  forestry  and  handiwork. 
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EXHIBITIONS. 

Interest  in  the  country  is  everywhere  increasing,  and  new 
enterprises  are  being  undertaken  in  connection  with  farm  life. 
Whatever  is  being  developed  in  Brimfield  ought  to  be  registered  in 
the  library  if  it  is  to  be  a  town  center,  and  a  beginning  in  showing 
such  indications  has  been  made.  To  illustrate  Principal  Kenney’8 
experiment  in  forestry  and  his  efforts  to  stimulate  that  interest  in  the 
Academy,  seeds  and  seedlings  of  pine,  spruce  and  catalpa  have  been 
shown  in  the  library.  Another  exhibition  consisted  of  over  30 
varieties  of  choice  grapes  raised  by  Oscar  Stanton.  By  means  of 
this  exhibition  people  learned  that  a  valuable  experiment  in  grape- 
culture  is  being  undertaken  by  a  townsman,  and  also  obtained 
knowledge  concerning  the  most  desirable  varieties  to  set  out.  An 
interest  in  grape-growing  and  in  the  enterprise  of  a  citizen  was 
created,  and  the  young  people  were  impressed  by  the  possibilities 
which  the  exhibition  demonstrated.  At  the  same  time,  prize  apples 
grown  in  the  orchard  of  John  H.  Noyes  were  showm.  Another 
exhibition  which  attracted  much  attention  consisted  of  twelve 
varieties  of  grasses  gathered  and  arranged  by  Miss  Dora  Sherman. 
A  bunch  of  herdsgrass  measuring  5ft.  6  in.  indicated  a  remarkable 
field  on  the  farm  of  Miss  Sherman’s  father,  George  W.  Sherman. 
This  is  only  a  beginning.  During  the  coming  year  can  we  not  have 
more  illustrations  of  local  interests  and  enterprises?  These  records 
could  be  in  the  form  of  pictures,  reports  and  descriptions  as  well  as 
samples  of  productions  ;  while  the  kind  of  knowledge  wanted  would 
relate  to  whatever  is  raised,  made  or  collected.  The  help  of  towns¬ 
people  is  solicited  in  obtaining  whatever  will  tell  the  story  of 
progress.  Then  all  information  concerning  the  topography  of  the 
town  and  its  various  statistics  ought  to  be  accessible  in  the  town 
library. 

GIFTS  AND  ASSISTANCE. 

The  Librarian  has  received  from  Mrs.  Charles  M.  Hyde,  who 
has  often  been  our  benefactor  before,  a  sum  of  money  to  be  ex¬ 
pended  for  the  library  at  discretion.  George  F.  Kenney,  principal 
of  the  Academy,  has  given  a  sixty-compartment  oak  tray,  needed 
for  holding  charging  slips.  This  has  especial  interest  because  it  was 
made  by  Mr.  Kenney  in  the  newly-established  workshop  of  the 
Academy.  Lieut.  Olin  R.  Booth  of  Fort  Bayard,  N.  M.,  has  con- 
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tinued  the  subscription  for  “The  World’s  Work;”  Miss  Laura 
Boorman  has  continued  to  give  “The  Craftsman  Mrs.  A.  E. 
Fisher  of  Boston,  “Our  Four-footed  Friends  Miss  Florence  M. 
Harding  of  Boston,  “The  National  Geographic  Magazine  Mrs. 
Robert  Lewis  “Country  Life  in  America,”  and  Mrs.  F.  Lincoln 
Peirce  of  Newtonville,  “The  Ladies’  Home  Journal.”  Other  publi¬ 
cations  received  have  been  “Our  Dumb  Animals,”  the  “Bulletin  of 
American  Republics,”  and  “Collier’s  Weekly,”  re-mailed  by  Miss 
Elizabeth  Hamlin  of  Boston.  The  Massachusetts  Free  Public 
Library  Commission  has  sent  the  monthly  list  of  books  recom¬ 
mended  for  a  small  library  by  the  American  Library  Association, 
and  the  Springfield  City  Library  has  sent  its  valuable  monthly 
bulletin.  Our  library  has  been  placed  recently  on  the  mailing  list  of 
the  Worcester  Public  Library. 

In  the  book  “  Stage  Coach  Days  in  Brimfield  ”  contributed  by 
the  librarian  in  which  is  condensed  much  local  history  thus  pre¬ 
served,  acknowledgment  is  due  a  number  of  loyal  Brimfield  people 
within  and  without  the  town  for  the  use  of  photographs  from  which 
the  illustrations  were  made,  and  to  the  designer  of  the  characteristic 
cover. 

The  Woman’s  Education  Association  of  Boston  to  which  we 
have  been  so  much  indebted  for  many  years  has  loaned  to  us  a 
traveling  library  on  Religion. 

USE  OF  THE  LIBRARY  BY  DISTANT  FAMILIES. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  library  has  been  quite  generally 
used  by  those  living  at  a  distance.  Some  families  have  begun  to 
visit  the  library  recently,  and  others  have  been  accommodated  by 
neighbors  who  come  regularly.  Also  since  the  consolidation  of  the 
schools,  pupils  take  books  to  distant  homes.  Miss  Nellie  Wood 
living  in  the  Sperry  home  near  the  Little  Alum  Pond  Road  has  been  a 
benefactor  in  that  neighborhood  by  carrying  and  distributing  books, 
so  that  the  number  of  loans  amounts  to  about  500  in  one  remote 
section  of  the  town.  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Eddy  Norris  generously 
opened  her  attractive  home  for  a  reading  circle  and  for  the  distribu¬ 
tion  of  books  in  the  northeast  section  of  the  town  during  the  spring 
and  early  summer. 
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STATISTICS. 

There  have  been  added  to  the  circulating  department  aside  from 
bound  volumes  of  magazines  236  volumes  of  which  69  have  been 
presented.  Thirteen  periodicals  have  been  subscribed  for,  and  eight 
presented.  The  number  of  readers  of  books  and  magazines 
outside  the  library  is  approximately  528  of  whom  nearly  100  have 
been  visitors  in  town,  and  38,  teachers,  pupils  and  others  whose 
homes  are  elsewhere.  rIhe  number  of  books  read  is  approximately 
5,400,  and  of  magazines  1,200.  These  figures  probably  fall  below 
what  would  represent  the  actual  use  of  the  library  as  an  exact  report 
of  exchanges  in  outlying  districts  and  of  all  readers  cannot  be  made. 
This  is  an  increase  in  the  circulation  above  that  of  last  year  and  the 
previous  year. 

HOSPITALITY. 

The  library  has  been  especially  opened  on  town-meeting  days, 
on  the  occasions  of  farmers’  institutes  and  meetings  of  the  Pomona 
grange,  at  the  time  of  the  district  Sunday  school  convention  and 
during  the  day  and  evening  of  the  reunion  of  the  H.  F.  A.  Alumni 
Association.  Many  out-of-town  guests  have  visited  the  library  at 
other  times  during  the  year  aud  there  have  been  350  names  re¬ 
corded  in  the  visitor’s  book.  On  Saturday  evenings  there  have  been 
the  customary  groups  about  “the  village  hearthstone”  with  its 
cheerful  blaze  when  befitting  the  season, — these  little  gatherings  in¬ 
cluding  those  who  have  returned  from  college  and  teaching,  the 
home-staying  people,  teachers,  pupils  and  visitors  in  town.  The 
enjoyment  that  the  Academy  pupils  take  in  gathering  at  the  library 
Saturday  evenings  is  as  much  a  part  of  their  education  as  their  read¬ 
ing  ;  for  they  absorb  much  from  the  surroundings  and  associations 
and  are  unconsciously  having  their  tastes  formed  for  what  is  refined 
and  elevating. 

CO-OPERATION. 

Cooperation  with  the  schools  has  continued ;  and  it  has  been 
more  extensive  with  the  Academy  than  before,  because  of  the  town 
librarian’s  serving  also  as  librarian  of  that  institution.  While  the 
Academy  has  been  the  means  of  keeping  up  the  standard  of 
education  and  intelligence  for  so  many  years,  it  is  entitled  to  have 
the  benefit  of  the  additional  resources  of  the  town  library,  as  well  as 
privileged  to  enjoy  its  hospitality  and  influence  as  a  part  of  the

school’s  environment.  In  the  use  of  the  two  libraries  the  pupils 
have  unusual  reading  privileges  with  much  freedom  of  choice,  so 
that  they  are  gaining  a  general  acquaintance  with  books,  the  habit  of 
reading,  and  the  power  of  discrimination  as  to  quality.  The  library 
has  cooperated  with  the  town  schools  to  which  it  has  given  special 
privileges  and  whose  teachers  have  thereby  interested  the  pupils  in 
good  reading  in  school  and  outside.  The  pupils  have  also  drawn 
many  books  of  their  own  choosing.  There  has  been  cooperation 
with  the  Grange  by  furnishing  references  and  other  material  for  the 
literary  programs.  The  character  of  our  town  and  its  interests 
makes  it  possible  for  us  to  have  general  cooperation  and  unity  of 
spirit  and  purpose  which  the  library  can  promote  in  many  ways. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

The  library  has  been  furnished  by  degrees.  It  is  four  years 
since  the  hanging  lamps  were  purchased,  and  we  have  waited  until 
now  for  a  suitable  reading  lamp  for  the  large  table  in  the  reading 
room.  After  much  search  one  has  been  obtained  which  is  in  keep¬ 
ing  with  the  beauty  and  dignity  of  the  room  and  whose  light  we  are 
sure  readers  will  welcome.  In  the  book  department  there  has  been 
a  deficiency  long  realized  in  the  lack  of  an  edited  set  of  Shakes¬ 
peare’s  works.  Rolfe’s  edition,  in  separate  volumes,  has  been 
selected  as  the  most  desirable,  as  it  does  not  duplicate  the  edition 
contained  in  the  Academy  library.  To  the  picture  collection  there 
has  been  added  by  using  a  part  of  the  “picture  fund,”  the  set, 
“The  Hundred  Best  Pictures”  containing  reproductions  of  famous 
pictures  and  notes  concerning  the  artists. 

The  library  has  been  a  busier  place  than  ever  during  the  past 
year.  This  may  be  considered  an  improvement.  To  do  justice  to 
the  various  demands, — those  of  hospitality,  the  finding  of  references 
and  charging  of  books,  assistance  is  often  necessary.  Acknowledg¬ 
ment  is  made  to  Miss  Jennie  M.  Sumner  and  Miss  Hazel  Brackett 
for  the  efficiency  and  cordial  spirit  with  which  they  have  helped 
Saturday  evenings  and  at  other  times.

Herewith  is  submitted  for  your  consideration  my  ninth  annual  re¬ 
port  as  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  school  census  taken  in  September,  1910,  shows  the  school 


population  of  the  town  to  be  as  follows  :

Number  of  girls  between  5  and  15,  71

The  census  shows  that  there  are  no  illiterate 
minors  over  14  years  of  age  in  town. 

Following  is  a  comparison  between  the  number  of  children  in 
town  as  shown  by  the  school  census  of  1909,  and  in  attendance  at 
school  as  shown  by  the  school  registers  of  1909-1910  :

The  failure  to  have  as  many  children  of  compulsory  attendance 
age  in  school  as  there  were  in  town  may  be  explained  by  the  fact 
that  a  few  children  from  West  Brimfield  usually  attend  the  parochial 
school  at  West  Warren.  I  think  it  safe  to  say  that  there  is  no  child 
of  compulsory  attendance  age  and  physically  able  to  attend  school 
who  is  not  enrolled  in  some  school.

In  1909,  the  town  received  from  the  distribution  of  the  income  of 
the  state  school  fund,  $1,218.81  ;  in  1910,  $886.68;  this  year  the 
amount  is  $1,351.22.  The  question  has  been  asked  why  the 
contribution  from  the  state  should  have  been  several  hundred  dollars 
less  in  1910  than  in  the  preceding  and  succeeding  year.  The 
following  table  reprinted  from  the  report  of  the  State  Board  for 
January,  1910,  shows  the  method  of  determining  each  town’s  share 
of  the  income  of  the  school  fund.

Id  1909,  for  the  first  time  ia  recent  years  at  least,  the  valuation 
of  Brimfield  exceeded  a  half  million.  As  a  consequence  in  the  dis¬ 
tribution  of  the  school  fuud  income  in  1910,  the  town  was  classed 
with  towns  having  a  valuation  between  8500,000  and  81,000,000. 
As  will  be  seen  by  the  above  table  this  meant  that  our  share  would 
be  8200  less  than  if  the  town’s  valuation  had  been  under  a  half  mil¬ 
lion.  In  1908  the  school  tax  of  Brimfield  was  at  least  one-fourth  of 
the  total  tax  raised  ;  in  1909,  it  was  less  than  one-fourth.  That  fact 
brought  Brimfield  in  1910  into  the  one-fifth  class  shown  in  the  table 
and  caused  a  further  decrease  of  8143.76  in  our  share  of  the  income 
of  the  school  fund.

An  important  change  has  been  made  in  the  organization  of  our 
schools  since  my  last  report  was  written  in  that  the  East  Brimfield 
schoolhouse  has  been  remodeled  into  a  two-room  building.  The 
plan  of  the  building  now  seems  to  me  quite  satisfactory.  The 
rooms  are  small  but  are  ample  for  the  size  of  the  schools  to  be  main¬ 
tained  in  them.  They  are  well  heated.  The  primary  room  has 
ideal  lighting  and  has  been  fitted  with  new  adjustable  furniture.  I 
doubt  if  the  ventilation  of  the  schoolrooms  is  as  good  as  it  ought  to 
be  or  could  be  made  with  a  small  additional  outlay.  The  boys’  closet 
is  still  in  need  of  some  changes.  A  flagpole  is  needed  and  the  in¬ 
terior  of  the  building  should  be  painted.  The  cost  of  the  work 
suggested  above  would  not  be  great,  and  I  believe  plans  have  already 
been  made  to  do  at  least  part  of  it. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  two  schools  at  East  Brimfield  is  some¬ 
what  greater  than  was  that  of  transporting  the  grammar  grade 
pupils  to  the  Center  school,  but  the  present  plan  seems  more  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  wishes  of  the  East  Brimfield  people.  Owing  to  the  fact 
that  the  enrollment  is  not  large,  even  though  each  teacher  has  four 
grades  iu  her  room,  the  conditions  under  which  the  schools  are  car¬ 
ried  on  should  be  as  favorable  as  at  the  Center  building. 

At  the  Center  building  the  drain  put  »in  to  carry  off  the  surface 
water  works  an  improvement.  The  introduction  of  a  supply  of 
good  spring  water  as  now  planned  will  meet  a  long  felt  want.  As 
at  East  Brimfield  a  flagpole  is  needed.  I  suggest  that  flagpoles  of 
southern  pine  with  the  pitch  in  them  can  be  secured  and  set  in 
cement  in  such  fashion  that  they  will  last  many  years  and  will 
always  look  well.  While  the  first  cost  of  such  poles  might  seem 
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heavy,  I  believe  that  they  would  prove  an  economical  and  satisfac¬ 
tory  investment. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  town  should  take  measures  this  year  to 
overhaul  the  West  Brimfield  schoolhouse.  This  building  is  situated 
at  a  center,  where  it  will  probably  be  necessary  to  maintain  a  school 
indefinitely.  While  the  school  population  is  not  large  and  is  not 
likely  to  increase  beyond  the  capacity  of  a  one-room  building,  it  is 
fairly  constant  and,  owing  to  the  railway  station  and  the  brick 
industry  in  the  neighborhood,  probably  will  not  become  so  small  that 
it  will  be  advisable  to  close  the  school.  The  building  in  its  present 
condition  is  not  to  be  compared  to  the  schoolhouses  at  the  Center  and 
East  Brimfield.  Part  of  the  desks  are  very  old  and  out  of  repair. 
Tbe  teacher’s  desk  is  pretty  well  to  pieces.  The  walls  are  smoky 
and  in  places  the  plastering  has  fallen  off.  Slate  blackboards  and  a 
new  wainscotting  are  needed.  The  plan  of  the  cloakrooms,  hallway 
and  stairway  is  unsatisfactory.  When  the  doors  are  closed,  the 
hallway  is  without  any  light,  an  unfinished  partition  put  up 
against  one  of  the  windows  of  the  girls’  cloakroom  shutting  out  part 
of  the  light,  and  giving  the  room  an  unkempt  appearance.  The 
blinds  are  gone  and  the  frames  of  the  cellar  windows  need  repairing. 
Some  means  of  ventilation  should  be  provided.  Finally,  the 
appearance  of  the  grounds  would  be  much  improved  by  removing 
the  stones  from  the  school  yard  and  relaying  the  wall  that  marks  its 
boundaries.  I  hope  the  school  committee  will  see  fit  to  ask  for  an 
appropriation  to  expend  upon  the  West  Brimfield  schoolhouse,  and 
thus  complete  the  work  begun  two  years  ago  of  renovating  those 
schoolhouses  which  are  now  in  use. 

By  vote  of  the  Trustees  of  Hitchcock  Free  Academy,  graduates 
from  our  grammar  school  are  now  admitted  to  the  Academy  on 
certificates.  In  order  to  secure  a  uniform  standard  of  requirement 
for  certification,  and  so  protect  the  Academy  from  abuse  of  the 
privilege  which  it  has  given  the  town,  the  following  regulation  has 
been  adopted  by  the  school  committee  : 

For  certification  to  the  Academy  an  average  of  70  per  cent  for 
the  year  in  all  subjects  will  be  required,  and  in  no  subject  will  a 
yearly  average  of  less  than  50  per  cent  be  accepted.  In  marking 
the  scale  of  100  shall  be  used.  At  the  end  of  each  week  one  mark 
shall  be  recorded  in  each  subject  to  represent  the  week’s  work  in  that 
subject.  Whenever  a  test  is  given  covering  the  work  of  more  than 
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one  week,  the  test  mark  shall  be  given  as  much  value  as  one  weekly 
mark  in  determining  the  average  for  the  month.  The  marks 
obtained  at  final  examinations  shall,  be  given  as  much  value  as  one 
month’s  mark  in  determining  the  average  for  the  year. 

On  the  report  card  “A”  shall  represent  a  mark  between  90  and 
100;  “B,”  between  80  and  90;  “C,”  between  70  aud  80  ;  and 
“D”  less  than  70.  Under  this  system  of  marking  and  certificition  a 
pupil  failing  to  secure  his  certificate  from  the  public  school  authori¬ 
ties  would,  I  suppose,  have  the  same  privilege  of  taking  the  entrance 
examinations  and  thereby  seeking  entrance  to  the  Academy. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  leaders  in  educational 
thought,  several  topics  of  doubtful  value  or  of  too  great  difficulty  to 
be  readily  mastered  by  seventh  and  eighth  grade  pupils  have  been 
eliminated  from  the  course  in  arithmetic.  Among  these  are  com¬ 
pound  proportion,  partial  payments  and  cube  root.  While  these  are 
time  honored  subjects,  and  while  occasionally  a  child  is  found  who 
delights  in  their  acquisition,  yet  they  are  of  little  or  no  utility  to  one 
in  after  life,  and  their  omission  will  prove  a  boon  to  a  large  number 
of  children.  While  these  topics  have  been  taken  from  the  course  in 
the  upper  grades,  concrete  number  work,  based  on  Gray’s  “Number 
by  Development,”  has  been  introduced  into  the  first  grade. 

To  offset  somewhat  the  eliminations  in  arithmetic  more  hand  work 
has  been  done  in  the  schools  this  year  than  heretofore.  This  has 
been  largely  done  with  raffia  and  reeds,  and  has  been  enjoyed  by  the 

pupils  very  much.  It  seems  to  me  that  this  side  of  the  school  course 
may  well  be  further  developed  another  year. 

Siuce  my  last  report  was  written  three  fine  pictures,  Turner’s 
“  Fighting  Temeraire,”  Rhuysdahl’s  “Windmill,”  and  Stentt’s 
‘"Peace,”  have  been  hung,  one  in  each  room,  in  the  Center  school- 
house.  The  cost  of  the  pictures,  something  over  $40.00,  was  met 
by  the  proceeds  from  the  school  entertainment  given  last  year. 
Another  entertainment  is  being  prepared  for  the  near  future,  and  I 
bespeak  for  the  schools  the  same  generous  patronage  given  them  last 
year. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  many  cour¬ 
tesies  shown  me  by  the  committee  and  the  townspeople  during  the 
past  year.  It  is  my  earnest  desire  to  serve  the  schools  of  the  town 
faithfully  and  well,  and  in  my  efforts  to  do  so  I  invite  frank  and 
free  criticism  and  ask  for  co-operation  and  support.

School  Physician’s  Report. 


Gentlemen  of  the  School  Committee,  Brimfield,  Mass.  : 

Herewith  is  submitted  the  fourth  annual  report  of  the  school 
physician  for  the  year  ending  March  1,  1911. 

In  the  preceding  reports  comparison  showed  improvements  result¬ 
ing  from  medical  inspection  by  the  subsequent  care  of  parents,  and 
operations  by  specialists. 

Since  school  medical  inspection  and  examination  perform  their 
most  important  function  only  in  the  detection  and  prevention  of  dis¬ 
eases  they  should  be  furnished  with  facilities  for  treating  with  such 
as  may  be  found. 

With  our  present  limitations  in  authority  and  funds  inspection  can 
accomplish  but  little  without  the  assistance  of  the  intelligent  and 
willing  parent.  The  medical  examiner  can  report  gratifying  results 
in  most  cases,  still  their  remains  a  large  percentage,  who,  from  in¬ 
difference,  dread  of  results  and  expense  involved,  have  neglected  to 
perform  their  duty.  I  am  happy  to  say  very  few  from  indifference. 

Tests  in  sight  and  heariug  have  been  annually  conducted  by  the 
teachers,  as  provided  by  the  law.  Mere  testing  is  not  enough,  and 
where  defects  have  been  found  the  parents  were  notified  and  given  an 
opportunity  to  consult  a  specialist.  With  due  respect  to  the  intelli¬ 
gence  of  our  teachers  can  they  be  able  to  even  test  correctly  a 
pupil’s  eyes  or  ears.  The  examination  of  so  delicate  and  sensitive 
an  organ  should  be  entrusted  only  to  the  most  skillful.  The  teacher 
has  had  no  training  for  the  work  and  I  know  she  would  gladly  be 
relieved  from  the  ordeal. 

Many  parents  notified  by  the  teacher  have  failed  to  have  their 
children’s  eyes  properly  fitted  with  glasses.  The  nose  and  throat  have 
been  examined  and  after  inspection,  operation  has  been 
recommended.  In  most  cases  the  advice  was  followed,  but  there 
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still  remains  cases  of  deafness  and  dullness  of  mind  which  might  be 
benefited  by  the  removal  of  adenoid  growths. 

While  the  medical  examiner  has  always  made  it  a  matter  of 
careful  attention  to  note  the  condition  of  the  teeth  of  the  pupils  when 
they  arrive  at  the  age  to  preserve  them  he  has  also  called  attention 
to  the  many  diseases  both  of  childhood  and  adult  life,  which  arise 
or  are  aggravated  by  their  poor  condition. 

Better  results  might  be  obtained  if  dental  examinations  were  made 
by  those  skilled  in  that  branch  of  medicine.  The  authorities  agree 
that  unless  the  work  of  correcting  these  defects  is  made  compulsory 
medical  inspection  will  fall  far  short  of  the  mark  aimed  at. 

One  of  the  most  serious  drawbacks  has  been  the  inability  of  many 
to  meet  the  expense. 

As  the  State  claims  the  children  and  regulates  their  education  and 
training  after  they  become  of  school  age,  so  the  cities  in  which  they 
reside  claim  the  right  to  appropriate  and  expend  money  for  operations 
deemed  necessary  for  the  welfare  of  the  pupil  where  parents  fail  to 
act,  and  they  further  specify  that  the  city  or  town  shall  not  be 
responsible  for  results  nor  be  subject  to  any  suit  for  malpractice. 

In  some  cities  school  nurses  are  employed,  and  when  a  child  is 
taken  sick  the  nurse  follows  it  home  and  instructs  the  mother  in  the 
care  of  it.  In  this  way  the  board  of  health  receives  reports  of  con- 
tageous  diseases  and  prevents  their  spread  by  restraining  them  and 
requiring  a  certificate  from  the  school  physician  before  returning  to 
school.  Many  such  cases  employ  no  physician  and  re-enter  school 
without  any  knowedge  of  what  they  have  been  afflicted  with  and 
exposing  others  who  might  not  have  such  a  favorable  termination 
with  the  best  of  care. 

The  new  law  providing  for  physical  examination  of  all  children 
leaving  the  public  schools  to  go  to  work  is  of  great  value  in  promot¬ 
ing  public  health.  Since,  they  are  not  given  work  if  they  cannot 
well  pass  an  examination  of  this  kind,  the  parents  are  taking  more 
care  to  give  them  the  needed  attention  which  was  formerly  neglected. 

In  many  communities  public  lectures  are  given  by  medical  inspec¬ 
tors  to  both  the  parents  and  pupils  in  relation  to  avoiding  contraction 
of  diseases.  The  drinking  fountain  and  individual  cups  have  been 
installed.  Any  one  can  see  what  the  efforts  of  the  authorities  have 
accomplished  in  the  past  few  years  by  visiting  our  schools  to-day 
and  comparing  the  hygienic  conditions  with  those  of  less  than  five 
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years  ago  —  in  regard  to  direction  and  shading  of  the  light  for  the 
eyes — proper  position  and  adaptability  of  the  seat  and  desk  for  each 
pupil.  Also  heating  and  ventilating  the  rooms.  The  money  thus 
expended  in  promoting  the  physical,  mental  and  moral  welfare  for 
the  best  good  of  the  whole  is  but  carrying  out  the  decisions  of  the 
Supreme  Court  that  “The  whole  tone  and  tenor  of  the  laws  demon¬ 
strate  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  to  make  the  public 
schools  a  system  of  moral  training  as  well  as  seminaries  of  learn¬ 
ing,  and  that  it  is  created  by  no  individual  but  by  the  State,  for  the 
good  of  the  State  and  the  State  only.  It  is  but  recently  that  the 
physical  department  has  developed  the  fact  that  the  mental  and 
moral  are  dependent  on  each  other  equally.

Librarian’s  Report. 


In  addition  to  the  Library’s  increasing  value  as  a  source  of  knowl¬ 
edge  and  enjoyment  through  the  distribution  of  books,  its  importance 
as  a  social  center  has  continued  to  grow.  It  is  a  social  center  in  its 
hospitality  and  attractiveness,  and  also  in  its  contribution  to  com¬ 
munity  interests.  Here  the  townspeople  exchange  greetings,  and 
boys  and  girls  form  groups  around  the  table  before  the  open  fire  to 
look  at  pictures,  or  talk  about  their  favorite  books  at  the  shelves. 
Here  newcomers  in  town  soon  feel  themselves  at  home,  and  here 
visitors  in  summer  and  winter  resort  with  evident  enjoyment.  The 
library  has  extended  its  hospitality  on  occasions  of  public  gatherings, 
such  as  Pomona  grange  meetings,  the  farmers’  institute  and  the 
teachers’  institute,  and  has  been  opened  for  visitors  on  many  other 
days  besides  tho.se  of  regular  opening.  The  visitors’  book  has  a 
record  of  245  names  during  the  past  year. 

The  library  has  been  a  social  center  by  cooperating  with  local  in¬ 
stitutions  and  organizations, —  the  church,  academy,  town  schools 
and  grange  ;  also  by  collecting  historical  relics,  records  and  illustra¬ 
tions  of  present-day  interests  and  activities,  and  photographs  of 
local  scenes. 

EXHIBITIONS. 

It  is  an  important  function  of  a  public  library  to  record  and 
represent  interests  and  enterprises  in  the  town.  In  the  fall  we  had 
on  exhibition  a  remarkable  collection  of  grasses,  consisting  of  58 
varieties,  gathered  by  Miss  Dora  Sherman  on  her  father’s  farm. 
This  collection  had  been  awarded  prizes  at  the  Sturbridge  and 
Palmer  fairs.  Another  exhibition  consisted  of  articles  made  by  the 
manual  training  class  in  the  Hitchcock  Free  Academy.  We  have 
now  specimens  of  the  weaving  and  other  handiwork  of  the  schools. 
About  a  dozen  photographs  of  Brimfield  scenes  made  by  F.  Edgar 
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Brown  have  been  added  to  our  collection  of  local  scenes.  A  number 
of  loaned  historical  relics  have  been  shown. 

GIFTS. 

Mrs.  Mary  Knight  Hyde  of  Ware  has  added  $100  to  the  fund 
bearing  her  name.  The  Misses  Harding  of  Boston  have  given  a 
folio  volume,  “The  Story  of  Elaine,”  illustrated  by  Gustave  Dore. 
The  family  of  Samuel  A.  Hitchcock  have  given  the  sand-box  used 
fry  him  as  an  ink-blotter.  W.  Harold  Butterfield  of  New  York  has 
given  an  etching  of  a  Brimfield  scene  made  by  him.  A  valuable 
gift  which  should  have  been  mentioned  in  the  preceding  report  is  a 
beautiful  carved  oak  chair  made  by  Lewis  Robinson  of  Worcester 
and  presented  by  him  in  memory  of  his  mother,  Mrs.  Elizabeth 
Brown  Robinson,  a  native  of  Brimfield.  Professor  Arthur  A. 
Upham  of  Whitewater,  Wis.,  has  given  a  copy  of  his  book  recently 
published,  “Introduction  to  Agriculture.” 

Lieut.  Olin  R.  Booth  of  Fort  Bayard,  N.  M.,  has  continued  the 
subscription  for  “The  World’s  Work  ;”  Miss  Laura  Boorman  has 
continued  to  give  “The  Craftsman  ;”  Mrs.  A.  E.  Fisher  of  Boston, 
“Our  Four-footed  Friends;”  Miss  Florence  Harding  of  Boston, 
“The  National  Geographic  Magazine  Mrs.  F.  Lincoln  Pierce  of 
Newton ville,  “The  Ladies’  Home  Journal.”  Other  publications  re¬ 
ceived  have  been  “Our  Dumb  Animals”  and  “The  Pan-American 
Union.”  The  Massachusetts  Free  Public  Library  Commission  has 
sent  the  monthly  list  of  books  recommended  by  the  American 
Library  Association,  and  the  Springfield  City  Library  and  the 
Worcester  Public  Library  have  sent  their  valuable  monthly  bulletins 
of  new  books. 

LOANED  LIBRARIES. 

The  resources  of  the  library  have  been  increased  by  valuable 
loans.  We  have  at  present  a  collection  of  books  on  agriculture 
loaned  by  the  State  through  the  agency  of  the  Free  Public  Library 
Commission.  From  the  Woman’s  Education  Association  of  Boston, 
whose  assistance  in  a  similar  way  we  have  so  long  enjoyed, 
Brimfield  has  received  the  loan  of  a  traveling  library  on  Greece, 
consisting- of  22  volumes  and  115  pictures,  treating  of  the  history 
and  art  of  Greece.  These  are  to  be  used  also  in  the  Academy 
during  the  school  year.  We  have  from  the  same  source  a  large 
collection  of  beautiful  prints  representing  works  of  masters  in  are 
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with  descriptive  text.  These  have  been  on  exhibition  in  the 
Academy  hall.  A  collection  of  nearly  300  photographs  of  foreign 
views  and  works  of  art  which  has  been  loaned  to  us  by  Miss  Annette 
P.  Rogers  of  Boston  and  greatly  enjoyed  for  several  years,  has  just 
been  returned. 

STATISTICS. 

There  have  been  added  to  the  circulating  department,  aside  from 
the  bound  volumes  of  magazines,  275  volumes,  of  which  129  hav^ 
been  presented.  Fourteen  periodicals  have  been  subscribed  for,  and 
seven  presented.  The  number  of  readers  of  books  and  magazines 
outside  the  library  is  approximately  460,  of  whom  80  have  been 
visitors  in  town,  and  22  teachers,  pupils  and  others  whose  homes 
are  elsewhere.  The  number  of  books  read  is  approximately  4,724, 
and  of  magazines  1,000.  These  figures  probably  fall  below  what 
woulu  represent  the  actual  use  of  the  library,  as  the  exact  report  of 
exchanges  in  outlying  districts  and  of  all  readers  cannot  be  made. 

OUTLYING  DISTRICTS. 

There  have  been  no  distributing  stations  as  in  some  previous 
years.  People  in  East  Brimfield  are  enabled  to  visit  the  library  by 
the  electric  cars,  and  families  who  thus  obtain  books  accommodate 
their  neighbors  by  exchanges.  Mrs.  William  Davenport,  who 
formerly  opened  her  home  for  the  distribution  of  books,  has  con¬ 
tinued  to  help  her  neighbors  to  obtain  them.  The  same  spirit  of 
accommodation  exists  in  other  parts  of  the  town,  so  that  distant 
homes  have  the  privileges  of  the  library.  It  is  very  desirable  to 
have  a  distributing  center  established  again  in  West  Brimfield,  and 
the  librarian  hopes  to  find  someone  who  will  give  out  books  in  that 
part  of  the  town. 

VITAL  RECORDS. 

The  Library  now  coutains  nearly  100  volumes  of  “Vital  Records” 
of  different  towns  in  the  Commonwealth  through  yearly  additions 
made  by  gift  of  the  State  since  the  passage  of  an  act  of  Legislature 
in  1902  providing  for  the  distribution  among  the  towns  of  such 
records,  when  they  should  be  duly  printed  and  verified.  These 
records  are  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths  up  to  the  year  1850,  and 
when  printed  they  present  in  an  accessible  form  statistics  for  which 
search  is  continually  being  made  in  Brimfield  and  all  old  towns.  Im- 
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portant  information  baa  been  discovered  by  use  of  the  volumes  now 
contained  in  our  library,  and  the  Brimfield  records  should  take  their 
place  with  the  others  in  published  form.  The  New  England  Historic 
Geneological  Society  has  been  appointed  to  publish  the  Brimfield 
statistics,  whenever  the  town  shall  furnish  a  copy  of  the  records,  this 
being  the  town’s  only  obligation.  The  publishers  will  pay,  if  nec¬ 
essary,  for  the  copying  of  church  records  and  graveyard  inscriptions 
which  may  furnish  additional  statistics.

MASSACHUSETTS  PUBLIC  DOCUMENTS. 

While  the  library  occupied  its  room  in  the  town  house,  the 
Massachusetts  Public  Documents  containing  the  reports  of  the  vari¬ 
ous  state  officials,  boards,  bureaus  and  commissions  were  carefully 
kept  on  the  shelves.  The  volumes  that  are  sent  to  towns  yearly  are 
a  repository  of  expert  information  concerning  all  matters  of  public 
interest  to  the  Commonwealth,  those  on  agriculture  and  education 
being  of  special  value  to  us.  If  the  state  should  furnish  an  index 
to  these  reports,  as  has  been  proposed,  the  valuable  matter  they  con¬ 
tain  would  at  once  become  accessible.  Instead  of  the  refusal  of 
these  volumes,  as  has  been  deemed  necessary  in  some  towns  for  lack 
of  housing  room,  provision  for  them  could  be  continued  in  Brimfield 
by  thj  use  of  available*  space  in  the  upper  part  of  the  town  house. 

DEVELOPMENT. 

The  line  of  progress  desirable  is  the  library’s  increased  develop¬ 
ment  as  a  town  center.  More  historical  relics  and  documents,  more 
photographs  of  houses,  more  illustrations  of  present  activities  and 
interests  are  desired.  Also  the  library  is  a  suitable  place  for  read¬ 
ings  and  talks  such  as  we  have  enjoyed  at  various  times  from  visit¬ 
ors  in  town.  And  there  would  seem  to  be  no  reason  why  it  should 
not  be  used  for  such  gatherings  and  meetings  as  would  be  made 
more  enjoyable  and  profitable  by  the  surroundings  and  resources 
afforded  by  the  library.

To  see  what  sum  of  money,  if  any,  the  town  will 
appropriate  for  the  suppression  of  the  gypsy  and  brown-tail  moth 
and  elm  tree  beetle,  and  act  thereon.

Miss  Nickerson  began  her  teaching  in  town  with  the  present 
term,  succeeding  Miss  Evelyn  J.  Wright,  who  taught  the  Center 
grammar  school  during  the  fall  and  winter,  but  resigned  in  Febru¬ 
ary  to  accept  a  more  lucrative  position  in  Springfield. 

While  the  school  at  West  Brimfield  is  small,  its  membership  is 
greater  at  present  than  during  the  latter  part  of  last  year.  Owing 
to  the  number  of  young  children  in  the  neighborhood,  there  is  reason 
to  expect  a  still  greater  enrollment  in  the  future.  Even  though  the 
number  of  children  in  the  school  remains  small,  the  pupils  enrolled 
there  are  so  remote  from  the  other  schools  of  the  town  that  no  at¬ 
tempt  should  be  made  to  transport  them.  It  seems  to  me  fairly  cer¬ 
tain  that  a  school  will  be  maintained  at  that  place  for  years  to  come. 
I,  therefore,  renew  the  recommendation  contained  in  my  last  year’s 
report,  that  the  school  house  there  be  thoroughly  overhauled  and 
repaired. 
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During  the  year  ending  March  1,  1912,  the  following  amounts 
were  received  from  Brimfield  school  children  by  the  Penny  Savings 
Department  and  deposited  in  the  Monson  Savings  Bank  :

It  may  be  of  interest  to  state,  that  since  the  organization  of 
the  Penny  Savings  Department  in  1906,  the  deposits  of  the  school 
children  of  Brimfield  and  Monson  have  amounted  to  $1,829.53.

With  money  obtained  through  the  school  entertainment  given 
at  Brimfield  Center  last  spring  excellent  reproductions  of  Millet’s 
“The  Angelus,”  Landseer’s  “A  Distinguished  Member  of  the 
Humane  Society,”  and  Bonheur’s  “Deer  in  the  Forest”  have  been 
placed  in  the  Center  school  building.  A  similar  entertainment  at 
East  Brimfield  provided  the  money  with  which  to  purchase  a  fine 
picture  for  that  building. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  State  Board  of 
Education,  two  changes  have  been  made  in  the  form  of  records  kept 
by  the  school  department. 

A  system  of  classification  of  expenditures  urged  by  the  Board  for 
adoption  in  all  towns  of  less  than  5,000  population  has  been  put  into 
use.  In  the  returns  which  towns  have  made  to  the  State  Board 


♦Entered  the  second  week  of  the  school  year. 
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annually  in  April,  the  statistical  report  has  covered  the  natural 
school  year  ending  July  first,  while  the  fiscal  report  has  been  for  the 
fiscal  year  of  the  town.  In  Brimfield  this  closes  March  first,  and  in 
few  or  no  towns  in  the  state  is  it  the  same  as  the  school  year.  The 
system  of  accounting  adopted  provides  fora  summary  of  expenditures 
by  months,  so  that  at  the  close  of  any  month  the  amount  expended 
under  any  appropriation  during  that  month  may  be  shown,  and  also 
the  unexpended  balance.  By  this  means  the  total  expenditures  for 
the  twelve  months  preceding  any  given  date  can  be  quickly  com- 
Duted.  The  State  Board  has  announced  that  in  the  future  it  will 
ask  for  both  fiscal  and  statistical  returns  for  the  year  beginning  July 
first.  The  provision  for  monthly  summaries  makes  the  system 
equally  available  for  use  in  making  out  the  annual  fiscal  report  of  the 
school  committee. 

As  this  system  is  being  adopted  in  many  towns  of  the  state, 
and  its  classification  of  expenditures  is  similar  to  that  used  quite  gen¬ 
erally  throughout  the  country,  it  promises  to  furnish  a  reliable 
means  of  comparison  of  school  expenditures  iu  widely  separated  and 
differing  localities. 

The  other  matter  referred  to  above  is  the  adoption  of  the  cumu¬ 
lative  record  card.  To  quote  from  the  report  of  the  State  Board  : 
“The  cumulative  record  card  is  a  device  for  presenting  the  essential 
facts  of  each  pupil’s  school  career;  such  as  attendance,  promotion, 
health,  conduct,  scholarship  and  change  of  school  and  residence. 
The  Board  of  Education  has  recommended  the  introduction  of  such  a 
card,  and  indicated  the  desirability  of  providing  for  the  following 
items  : 

1.  Pupil’  s  name  ;  place  of  birth  ;  vaccination  ;  certified  date  of 
birth  ;  name  and  occupation  of  parent  or  guardian. 

2.  Residence  before  discharge;  nevV  residence;  date  of  dis¬ 
charge  ;  age  in  years  and  months  at  time  of  discharge. 

3.  School :  schools  attended  ;  dare  of  admission  to  each 
school;  age  in  years  and  months,  September  1,  at  the  beginning  of 
the  school  year  ;  grade  ;  room  or  teacher  ;  days  present ;  conduct ; 
scholarship  ;  health. 

Such  records,  in  addition  to  giving  a  true  statement  of  the 
progress  of  each  child  throughout  his  entire  elementary  school  career, 
furnish  data  on  which  important  studies  may  be  made  of  the  migra¬ 
tion  of  pupils  from  school  to  school,  and  from  community  to  com- 
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muuity,  of  retardation,  and  of  the  effect  of  health  on  scholarship  and 
conduct.” 

These  cards  furnish  one  of  the  many  evidences  of  the  determi¬ 
nation  of  those  responsible  for  the  welfare  of  our  public  schools  to 
secure  facts  upon  which  to  base  opinions  and  policies. 

During  the  past  year  the  course  of  study  has  been  revised 
somewhat,  typewritten,  and  put  together  in  loose-leaf  notebooks. 
This  will  make  it  possible  to  subject  the  course  to  a  continuous  re¬ 
vision  as  new  textbooks  or  experience  make  advisable,  without  dis¬ 
turbing  the  course  as  a  whole. 

In  closing  this  report  I  wish  to  express  appreciation  of  the  sup¬ 
port  received  from  the  Committee  in  my  work,  and  of  the  favor  with 
which  the  townspeople  seem  to  regard  the  work  of  the  teachers.  It 
is  inevitable  that  any  public  school  system  should  receive  and  should 
deserve  criticism,  but,  so  far  as  I  know,  every  teacher  in  town  is 
giving  excellent  satisfaction  to  the  patrons  of  her  school.  One  must 
not  infer  from  this  that  there  is  not  room  for  improvement  in  our 
schools,  bnt  it  tends  to  show  that  the  schools  are  reasonably  efficient.

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Librarian’s  Report. 


While  there  have  been  no  changes  in  the  library’s  policy  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  year,  there  has  been  progress  along  the  lines  of  pre¬ 
vious  development.  These  have  consisted  mainly  in  making  the 
library  attractive  and  hospitable  to  all,  in  having  the  books  used 
throughout  the  town,  and  in  providing  for  study  of  various  subjects. 
On  Saturday  evenings  the  reading-room  has  continued  to  pre¬ 
sent  its  bright  and  cheery  scenes,  especially  when  enlivened  by  a 
blazing  fire  on  the  hearth.  The  young  people  have  gathered  as 
usual  around  the  reading-table  and  there  have  been  many  re¬ 
unions  of  old  friends  and  greetings  of  new  ones.  Brimfield  has 
always  been  noted  for  its  hospitality,  and  its  library  extends  that 
hospitality  in  its  own  special  way,  so  that  visitors  have  been  more 
closely  united  to  the  town  through  the  library’s  home-like  welcome. 

The  school  children  have  flocked  into  the  library  in  greater 
number  than  before  on  Wednesday  afternoons,  and  the  circulation  of 
books  among  the  young  people  has  been  unusually  large.  Their 
pleasure  in  selecting  their  books  and  enjoyment  of  reading  has  been 
marked.  People  living  in  all  parts  of  the  town  have  been  patrons  of 
the  library,  making  much  effort  to  come  themselves,  or  sending  by 
others.  Many  volumes  have  been  taken  out  for  special  reading  and 
study. 

GIFTS. 

Mrs.  Mary  Knight  Hyde  of  Ware,  who  has  previously  been  a 
generous  benefactor,  has  presented  the  sum  of  $25.  Mr.  William  A. 
Archer  of  New  York  has  presented  a  beautiful  brass  inkstand  for 
the  table  in  the  book-room,  and  the  gift  was  first  used  on  Old  Home 
Day  when  visitors  recorded  their  names  in  the  Visitors’  Book. 
Charles  W.  and  Arthur  A.  Stoughton  of  New  York  have  given  a 
picture  of  Abraham  Lincoln.  Mrs.  Mary  A.  Hitchcock  of  Amherst 
has  given  the  valuable  genealogy  of  the  Hitchcock  family  compiled 
by  her,  a  work  especially  important  for  Brimfield  to  possess  because 
of  the  historical  connections  of  the  Hitchcock  family  with  the  town. 
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Lieut.  Oliu  R.  Booth  of  Fort  Bayard,  N.  M.,  has  continued 
the  subscription  to  “The  World’s  Work.”  Miss  Laura  Boorman  has 
continued  to  give  “The  Craftsman”  ;  Miss  A.  E.  Fisher  of  Boston, 
“Our  Foor-Footed  Friends”;  Miss  Florence  Harding  of  Boston, 
“The  National  Geographic  Magazine”  ;  Mrs.  F.  Lincoln  Peirce  of 
Newtonville,  “The  Ladies’  Home  Journal.”  Other  publications 
received  have  been  “Our  Dumb  Animals”  and  monthly  bulletins  issued 
by  Massachusetts  Agricultural  College.  The  Massachusetts  Free  Public 
Library  Commission  has  sent  the  monthly  list  of  books  recommended 
by  the  American  Library  associatiom.  The  Springfield  City  Library 
Association  and  the  Worcester  Public  Library  have  sent  their  valu¬ 
able  monthly  bulletins  of  new  books. 

STATISTICS. 

There  has  been  added  to  the  circulating  department  aside  from 
the  bound  volumes  of  magazines  150  volumes,  of  which  27  have 
been  presented.  Fourteen  periodicals  have  been  subscribed  for, 
and  six  presented.  The  number  of  readers  of  books  and  magazines 
outside  the  library  is  approximately  486,  of  whom  106  have  been 
visitors  in  town,  and  28  teachers,  pupils  and  others  whose  homes 
are  elsewhere.  The  number  of  books  read  is  approximately  5812, 
and  of  magazines  1285.  These  figures  fall  below  what  would  rep¬ 
resent  the  actual  use  of  the  library  as  an  exact  report  of  all  readers, 
and  of  exchanges  in  outlying  districts  cannot  be  made. 

OUTLYING  DISTRICTS. 

In  West  Brimfield  Mrs.  Edward  King  has  kindly  distributed 
books  from  her  home  during  a  part  of  the  year,  and  the  books  have 
been  carried  by  Bernard  King,  a  pupil  in  the  Hitchcock  Free  Acad¬ 
emy.  In  East  Brimfield  Mrs.  William  C.  Davenport  and  Mr.  Mer¬ 
ritt  Dunham  have  generously  assisted  the  people  to  obtain  books. 
No  systematic  distribution  of  books  has  been  recently  established  in 
either  of  these  sections  as  was  formerly  the  case,  and  it  is  desirable 
that  some  more  definite  plans  be  made  the  coming  year  so  as  to 
reach  all  the  people  in  town. 

HOSPITALITY. 

The  Visitors’  Book  has  a  record  of  321  names,  an  increase  of 
76  over  last  year.  These  represent  visitors  on  the  regular  days  of 
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library  opening  and  at  other  times,  and  also  those  on  the  special  oc¬ 
casions  when  the  library  extended  its  hospitality.  Those  attending 
the  Hampden  County  Congregational  Conference  in  May  were  wel¬ 
comed  in  the  library  daring  the  intermission,  and  on  Old  Home 
Day  the  library  was  open  throughout  the  day  for  visitors.  It  was 
also  opened  for  the  Pomona  Grange  meetings,  which  brought  vis¬ 
itors  from  out  of  town. 

CO-OPERATION. 

The  library  has  co-operated  with  schools  by  giving  special 
privileges  to  teachers  and  pupils  and  furnishing  many  books  for  re¬ 
ference  work  and  essays.  More  books  have  been  used  by  the 
Academy  than  ever  before.  This  is  owing  to  the  method  of  in¬ 
struction  in  history  and  literature ;  and  also  to  the  fact  that  the 
Academy  library  is  in  charge  of  the  town  librarian,  so  that  the  re¬ 
sources  of  the  two  libraries  are  combined.  The  library  has  co¬ 
operated  with  the  grange  by  furnishing  material  for  preparing  pro¬ 
grams.  It  has  assisted  the  Book  club  by  its  own  material  on  the 
topics  studied,  and  also  by  obtaining  the  loan  of  books  from  the 
Springfield  library.  The  librarian  has  obtained  books  for  historical 
reading  and  essay  work  from  libraries  in  surrounding  towns,  also  in 
accordance  with  the  plans  of  inter-library  loans,  recommended  by 
the  State  Library  Commission  and  authorized  by  a  recent  act  of  the 
Legislature. 

Another  kind  of  co-operation  to  be  mentioned  is  the  loan  to  our 
library  of  agricultural  books  by  the  state.  These  represent  the  best 
expert  knowledge  of  the  subjects  treated  of  and  have  been  highly  ap¬ 
preciated  by  readers  for  their  practical  information. 

All  these  forms  of  co-operation  tend  to  combine  resources  and 
movements  through  the  agency  of  the  public  library  so  as  to  build 
up  community  interests  in  one  general  advancement. 

THE  FREE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  COMMISSION  OF 

MASSACHUSETTS. 

This  commission,  which  our  library  has  always  found  ready  to 
respond  with  encouragement*  advice  and  assistance  is  yearly  grow¬ 
ing  into  closer  relationship  with  the  libraries  of  the  state  and  in¬ 
creasing  its  help  to  the  smaller  libraries.  It  is  through  its  agency 
that  we  have  the  loan  of  books  on  agriculture.  The  commission 
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also  furnished  a  teacher  of  book-repairing  last  summer,  making  our 
library  a  center  of  instruction  for  several  days  for  the  librarians  in 
the  section.  Six  libraries  in  neighboring  towns  were  represented  at 
the  sessions  and  21  different  persons,  including  teachers  and  others 
in  town,  obtained  some  knowledge  of  the  art  of  mending  books. 

A  TOWN  CENTER. 

A  successful  public  library  is  not  an  institution  in  itself  or  for 
itself ;  its  value  lies  in  its  relatedness  to  individuals,  to  interests  and 
movements,  to  the  other  institutions  of  the  town,  and  to  the  town  as 
a  whole.  In  a  small  town  the  library  can  come  into  close  touch 
with  all  the  people  and  their  interests.  It  can  help  in  all  lines  of 
progress  ?  it  can  help  to  unify  interests  in  a  common  purpose  for  the 
public  good.  In  various  ways, — by  collections,  by  photographs,  by 
exhibitions,  as  well  by  documents  and  printed  matter,  it  should 
furnish  signs  of  what  the  people  care  for,  from  art  to  apple-growing 
and  from  local  history  to  re-forestation.  By  its  relation  to  all  kinds 
of  progress  as  well  as  by  the  addition  and  circulation  of  “good  books” 
our  library  may  grow  in  influence  as  a  center  of  town  spirit  and 
local  loyalty.

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  you 
are  hereby  directed  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the 
Town  of  Brimfield  qualified  to  vote  in  town  afifairs  to  meet  at 
the  Town  Hall  in  said  Brimfield  on  Monday,  the  24th  day  of 
March  inst.,  at  10  o’clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  on  the  fol¬ 
lowing  articles,  viz. : 

Article  i.  To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  over  said 
meeting. 

Art.  2.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  en¬ 
suing  year,  also  all  committees  and  agents  the  business  of  the 
town  may  require.  All  officers  required  by  law  to  be  chosen  by 
ballot  must  be  on  one  ballot.  The  polls  will  be  open  at  half  past

Twenty-four  pupils,  about  one  out  of  every  five  children 
enrolled  in  our  schools,  have  now  opened  an  account  with  the 
Monson  Savings  Bank  through  the  Penny  Savings  Depart¬ 
ment. 

Considerable  improvement  has  been  made  in  the  school- 
houses  during  the  past  year.  At  West  Brimfield  the  building 
has  been  thoroughly  overhauled.  With  new  floor,  new  wain¬ 
scoting,  new  stairway,  a  rearranged  hallway  and  cloakroom, 
a  heating  and  ventilating  system  installed,  new  teacher’s  desk, 
and  freshly  painted  interior,  a  dingy  and  unsatisfactory  school¬ 
room  has  been  transformed  into  an  attractive  and  comfortable 
one.  The  installation  of  the  new  heater  at  West  Brimfield 
marks  the  completion  of  a  change  whereby  every  school  build¬ 
ing  now  in  use  in  town  has  been  equipped  with  a  modern  heat¬ 
ing  and  ventilating  system.  This  change  alone,  I  believe,  has 
added  much  to  the  health  of  the  pupils  and  the  efficiency  of 
the  schools. 

The  new  tar  walks  at  the  Center  school  improve  the  ap¬ 
pearance  of  the  school  yard  and  enable  pupils  to  reach  the 
schoolhouse  in  wet  weather  without  walking  through  the  mud. 
As  the  children  at  this  school  have,  from  time  immemorial, 
used  the  Common  for  a  playground,  they  would  be  deprived  of 
no  privilege  if  the  school  yard  was  grassed  over,  and  the  ap¬ 
pearance  of  the  school  property  would  be  much  improved. 

A  wise  policy  dictates  a  steady  advance.  Every  succeed¬ 
ing  year  ought  to  see  the  schools  raised  in  some  respect  to  a 
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standard  higher  than  has  hitherto  been  reached.  While  the 
school  equipment  of  Brimfield  has  been  greatly  improved  dur¬ 
ing  the  last  few  years,  there  are  still  changes  and  repairs  that 
should  be  made.  Of  the  three  buildings  now  in  use  the  one  at 
East  Brimfield  is  the  shabbiest.  It  needs  painting  inside  and 
out ;  the  plastering  needs  patching ;  some  changes  are  needed 
in  the  boys’  closet ;  a  new  pump  should  be  installed ;  the  desks 
in  the  grammar  schoolroom  should  be  refinished  or  replaced. 
The  schoolhouse  at  West  Brimfield  also  needs  painting  on  the 
outside. 

A  definite  advance  has  been  made  this  year  by  the  com¬ 
mittee  in  engaging  a  supervisor  of  drawing  and  handicraft. 
Miss  Chase’s  report,  discussing  her  work  and  making  certain 
recommendations,  follows,  and  is  commended  to  your  atten¬ 
tion. 


REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  DRAWING. 

Mr.  Wheeler,  Superintendent  for  the  Town  of  Brimfield. 

Dear  Sir : 

I  present  the  following  report  on  the  subject  of  Drawing 
and  Constructive  Work. 

In  the  half  year  that  I  have  had  charge  of  the  Art  Depart¬ 
ment  in  the  town  schools,  1  have  found  the  pupils  responsive 
and  interested,  and  the  teachers  helpful. 

As  is  to  be  expected,  the  grade  work  is  inferior  to  that  of 
towns  where  there  has  been  constant  supervision.  This  con¬ 
dition  affects  the  High  School  very  materially.  The  field  is 
an  interesting  one  on  account  of  its  future,  and  an  ultimate 
high  standard  is  proven  by  the  very  creditable  results  already 
obtained.  A  child  sketches  naturally ;  in  a  way  it  is  his  first 
mode  of  expression.  Such  being  the  case,  it  becomes  our 
part  to  see  that  lie  learns  certain  laws  and  principles  which 
will  enable  him  to  work  intelligently.  He  must  gradually  be¬ 
come  familiar  with  the  appearances  of  converging  lines,  and 
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lie  needs  to  memorize  common  objects;  mental  pictures  of 
familiar  animals,  flowers,  etc.,  should  finally  become  his.  In 
many  cases  lie  will  find  that  lie  can  construct  things  if  he  can 
visualize  them  first. 

Outlines  have  been  given  to  the  grade  teachers  for  each 
month’s  work,  and  so  far  as  possible  these  have  been  carried 
out  with  the  best  possible  results.  The  work  as  outlined  for  a 
given  time  correlates  with  history,  local  interests,  national  holi¬ 
days  and  products  or  characteristics  of  the  season.  When 
time  allows,  one  problem  a  month  has  been  given  in  handicraft; 
and  these  projects  have  been  worked  out  in  paper,  cardboard 
or  raphia. 

In  my  work  and  observation  I  note  a  strong  feeling  of 
timidity  shown  by  many  of  the  pupils  in  undertaking  each 
new  step  in  the  work.  That  feeling  is  not  present  when  the 
general  subject  has  been  a  familiar  part  of  his  course  of  study 
through  the  years. 

In  order  to  develop  faculties  and  arouse  an  inventive 
tendency,  it  is  necessary  to  make  things ;  and  these  processes 
of  construction,  which  may  involve  working  drawings  and  ac¬ 
curate  measurements,  aid  in  forming  habits  of  clear  and  sys¬ 
tematic  thinking.  From  the  simple  paper  folding  of  the  first 
year,  the  problems  are  so  graded,  that,  before  entering  High 
School,  a  pupil  should  accomplish  fairly  accurate  work  in 
wood  or  other  material.  In  this  connection  I  would  present 
for  the  consideration  of  the  committee,  the  suggestion  that 
steps  be  taken  toward  the  introduction  of  manual  training  in 
the  higher  grades  of  the  town  schools.  This  might  be  accom¬ 
plished  gradually  by  the  addition  of  a  few  benches  at  a  time; 
but  I  think  a  very  moderate  sum  would  fit  out  a  small  room 
in  the  basement  with  all  necessary  appliances.  Sewing  for 
the  girls  could  be  directed  in  the  time  allotted  for  this  work. 

The  time  usually  allotted  for  the  subject  in  its  different 
branches  is  two  45 -minute  lessons  in  the  upper  grades  and  three 
30-minute  lessons  in  all  primary  rooms.  One  lesson,  as  sched¬ 
uled,  has  been  given  by  the  Supervisor  each  week.  I  have 
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met  with  the  teachers  several  times  at  the  regular  teachers’ 
meeting;  at  other  times  the  outlines  have  been  explained  as 
needed.

I  heartily  indorse  the  recommendation  of  the  Supervisor 
that  a  beginning  be  made  next  year  in  courses  in  manual  train¬ 
ing  and  the  household  arts.  The  introduction  of  such  courses 
was  in  the  mind  of  the  committee  when  the  Center  school- 
house  was  rebuilt;  and  the  basement  of  the  building  was  fin¬ 
ished  so  as  to  furnish  suitable  room  and  light  for  bench  work. 
Miss  Chase  is  experienced  in  teaching  these  subjects  and  can 
be  depended  on  to  develop  the  courses  wisely. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  present  school  year  a  ninth  grade 
was  added  to  the  elementary  school  course.  This  was  made 
necessary  by  the  failure  of  pupils  to  meet  satisfactorily  the 
entrance  requirements  of  Hitchcock  Academy.  The  town  now 
has  the  same  number  of  grades  in  its  elementary  school  course 
as  do  the  other  towns  whose  pupils  attend  the  Academy.  As 
the  specific  purpose  of  the  ninth  grade  is  to  prepare  pupils  to 
pass  the  Academy  entrance  examinations,  special  emphasis  is 
being  given  to  the  subjects  required  for  entrance  as  stated  in 
the  Academy  catalogue.  This  has  not  involved  the  introduc¬ 
tion  of  any  new  subjects  into  the  curriculum,  but  an  attempt 
is  being  made  to  present  the  old  subjects  from  a  new  view¬ 
point.  In  carrying  out  this  purpose  new  textbooks  in  arith¬ 
metic,  geography,  and  history  have  been  introduced.  There 
are  now  thirteen  pupils  in  our  ninth  grade;  ten  at  the  Center 
school,  two  at  East  Brimfield,  and  one  at  West  Brimfield. 

An  interesting  result  of  the  entrance  examinations  given 
at  the  Academy  last  June  is  the  fact  that,  when  the  pupils  tak¬ 
ing  the  examinations  were  grouped  according  to  age,  the 
younger  the  average  age  of  the  group,  the  higher  the  average 
mark  it  received.  The  pupils  thirteen  years  old  obtained  a 
higher  average  mark  than  those  fourteen;  those  fourteen  years 
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old  ranked  above  those  fifteen ;  while  the  pupils  over  sixteen 
years  of  age  stood  at  the  foot  of  the  line.  This  result  serves 
to  bring  out  a  fact  recognized  by  all  engaged  in  teaching; 
namely,  that  there  are  two  types  of  mind,  the  one  thinking 
easily  with  symbols,  the  other  requiring  knowledge  to  be  pre¬ 
sented  in  concrete  form  in  order  to  be  grasped  readily.  No 
one  acquainted  with  the  young  people  who  took  the  examina¬ 
tions  will  question  the  good  judgment  and  executive  ability  of 
some  who  failed.  When  their  business  capacity  is  measured, 
these  may  be  found  to  rank  first.  Students  of  education  agree, 
that,  while  manual  training  and  domestic  arts  courses  are  val¬ 
uable  for  all,  they  especially  meet  the  needs  of  pupils  such  as 
I  have  been  referring  to.  Such  pupils  are  interested  in  the 
practical  application  of  a  principle  of  arithmetic  to  a  particular 
problem  in  construction,  but  not  in  the  principle  as  a  beautiful 
piece  of  knowledge.  Knowledge  as  such  does  not  appeal  to 
them,  but  knowledge  as  a  tool  for  use.  They  do  not  care  for 
the  mere  acquisition  of  knowledge,  but  more  for  the  expression 
of  their  powers  in  some  concrete  form.  To  all  such  pupils 
manual  training  and  the  domestic  arts  appeal.  The  rebuilt 
Center  school  has  provided  the  place,  the  lengthening  of  the 
elementary  school  course  to  nine  years  gives  more  time,  the 
engagement  of  a  supervisor  provides  the  person ;  I  trust  the 
committee  will  see  fit  to  make  a  beginning  of  organizing  courses 
during  the  coming  year. 

The  consideration  so  uniformly  shown  me  by  the  commit¬ 
tee  during  the  past  year  has  been  appreciated.

Librarian’s  Report 


The  Library  has  continued  to  grow  in  usefulness  and  at¬ 
tractiveness.  Townspeople  and  visitors  have  enjoyed  its  hos¬ 
pitality  as  well  as  its  books.  There  have  been  pleasant  meet¬ 
ings  between  friends  old  and  new,  and  there  have  been  con¬ 
versations  and  discussions  on  such  a  wide  range  of  subjects 
as  books  and  reading,  agriculture  and  fruit  growing,  art  and 
travel,  local  history  and  Indian  relics,  and  the  political  situa¬ 
tion,  with  authorities  and  writers  on  these  subjects  at  hand  to 
stimulate  thought  and  discussion.  What  “club”  or  reading  cir¬ 
cle  is  better  than  the  informal  association  of  people  whose 
minds  come  in  contact  and  are  stimulated  to  fresh  activitv  un-

der  such  conditions.  Much  of  this  interest  has  been  due  to  the 
presence  of  books  on  the  tables  for  examination,  and  this  slight 
acquaintance  arouses  the  desire  to  read  the  books  at  home, 

ACCESSIONS. 

There  have  been  some  unusually  valuable  additions  the 
past  year.  The  selection  of  books  for  a  small  library  with 
limited  space  and  limited  means  is  a  matter  requiring  careful 
study.  Not  only  must  the  character  of  each  book  be  considered 
amidst  the  flood  of  publications,  but  also  its  relation  to  the 
tastes,  needs  and  interests  of  the  people.  Even  in  a  small 
town  there  is  variety  of  interest,  and  the  value  and  success  of 
a  public  library  lies  not  only  in  the  quality  of  its  books  but 
also  in  its  relatedness  to  the  people.  The  purpose  of  our  library 
is  to  meet  all  needs.  There  is  the  largest  demand  for  fiction, 
and  here  tastes  differ  surprisingly.  Only  fiction  of  the  highest 
standard  is  purchased,  no  book  being  placed  upon  the  shelves 
before  it  has  been  read  and  recommended.  There  has  been 
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special  interest  in  agricultural  subjects  for  the  past  two  years, 
and  important  books  in  this  line  have  been  added  by  purchase, 
and  by  loans  from  the  State  and  from  the  Massachusetts  Agri¬ 
cultural  College  Library.  There  are  now  two  collections 
of  agricultural  books  available  for  our  readers,  as  many  as 
25  having  been  sent  from  the  .college.  There  is  also  a  large 
number  of  bulletins  on  a  wide  range  of  subjects  given  by  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

Most  valuable  of  all  the  additions  is  “The  Bible  Story,” 
an  edition  of  the  Bible  in  five  volumes  whose  preparation  by 
Dr.  Hall  of  Springfield  and  Professor  Wood  of  Smith  Col¬ 
lege  meets  a  long-felt  need.  It  is  the  common  statement  that 
the  Bible  is  not  read  as  much  as  it  should  be.  This  edition 
cannot  fail  to  have  readers,  old  and  young.  It  selects  and 
groups  portions  of  the  Bible  under  subjects  such  as  “Hero 
Tales,"  “Tales  of  Old  Judea,"  “The  Life  of  Jesus,"  and  “Songs 
of  the  Ages" ;  while  one  volume  is  a  Bible  Primer  for  the  little 
folks.  The  work  contains  a  complete  historical  and  pictorial 
geography  of  the  Holy  Land,  and  places  in  Egypt  and  Europe 
associated  with  sacred  history ;  also  all  the  great  hymns  of  the 
world  and  a  collection  of  spiritual  poetry,  ancient  and  modern. 
The  volumes  are  beautifully  illustrated  with  about  350  pic¬ 
tures.  This  work  will  be  a  boon  for  Sunday  afternoons  in  the 
homes  and  will  be  a  source  of  delight  as  well  as  a  means  of 
awakening  interest  in  sacred  subjects. 

BOOKS  FOR  YOUNG  PEOPLE. 

Great  pains  have  been  taken  to  provide  for  the  young 
people,  not  omitting  the  little  children,  and  some  unusual  treas¬ 
ures  have  been  placed  in  the  juvenile  department.  The  addi¬ 
tions  have  been  more  in  number  than  usual  because  of  the  gift 
of  30  volumes  from  the  state  through  the  Free  Public  Library 
Commission,  on  condition  that  we  should  loan  books  for  young 
people  to  the  new  library  of  Holland.  Two  valuable  sets  have 
been  purchased:  “The  Young  Folks’  Library  of  Vocations.” 
and  “The  Children’s  Hour.”  The  object  of  the  Vocation  libra¬ 
ry  in  ten  volumes  is  to  give  a  knowledge  of  different  pursuits 


and  of  men  of  achievement,  awaken  an  interest  in  trades,  handi¬ 
crafts  and  professions,  stimulate  a  desire  to  enter  upon  some 
line  of  the  world’s  work,  and  to  help  discover  tastes  and  apti¬ 
tudes.  The  volumes  contain  biographical  sketches  and  descrip¬ 
tions  of  many  kinds  of  enterprises  and  activities  and  have  been 
prepared  by  well-known  leaders  in  education,  business,  liter¬ 
ature  and  art.  ■ 

The  set  “The  Children’s  Hour,”  we  have  been  waiting  till 
now  to  be  able  to  purchase.  It  is  a  remarkable  selection  from 
the  best  that  has  ever  been  written  for  young  people.  While 
it  is  rich  in  its  contents  of  fairy  tales,  myths,  legends  and  famil¬ 
iar  stories  in  their  best  form,  it  is  a  treasure  house  of  material 
in  literature,  history  and  art  for  the  formation  of  the  taste  of 
the  young  readers  and  listeners.  With  this  set  is  a  volume, 
“A  Guide  to  Good  Reading,”  containing  lists  of  related  books 
and  biographies  of  authors. 


GIFTS. 

Mrs.  Mary  Knight  Hyde  of  Ware  has  again  given  the 
librarian  the  sum  of  $25  to  be  expended  at  discretion  for  the 
library.  A  number  of  people  have  given  volumes  and  collec¬ 
tions  of  books  as  indicated  in  the  list  at  the  close  of  this  report. 

Mr.  Charles  E.  Lombard  of  Southbridge  has  given  maga¬ 
zines  which  have  been  enjoyed. 

Lieut.  Olin  R.  Booth  of  Fort  Bayard,  N.  M.,  has  contin¬ 
ued  the  subscription  to  “The  World’s  Work.”  Miss  Laura 
Boorman  has  continued  to  give  "The  Craftsman" ;  Miss  A.  E. 
Fisher  of  Boston,  “Our  Four-Footed  Friends” ;  Miss  Florence 
Harding  of  Boston,  “The  National  Geographic  Magazine"; 
Mrs.  F.  Lincoln  Peirce  of  Newtonville,  “The  Ladies’  Home 
Journal.”  Other  publications  received  have  been  "Our  Dumb 
Animals,”  and  monthly  bulletins  issued  by  Massachusetts  Agri¬ 
cultural  College.  The  Massachusetts  Free  Public  Library 
Commission  has  sent  the  monthly  list  of  books  recommended 
by  the  American  Library  Association.  The  Springfield  City 
Library  Association  and  the  Worcester  Public  Library  have 
sent  their  valuable  monthly  bulletins  of  new  books. 
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STATISTICS. 

There  have  been  added  to  the  circulating  department  aside 
from  the  bound  volumes  of  magazines,  261  volumes  of  which 
1 16  have  been  presented.  The  number  of  readers  of  books  and 
magazines  outside  the  library  is  approximately  522  of  whom 
87  have  been  visitors  in  town  and  25  teachers  and  pupils  whose 
homes  are  elsewhere. 

The  number  of  books  read  is  approximately  5,115,  and  of 
magazines  850.  These  figures  probably  fall  below  what  would 
represent  the  actual  use  of  the  library  as  an  exact  report  of 
the  books  used  in  the  Academy  and  outlying  districts  cannot 
be  made. 

HOSPITALITY. 

The  library  has  been  opened  on  public  occasions  in  the  town 
and  for  visitors  who  have  been  in  town  on  other  days  than 
those  of  regular  library  opening.  It  has  extended  its  hospitality 
on  town-meeting  day,  at  the  time  of  the  Southbridge  Union  C. 
E.  meeting,  at  Pomona  Grange  meetings,  on  the  day  of  the  re¬ 
union  of  the  Hitchcock  Free  Academy  Alumni  Association, 
and  during  the  week  of  the  Massachusetts  Agricultural  Col¬ 
lege  Extension  School. 

It  has  been  necessary  to  provide  a  new  “Visitors’  Book,” 
two  having  been  filled  with  names  during  the  past  few  years, 
and  the  number  of  visitors  has  been  250. 

During  the  week  of  the  Massachusetts  Agricultural  College 

Extension  School  an  extra  evening  conference  was  held  in  the 
library  and  was  the  more  enjoyed  by  the  speaker  and  listeners 
because  of  the  pleasantness  of  the  place. 

CENTER  OF  LOCAL  INTERESTS. 

A  public  library  should  be  a  center  of  knowledge  of  com¬ 
munity  activities  and  interests,  by  records  and,  as  far  as  possi¬ 
ble,  by  illustrations.  During  the  summer  there  was  an  exhibi¬ 
tion  of  a  notable  collection  of  Indian  relics  gathered  mostly  in 
Brimfield,  East  Brimfield  and  Holland  by  George  Plimpton  and 
his  two  sons,  Milton  and  Robert.  The  exhibition  was  impor- 
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taut  not  only  for  its  great  historical  value,  but  also  as  a  sign 
of  the  skillful  pursuit  of  a  line  of  research  and  collecting  by  a 
family  in  town.  The  collection  was  examined  by  many  who 
were  surprised  at  its  size  and  variety,  as  it  included  not  only 
implements  of  the  chase  and  war,  but  relics  of  domestic  life, 
sports,  ceremonies  and  various  utilities,  all  revealing  the  life 
of  the  race  that  we  have  superseded.  Visitors  had  the  benefit 
of  Mr.  Plimpton’s  explanations  and  descriptions  on  Saturday 
evenings.  At  the  close  of  the  exhibition,  Professor  J.  T.  Bowne 
of  the  International  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association  Col¬ 
lege  of  Springfield,  who  is  an  authority  on  the  subject  of  the 
aborigines  of  eastern  North  America,  gave  a  very  interesting 
and  instructive  talk  in  the  library  on  that  subject,  using  the 
relics  for  illustration,  to  teachers  and  pupils  of  the  schools  and 
townspeople. 

Milton  Plimpton’s  essay  at  the  Academy  commencement 
was  on  the  subject  “Relics  of  a  Passing  Race,”  and  a  copy  is 
deposited  in  the  library.  The  cabinet  which  contained  the  ex¬ 
hibition  was  made  by  him  in  the  Academy  manual  training  de¬ 
partment  and  was  another  illustration  of  local  enterprise. 

People  have  contributed  various  products  for  exhibition, 
and  some  additions  have  been  made  to  the  collection  of  local 
photographs  including  one  of  the  early  home  of  Dr.  Samuel 
Guthrie,  the  discoverer  of  chloroform.  Biographical  sketches 
of  citizens  who  have  passed  away  have  been  placed  in  the 
library  by  the  librarian. 

Old  documents,  books  and  relics  find  a  fitting  repository 
in  our  memorial  library  building  where  they  will  be  safely 
preserved  to  tell  the  story  of  the  town  and  its  inhabitants. 

OUTLYING  DISTRICTS. 

Some  of  the  families  in  East  Brimfield  take  advantage  of 
the  electric  cars  to  come  to  the  library,  while  more  are  aided 
in  obtaining  books  through  the  generous  services  of  Mr.  Mer¬ 
ritt  Dunham  of  that  village.  Selections  are  made  for  people 
of  all  ages  with  marked  success  by  Mr.  Dunham  who  has  car¬ 
ried  about  170  volumes  for  his  neighbors.  Some  had  never 
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taken  books  from  the  library  before  and  the  interest  in  reading 
has  constantly  grown  with  an  increase  also  in  the  number  of 
those  taking  books,  25  now  being  on  Mr.  Dunham’s  list.  The 
estimated  number  representing  the  circulation  of  books  from 
Mr.  Dunham’s  home  is  350. 

People  in  outlying  parts  of  the  town  who  come  to  the 
library  take  much  interest  in  carrying  books  to  their  neighbors 
who  cannot  often  come. 

The  problem  of  distributing  books  in  West  Brimfield  is 
a  difficult  one,  on  account  of  the  lack  of  connections,  but  an 
effort  will  be  made  to  distribute  books  there  the  coming  year. 

NEEDS. 

The  greatest  need  is  that  of  better  lighting.  It  has  seemed 
unwise  to  add  more  hanging  lamps  with  the  prospect  of  electric 
lighting  in  the  near  future.  The  present  handsome  fixtures 
are  well  adapted  for  electricity  and  the  building  can  be  easily 
wired. 

Another  need  is  that  of  folding  chairs  which  would  make 
it  possible  to  use  the  library  occasionally  for  informal  lectures 
and  talks.  Such  gatherings  as  we  have  had  since  the  library 
was  built  have  been  the  more  enjoyable  because  of  attractive 
surroundings  with  a  cheerful  fire  blazing  on  the  hearth  in  its 
season.  But  it  has  cost  too  much  effort  to  carry  chairs  from 
the  town  hall  and  neighboring  houses. 

A  much  needed  walk  matching  the  granolithic  entrance 
platform  was  talked  about  last  fall  until  cold  weather  came  on. 
As  soon  as  practicable  it  is  hoped  that  the  plan  for  such  a  walk 
with  piers  of  field  stone  at  the  corners  with  places  for  flowers 
will  be  carried  out.  This  will  make  an  attractive  and  suitable 
approach  to  a  building  which  is  one  of  the  town’s  finest  pos¬ 


sessions.

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  you 
are  hereby  directed  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the 
town  of  Brimfield  qualified  to  vote  in  town  afifairs  to  meet  at 
the  Town  Hall,  in  said  Brimfield,  on  Monday,  the  23d  day  of 
March,  inst.,  at  ten  o’clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  on  the  fol¬ 
lowing  articles,  viz. : 

Article  i.  To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  over  said 
meeting. 

Art.  2.  To  give  in  their  votes  on  one  ballot  to  the  elec¬ 
tion  officers  for  the  following  Town  Officers:  Town  Clerk, 
three  Selectmen,  Town  Treasurer,  Auditors,  five  Constables, 
Tree  Warden,  Tax  Collector,  all  for  the  term  of  one  year  each. 
One  School  Committee,  one  Assessor,  one  Overseer  of  the 
Poor,  two  Library  Trustees,  all  for  the  term  of  three  years 
each.

Report  of  Vocational  School  Trustees 


Brimfield,  Mass.,  Dec.  13,  1913. 

To  the  Trustees  and  Advisory  Committee  of  Brimfield 
Vocational  Agricultural  School  we  herewith  respectfully  sub¬ 
mit  the  first  annual  report  of  the  school. 

At  the  special  town  meeting  held  in  April,  1913,  the  town 
voted  two  thousand  dollars  for  the  establishment  of  a  Voca¬ 
tional  Agricultural  School,  and  elected  a  Board  of  Trustees. 
A  Director  was  immediately  elected,  and  in  May  the  services 
of  an  instructor  were  engaged. 

Actual  work  was  begun  August  1,  1913.  At  that  time 
there  was  existing  a  Board  of  Trustees,  an  Advisory  Com¬ 
mittee  of  fifteen,  including  members  from  the  adjoining  towns 
of  Holland,  Sturbridge,  Wales  and  Warren,  an  instructor  and 
a  previously  enrolled  membership  of  fifteen  boys.  During  the 
month  each  boy  was  visited  by  the  instructor,  his  home  con¬ 
ditions  carefully  studied,  the  parents  taken  into  consultation, 
and  after  serious  consideration  a  program  developed  for  each 
by  which  his  school  work  could  be  brought  into  complete  har¬ 
mony  with  his  home  conditions,  his  ability  and  his  plans  for 
life. 

Through  the  kindly  co-operation  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Hitchcock  Free  Academy,  quarters  were  secured  in  the  East 
room,  first  floor  of  the  academy  building,  and  during  the  latter 
part  of  the  month  this  room  was  fitted  up  for  the  use  of  the 
school.  The  cost  of  purchasing  a  suitable  working  library  for 
the  school  threatened  to  leave  us  with  funds  inadequate  for 
the  expenses  of  the  year,  but  through  the  helpful  acitvity  of 
Miss  Anna  Tarbell  loans  of  books  were  made  to  the  school 
by  the  Lincoln  Memorial  Library,  by  the  State  Library  Com¬ 
mission  and  by  the  Extension  Department  of  the  Massachu- 
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setts  Agricultural  College  Library,  sufficient  with  very  few 
additions  for  the  work  of  the  year.  The  school  wishes  to 
acknowledge  the  especial  debt  to  the  Trustees  of  Lincoln 
Memorial  Library. 

The  school  opened  September  2  with  twelve  boys  in  at¬ 
tendance.  Three  boys,  with  our  approval,  decided  not  to 
begin  work.  Since  the  opening  of  school  our  enrollment  has 
steadily  increased.  We  added  three  in  September,  one  in 
October  and  two  more  in  November.  One  member  in  the 
meantime  has  left  school,  leaving  an  enrollment  at  the  close 
of  the  fall  session  of  seventeen  boys. 

At  the  opening  of  school  two  classes  were  formed;  a 
forenoon  class  of  younger  boys,  all  of  whom  are  taking  their 
project  work  in  kitchen  and  market  gardening,  and  a  class  of 
older  boys,  most  of  whom  had  previously  left  school,  and  who 
are  taking  various  projects,  as  follows:  Four  in  dairying, 
three  in  potatoes,  one  in  small  fruit  and  hogs,  and  one  in  gen¬ 
eral  farming.  With  the  exception  of  the  boys  in  dairying, 
project  work  has  just  been  begun. 

The  preliminary  project  study  and  survey  work  has  been 
most  encouraging.  The  boys  have  shown  good  spirit  and  a 
willingness  to  take  the  initiative  in  making  a  success  of  their 
works.  The  State  Board  of  Education  has  approved  and  in 
a  personal  letter  Dr.  Simpson  has  especially  commended  the 
work  done  thus  far.  Many  defects  as  yet  necessarily  exist, 
and  many  essential  features  of  our  work  have  not  yet  been 
developed.  Defects  will  be  remedied  as  far  as  possible  during 
the  ensuing  year,  and  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Advisory 
Committee  every  effort  will  be  made  to  develop  a  course  that 
shall  satisfy  the  demands  of  our  local  conditions,  give  thorough 
vocational  training,  be  properly  regulated  to  meet  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  and  be  effectually  ad¬ 
ministered  and  educationally  sound. 

The  method  and  purposes  of  the  school  are  distinctly  voca¬ 
tional.  Project  work,  the  carrying  out  on  the  home  farm  of 
some  approved  project,  directly  by  the  pupil  and  absolutely 
under  his  management,  subject  to  interference  only  by  the

school,  is  a  required  part  of  every  boy’s  program.  This  pro¬ 
ject  is  the  center  around  which  the  whole  work  of  the  pupil 
is  built  up.  It  is  the  most  essential  part  of  his  course.  Before 
any  boy  can  enter  the  school  the  parent  agrees  to  give  the  boy 
time,  land,  equipment  and  moral  support  for  the  carrying  out 
of  this  project  to  a  successful  issue.  The  choosing  of  a  project, 
its  extent  and  nature,  are  made  a  matter  of  consultation  among 
the  parent,  the  instructor  and  the  pupil.  The  relations  between 
the  parents  and  the  school  have  been  most  satisfactory.  The 
parents  have  been  anxious  to  do  all  in  their  power  for  the  suc¬ 
cess  of  the  boy’s  work  in  school,  and  the  school  has  endeavored 
and  will  endeavor  to  make  its  demands  reasonable  and  only 
such  that  successful  farming  demands.  The  nature  of  the 
project  has  already  been  stated.  Project  work  is  under  the 
constant  and  personal  supervision  of  the  instructor  during  the 
whole  period  of  the  project. 

Alongside  of  “project  work,”  and  growing  out  at  every 
point  is  “  project  study.”  Project  study  is 

1.  A  detached  study  of  the  agricultural  principles  involved 
in  the  project  as  they  occur,  thus  focusing  the  attention  of 
the  pupil  on  each  principle  when  his  own  interest  necessitates 
an  understanding  of  that  principle  and  his  home  work  offers 
a  concrete  example  of  it. 

2.  A  study  of  the  agricultural  methods  and  practices  which 
he  is  to  carry  out,  and  training  in  the  technique  of  each  and  a 
clear  statement  in  his  note  book  of  facts  and  principles  ac¬ 
quired,  and  of  a  plan  of  action  for  his  own  project.  Project 
study  is  carried  out  by  directing  the  pupil  to  as  many  sources 
of  information  as  possible ;  to  books,  pamphlets,  bulletins,  to 
men  of  experience  in  various  lines  of  work,  to  consultation 
with  parents  and  successful  farmers,  and  then  by  applying  rea¬ 
son  to  his  own  conditions,  leading  him  to  select  the  one  plan 
of  action  best  suited  to  himself.  The  great  educational  value, 
apart  from  its  vocational  value,  of  this  method  is  at  once  ap¬ 
parent.  In  the  school  work  one-half  of  each  day  is  devoted 
to  project  study  and  thirty  minutes  each  day  are  taken  for  a 
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“  round  up  ”  for  bringing  out  for  the  benefit  of  all  the  mate¬ 
rial  collected  and  principles  learned  by  each  that  day. 

Growing  out  of  project  study  is  the  “  School  Project.” 
The  school  project  is  a  project  taken  over  by  the  school  for 
the  purpose  of  illustrating  or  securing  practice  in  some  agri¬ 
cultural  process.  The  school,  during  it's  four  months  of  ex¬ 
istence,  has  carried  to  a  successful  issue  a  number  of  “  school 
projects.”  The  boys  have  pruned  the  orchard  of  Mr.  Chas. 
Tarbell,  the  young  trees  of  Dr.  Sawin,  and  assisted  the  Hamp¬ 
den  County  League  in  renovating  the  orchard  of  Mr.  Sibley. 
They  have  constructed  a  hotbed  for  Mr.  William  Spooner, 
preliminary  to  each  of  them  making  a  hotbed  for  himself. 
Currants,  gooseberries  and  other  small  fruits  have  been  pruned 
and  made  ready  for  the  winter.  Cuttings  have  been  made 
and  stored,  a  packing  table  constructed  and  smaller  projects 
carried  out.  Babcock  testing  has  been  done  for  a  number  of 
farmers,  and  dairy  record  work  taken  up  by  the  boys  in  three 
dairies  besides  their  own.  Early  in  October  the  boys  in  dairy¬ 
ing  gave  a  talk  on  the  necessity  of  keeping  individual  dairy 
records,  and  an  explanation  and  demonstration  of  the  Bab¬ 
cock  test  in  the  Town  Hall,  that  earned  deserved  commenda¬ 
tion  from  the  State  Dairy  Expert  there  present,  and  has  re¬ 
sulted  in  a  large  increase  in  the  dairy  record  work  in  town 
and  in  bringing  to  us  a  number  of  prospective  students. 

In  addition  to  “  Project  Work  ”  and  “  Project  Study,” 
an  agricultural  survey  is  carried  on  by  the  pupils  which  con¬ 
sists  of  a  text-book  study  of  the  general  principles  of  agricul¬ 
ture,  with  recitation  each  day.  A  considerable  amount  of 
field  and  laboratory  work  is  done,  special  lecturers  and  demon¬ 
strators  are  called  in,  and  every  means  possible  is  used  to  en¬ 
rich  and  vitalize  the  work  of  the  school. 

One  distinctive  feature  of  the  work  of  the  agricultural 
school  in  Brimfield  has  been  the  effort  to  bring  the  school  into 

relations  of  helpfulness  to  the  entire  community.  To  this  end 
the  Advisory  Board  elected  subcommittees  on  dairying  and 

fruit  growing.  The  Committee  on  Dairying  has  taken  the 
initiative  in  extending  dairy  record  work  throughout  the  town, 
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and  was  responsible  for  the  dairy  meeting  previously  referred 
to.  Arrangements  have  been  made  to  concentrate  the  forces 
of  the  Hampden  County  Improvement  League  and  the  State 
Extension  Service  on  the  town  of  Brimfield  for  the  carrying 
out  of  the  exceedingly  valuable  farm  survey  work  now  being 
undertaken  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture, 
Bureau  of  Plant  Industry.  As  the  work  of  the  school  de¬ 
velops,  the  time  that  can  be  given  to  work  of  this  nature  will 
necessarily  diminish,  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  more  fully  de¬ 
veloped  program  along  similar  lines  may  be  taken  up  by  other 
agencies.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Brimfield : 

In  submitting  my  twelfth  annual  report  for  your  consider¬ 
ation,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  support  you 
have  given  me  and  the  active  and  intelligent  interest  you  have 
shown  in  the  work  of  the  schools.  It  seems  to  me  that  the 
schools  of  the  town  have  never  been  in  better  condition  than 
they  are  at  present.  That  this  is  true  is  due  to  the  enlightened 
policy  which  has  favored  expenditures  ample  enough  to  secure 
good  teachers  and  provide  suitable  quarters  and  equipment  for 
the  schools. 

The  schoolhouses  of  the  town  were  never  in  better  condi¬ 
tion  than  they  are  at  present.  During  the  past  year  the  East 
Brimfield  building  has  been  painted  inside  and  out,  the  furnace 
has  been  rebuilt,  and  other  repairs  made.  The  extension  of 
the  tar  walk  of  the  village  makes  it  possible  for  most  of  the 
children  to  go  the  whole  distance  to  and  from  school  without 
getting  into  the  mud.  The  schoolhouse  at  West  Brimfield  has 
also  been  painted. 

During  the  coming  year  the  Center  schoolhouse  should  be 
given  a  coat  of  paint.  I  recommend  also  that  it  be  wired  for 
electricity.  There  is  now  no  way  of  lighting  the  building 
except  by  bringing  in  lamps.  During  the  winter  there  are 
occasionally  days  so  dark  that  ordinary  school  work  has  to  be 
suspended.  Many  days  are  so  short  that  teachers  are  unable 
to  make  preparation  after  school  for  the  next  day’s  program 
without  artificial  light.  Teachers’  meetings  held  after  school 
are  impracticable.  Electricity  would  be  a  great  convenience. 

A  supply  of  drinking  water  should  be  provided  for  the 
West  Brimfield  school.  While  the  membership  of  this  school 
is  small,  the  school  in  all  probability  will  be  permanently  main- 
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tamed,  and  provision  for  a  supply  of  drinking  water  would  be 
a  permanent  improvement. 

The  organization  of  the  school  is,  on  the  whole,  satisfac¬ 
tory.  The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  grades  in 
each  school  and  the  number  of  pupils  in  each  grade :

Considerable  attention  has  been  paid  by  the  teachers  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  year  to  securing  good  order  in  the  hallways  and 
cn  the  playgrounds  during  the  noon  and  recess  periods.  The 
location  of  the  Center  school  is  such,  and  the  number  of  pupils 
who  eat  their  dinners  at  the  schoolhouse  so  large,  that  the 
pioblem  of  maintaining  order  and  preventing  trespass  is  espe¬ 
cially  difficult.  But,  owing  to  the  wise  regulations  which  the 
teachers,  aided  by  Mr.  Roper,  the  janitor,  have  enforced,  very 
few  complaints  have  been  made  of  any  misconduct  outside  of 
the  school  rooms.

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To  the  above  list  should  be  added  the  name  of  Miss 
Hale,  who,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Hampden  County 
Improvement  League,  has  been  giving  a  weekly  lesson  in  each 
of  the  schools  at  the  Center  and  East  Brimfield  in  gymnastics 
and  organized  play.  It  is  needless  to  add  that  Miss  Hale’s 
lessons  are  a  delight  to  the  children. 

The  employment  of  a  supervisor  of  drawing,  begun  in 
1912,  and  of  a  supervisor  of  music,  begun  last  fall,  has  placed 
the  two  subjects  in  the  school  curriculum  which  most  need 
expert  supervision  on  a  sound  footing.  The  work  of  both 
Miss  Chase  and  Miss  Ash  deserves  commendation.  They 
have  submitted  the  following  reports  on  the  work  done  in 
their  departments : 


REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF 'DRAWING. 

The  work  in  drawing  in  the  town  schools  has  advanced 
during  the  year  and  six  months  in  which  I  have  had  charge  of 
it,  and  the  standard  is  higher;  but  the  upper  grades  are,  and 
naturally  would  be,  slower  than  the  lower  grades  in  gaining 
their  rightful  standing.  At  the  present  time  the  primary 
classes  only  are  doing  work  that  would  be  accepted  as  average 
and  up  to  grade.  The  problems  for  the  older  ones,  from 
necessity,  have  dealt  largely  with  first  principles.  The  feeling 
of  inability  that,  from  the  first,  manifested  itself  among  the 
older  children  is  gradually  disappearing,  and  some  of  them  are 
showing  decided  ability;  so  that,  as  a  whole,  the  outlook  is 
encouraging. 

The  school  programs  provide  for  two  periods  a  week  to 
be  devoted  to  drawing,  the  supervisor  taking  the  time  of  one 
period.  Outlines  are  prepared  for  the  regular  teachers  to 
follow.  The  work  for  a  year  includes  problems  in  Represen¬ 
tation,  Design  and  Construction.  As  outlines,  the  fall  work 
deals  largely  with  plant  life;  and  this  study  of  growing  things 
brings  out  and  increases  the  power  to  see  quickly  and  effec¬ 
tively.  The  constructive  work  is  carried  out  in  problems 
relating  to  the  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  seasons,  and  card- 
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board  and  raffia  have  been  our  available  material.  This  branch 
of  the  work  has  also  included  the  elements  of  Design. 

The  January  schedule  began  the  object  drawing  and 
model  theory,  and  I  realize  that  there  is  much  to  be  accom¬ 
plished  in  this  line.  A  thorough  foundation  in  the  principles 
and  practice  of  observation  work  can  affect  the  standard  of 
art  in  a  high  school  most  noticeably.  When  the  work  is  well 
grounded  in  the  grades,  with  each  class  fulfilling  certain  re¬ 
quirements,  then  the  high  school  work  can  begin  as  such. 

In  the  work  in  color  this  year  crayons  have  been  almost 
wholly  used.  They  are  more  practicable  in  the  elementary 
work,  and  in  general  the  results  are  much  more  assured. 

Regarding  the  field  of  work  as  a  whole,  I  believe  that 
enthusiasm  is  spontaneous  with  the  little  ones,  and  that,  the 
subject  being  one  so  closely  allied  to  studies  in  general  and  so 
vitally  necessary  as  an  equipment  in  all  technical  training,  the 
interest  of  the  older  ones  will  increase.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC. 

Mr.  Wheeler,  Sup’t: 

Dear  Sir :  In  compliance  with  your  request,  I  send  my  re¬ 
port  on  Music.  I  am  very  glad  that  the  town  of  Brimfield  has 
decided  to  give  the  pupils  of  the  schools  an  education  in  music. 
The  subject  may  at  first  seem  to  some  like  an  expensive  luxury, 
from  which  few  gain  lasting  and  useful  results;  but  those  who 
follow  the  pupils’  work  through  the  different  grades  learn  the 
important  part  it  plays  in  a  child’s  education. 

The  system  at  present  being  used  has  in  my  estimation  no 
equal.  Aside  from  mere  enjoyment  of  good  songs  and  chorus 
singing,  it  teaches  the  pupil  concentration  and  quickness  of 
thought,  and  develops  a  keen  sense  of  hearing  and  self-con¬ 
fidence. 

With  the  individual  slips  just  started, —  the  slips  being  a 
series  of  graded  exercises, —  the  pupil’s  knowledge  of  his 
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every  day  lessons,  his  sense  of  rhythm  and  hearing,  and  his 
ability  to  carry  a  melody  alone,  are  tested.  This  is  an  im¬ 
portant  factor,  as  the  weaker  always  depend  on  the  stronger 
unless  compelled  to  stand  alone.  Good  results  are  expected 
from  these  slips,  which  have  been  put  into  all  the  rooms. 
Aside  from  the  music  itself,  the  pupil’s  knowledge  of  arith¬ 
metic,  writing  and  spelling  is  tested  in  the  written  work  given 
with  each  slip  lesson,  thus  making  it  an  all  round  training. 

The  teachers  have  all  done  splendid  work,  and  I  appre¬ 
ciate  their  kindliness  and  willingness.  It  was  a  little  hard  for 
us  all  at  the  start,  but  the  work  has  been  an  enjoyment 
through  their  capable  efforts  and  the  enthusiasm  of  the  schol¬ 
ars.  The  East  Brimfield  schools,  though  small,  are  gaining, 
and  those  in  the  Center  are  progressing  rapidly. 

I  have  not  been  able  to  give  as  much  time  as  allotted  to 
the  West  Brimfield  scholars  because  of  the  vacations  coming 
on  their  day,  but  I  found  a  very  fair  knowledge  of  music 
there,  and  hope  to  visit  the  school  regularly  next  term.

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TEACHERS’  RETIREMENT  LAW. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Teachers’  Re¬ 
tirement  Law  passed  by  the  last  Legislature,  five  per  cent,  and 
not  less  than  $35.00,  must  be  deducted  from  the  salary  of  each 
teacher  who  enters  the  service  after  July  1st,  and  turned  over 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  State,  to  be  contributed  towards  an 
annuity  fund  of  which  the  teacher  may  become  a  beneficiary 
on  reaching  sixty  years  of  age.  The  same  will  be  true  of  the 
teachers  now  in  service  in  case  they  decide  to  enter  the  Retire¬ 
ment  Association.  Many  towns  are  increasing  teachers’  sal¬ 
aries  sufficiently  to  offset  wholly  or  in  part  the  State  assess¬ 
ment.  I  recommend  that  the  School  Committee  consider  the 
advisability  of  doing  this  in  Brimfield. 

Possibly  no  other  small  town  in  Massachusetts  is  as  for¬ 
tunate  as  Brimfield  in  the  facilities  offered  to  those  pupils 
who  wish  to  continue  beyond  the  grammar  grades.  In  Hitch¬ 
cock  Free  Academy  and  the  Independent  Vocational  Agricul¬ 
tural  School  recently  established  the  town  has  two  well-con¬ 
ducted  and  eminently  successful  institutions.  In  one  of  them 
the  student  can  fit  for  college  or  take  a  general  culture  or 
business  course ;  in  the  other,  sound  training  is  given  in  Brim- 
field’s  most  important  industry,  agriculture.  The  annual  cost 
to  the  town  of  these  schools  is  nominal,  and  Brimfield  reaps 
the  benefits  of  having  its  secondary  school  students  trained  in 
local  institutions  by  teachers  living  in  town  and  devoting  them¬ 
selves  to  those  things  which  make  for  the  welfare  of  the 
young  people  of  the  town.

Librarian’s  Report 


The  Library  has  come  into  closer  relations  with  the  com¬ 
munity  and  its  movements  during  the  past  year  than  ever  be¬ 
fore.  Its  special  advance  has  been  in  the  direction  of  the  use 
of  the  Library  Building  for  gatherings  to  promote  public  in¬ 
terests,  especially  those  pertaining  to  agriculture.  One  of  the 
questions  sent  by  the  Free  Public  Library  Commission  of 
Massachusetts  to  librarians  asks  concerning  the  availability  of 
the  Library  Building  for  conferences  and  lectures. 

The  following  commendation  has  been  received : 

“  The  Commission  feels  very  strongly  that  rural  exten- 
.  sion  and  community  welfare  work  are  indispensable  items 
which  should  be  on  the  program  of  every  country  library. 
One  of  the  most  highly  successful  methods  whereby  libraries 
can  assist  in  the  arousing  of  public  sentiment  and  interest  upon 
subjects  vital  to  the  community  is  that  of  offering  the  library 
as  a  meeting  place  for  lectures,  conferences  and  club  meetings. 

“  It  is  with  much  pleasure  that  we  have  noted  the  leader¬ 
ship  of  the  Brimfield  Public  Library  in  matters  of  this  kind, 
and  the  Commission  wishes  to  offer  its  heartiest  approval  and 
support  to  this  most  commendable  work.” 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  meetings  held  in  the  Library 
have  been  in  the  interests  of  progressive  and  pioneer  move¬ 
ments  for  public  benefit,  and  that  they  have  shown  the  spirit 
of  initiative  which  has  been  a  marked  characteristic  of  the 
town  in  its  past  history.  Most  of  the  gatherings  have  been 
connected  with  the  recently  organized  movement  of  “  The 
Hampden  County  Improvement  League,”  which  was  started 
about  a  year  ago  to  promote  community  co-operation  and 
advancement  throughout  the  county. 

September  19  there  was  formed  in  the  Town  Hall  “  The 
BritnflJd  Council  of  the  Hampden  County  Improvement 


jLeague,”  whose  object  is  “  to  secure  closer  fellowship  and  co¬ 
operation  among  the  various  organizations  and  forces  that  are 
working  for  the  economic,  educational,  social,  civic,  religious 
and  moral  betterment  of  Brimfield.”  This  is  the  first  per¬ 
manent  organization  in  connection  with  the  County  League  to 
be  formed,  and  its  committees,  which  are  those  on  Agriculture, 
Education,  Civic  Betterment,  Recreation,  Religion,  and  Roads 
and  Transportation,  began  at  once  to  come  into  touch  with 
officers  and  workers  of  the  League.  The  Library,  with  its 
cheerful  fire  on  the  Village  Hearthstone,  has  been  a  suitable 
and  attractive  place  for  meetings  of  these  committees  and 
others  interested  in  community  betterment,  and  its  hospitalitv 
and  cheer  have  been  spoken  of  with  appreciation  by  the  speak¬ 
ers  and  helpers  who  have  come  to  us  from  outside.  It  is  fit¬ 
ting  that  the  greater  number  of  these  meetings  have  been  for 
the  promotion  of  agriculture,  as  that  is  the  basis  of  the  town’s 
welfare.  The  largest  gathering  was  early  in  January,  when 
nearly  50  farmers  were  present  from  all  parts  of  the  town  to 
listen  to  talks  on  soil  fertilization  by  representatives  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Agricultural  College  and  Hampden  County  Improve¬ 
ment  League,  and  to  consider  the  formation  of  a  local  co¬ 
operative  buying  and  selling  association.  Such  an  organiza¬ 
tion,  bearing  the  name  “  The  Brimfield  Farmers'  Co-operative 
Exchange,”  was  formed  at  a  meeting  held  in  the  Library 
January  17.  The  co-operative  movement  is  a  new  one  in  New 
England,  and  the  Brimfield  organization  is  the  first  to  be  in¬ 
corporated  in.  Massachusetts  according  to  a  legislative  act  of 
1913  making  special  provision  for  agricultural  corporations. 
This  pioneer  enterprise  is  likely  to  become  of  historic  as  well 
as  practical  importance.  Besides  gatherings  in  the  interests 
of  agriculture,  there  have  been  held  in  the  Library  meetings 
of  other  committees  of  the  Brimfield  Council  and  committees 
of  the  Brimfield  Improvement  Society,  at  some  of  which  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  County  League  have  been  present,  to  con¬ 
sider  such  matters  as  organized  recreation,  the  teaching  of 
domestic  science,  the  formation  of  boys’  and  girls’  agricultural 
clubs,  and  plans  for  speakers  on  these  subjects  and  that  of 
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town  beautifying.  Organized  recreation  has  already  been 
successfully  commenced  in  the  town  schools  and  academy,  and 
this  is  another  pioneer  movement  in  rural  towns  first  started 
in  Brimfield  and  in  its  Library.  Thus  our  Memorial  Library 
Building,  with  its  historical  associations  and  its  collection  of 
relics  and  records  of  the  past,  has  lately  been  the  scene  of  the 
making  of  new  history  and  the  promoting  of  new  life  and 
progress  in  the  community. 

AGRICULTURAL  BOOKS  AND  BULLETINS. 

Town  improvement  has  also  been  furthered  by  the  addi¬ 
tion  of  books  on  agricultural  subjects  in  different  lines,  which 
have  constituted  the  largest  number  of  accessions.  Such  books 
have  been  purchased  and  have  been  presented  by  the  State 
through  the  agency  of  the  Free  Public  Library  Commission. 
This  addition  to  our  resources  was  stimulated  by  the  organi¬ 
zation  of  the  Brimfield  Vocational  Agricultural  School  last 
September,  and  the  Commission  responded  willingly  to  our 
request  for  aid  in  furnishing  necessary  reference  books  to 
supplement  the  books  belonging  to  the  school.  These  are 
taken  into  the  homes  of  the  pupils,  as  well  as  consulted  at  the 
school,  and  have  been  used  by  farmers  in  town.  No  books 
have  been  so  much  and  so  advantageously  used.  The  State 
has  continued  a  loan  of  books  and  we  have  had  the  use  of  two  sets 
of  books  on  agriculture  and  rural  life  from  Massachusetts 
Agricultural  College,  one  of  which  has  been  loaned  recently. 

The  Library  possesses  many  bulletins  on  agricultural  sub¬ 
jects  and  home  matters. 

ELECTRIC  LIGHTING. 

The  long-needed  improvement  in  the  lighting  system  has 
been  effected  by  the  installation  of  electric  lights.  This  is 
more  than  a  convenience,  for  the  beauty  of  the  interior  is 
greatly  enhanced  by  the  new  illumination  and  the  artistic 
domes  of  the  former  hanging  lamps,  which  were  especially  de¬ 
signed  to  harmonize  with  the  building  are  now  given  their  true 
value.  The  beautiful  new  porch  lantern  of  similar  design  and 
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coloring  is  the  gift  of  Lieut.  Olin  R.  Booth.  The  handsome 
lamp  that  adorns  as  well  as  lights  the  reading-room  table  is 
a  memorial  of  the  late  Alfred  L.  Converse,  as  it  was  bought 
with  money  given  by  him  for  “  The  Danielson-Lincoln  Me¬ 
morial  Library.”  Mention  should  be  made  of  the  special  light¬ 
ing  of  the  portrait  of  the  giver  of  the  Library  Building,  which 
has  never  been  so  well  seen  before. 

We  are  deeply  indebted  to  John  M.  Newton,  of  Spring- 
field,  for  his  skilled  service,  and  his  contribution  of  time  and 
labor  in  the  installing  of  the  lighting  system.  It  will  be  a 
lasting  memorial  and  a  constant  reminder  of  the  loyalty  of  a 
son  of  Brimfield  to  his  home  town  and  his  sentiment  for  its 
JL.ibrary. 

GIFTS. 

Gifts  of  magazine  subscriptions  have  been  received  as 
follows:  From  Miss  Laura  Boorman,  “The  Craftsman”; 
Lieut.  Olin  R.  Booth,  “  The  World’s  Work  ” ;  Brimfield  Equal 
Suffrage  League,  “The  Woman’s  Journal”;  Miss  A.  E. 
Fisher,  of  Boston,  “  Our  Four-Footed  Friends  ” ;  Miss  Flor¬ 
ence  M.  Harding,  of  Boston,  “  The  National  Geographic 
Magazine”;  Mrs.  F.  Lincoln  Peirce,  of  Newtonville,  “The 
Ladies’  Home  Journal.”  Miss  Harding  has  recently  subscribed 
also  for  “  American  Forestry  ”  for  the  Library. 

“  Our  Dumb  Animals  ”  has  been  received  from  the  so¬ 
ciety  publishing  it.  Monthly  bulletins  of  new  books  have  been 
received  from  the  City  Library  Association  of  Springfield,  the 
Worcester  Public  Library  and  the  Westfield  Athenaeum.  Lists 
of  books  recommended  by  the  Woman’s  Education  Associa¬ 
tion  of  Boston  have  continued  to  be  of  great  assistance  in  the 
selection  of  books  to  be  purchased.  Printed  lists  furnished 
also  by  the  Western  Massachusetts  Library  Club  have  given 
valuable  help. 

From  George  Russell  Agassiz  we  have  received  his  not¬ 
able  biography  of  his  father,  Alexander  Agassiz.  Harry  E. 
Back,  of  Danielson,  Conn.,  has  presented  “  The  History  of  the 
Congregational  Church  in  Union,  Conn.,”  which  is  of  especial 
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interest  to  Brimfield  people  on  account  of  the  connections  be¬ 
tween  families  of  the  two  towns.  Rev.  William  F.  Bissell  has 

given  a  volume  of  sermons  by  his  father  which  are  important 
as  the  expression  of  a  certain  type  of  theologcial  thought  and 

for  their  recalling  the  strong  personality  and  trained  intellect 
of  the  author,  who  was  a  constant  patron  of  the  Library  dur¬ 
ing  his  life  in  Brimfield. 

Some  important  additions  have  been  made  to  our  local 
history  material.  Among  these  are  family  papers  dating  back 
over  a  century  which  had  been  preserved  by  the  late  Margaret 
Burt  of  Springfield,  a  native  of  Brimfield,  and  a  descendant  of 
Major  Daniel  Burt,  who  was  one  of  the  first  settlers  of  Brim¬ 
field  and  distinguished  in  military  history. 

The  late  Moses  H.  Baker  gave  a  pamphlet  bearing  the 
date  1798,  by  Rev.  Clarke  Brown,  an  early  pastor  of  the  Brim¬ 
field  church,  setting  forth  the  religious  controversy  known  as 
the  “  Brown  War.”  There  is  no  knowledge  of  the  existence  of 
any  other  copy.  He  also  gave  a  copy  of  “  The  Annals  of  the 
Church  of  Brimfield,”  by  Rev.  Jason  Morse. 

George  M.  Hitchcock  has  given  a  copy  of  the  Life  of 
Gen.  William  Eaton  of  Brimfield,  a  character  of  world  re¬ 
nown. 

Contributions  of  old  books  and  pamphlets  and  of  any 
kinds  of  relics,  documents  printed  or  written,  which  throw 
light  on  the  doings  and  customs  of  the  people  are  most  desir¬ 
able  for  preservation  in  the  Library. 

HOSPITALITY  AND  INTERCOURSE. 

The  Library  has  been  especially  opened  on  town  meeting 
days,  on  the  days  of  the  meetings  of  the  Pomona  Grange,  at 
the  time  of  the  Southbridge  C.  E.  Union  meeting,  and  at  many 
other  times  when  there  have  been  visitors  in  town.  It  has  been 
a  privilege  the  past  year  to  extend  the  hospitality  of  the  Library 
with  its  historic  associations  and  collections  to  descendants  of 
early  Brimfield  families.  Among  these  have  been  a  great- 
grandson  of  Gen.  William  Eaton,  and  a  representative  of  the 
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Bliss  family  who  is  a  resident  of  Brimfield,  Ind.,  a  daughter  c-nd 
namesake  of  our  town. 

There  have  continued  to  be  pleasant  reunions  of  friends 
and  the  making  of  new  acquaintances  before  the  open  fire,  and 
there  have  been  discussions  not  only  of  books  but  also  of  ques¬ 
tions  of  the  day  and  matters  of  local  interest. 

There  have  been  discussions  of  the  “  deer  problem,”  con¬ 
cerning  which  people  have  brought  data  of  local  depredations. 
Dairying  and  the  care  of  milk,  and  the  subject  of  orcharding 
have  been  considered.  There  have  been  practical  conferences 

between  the  instructor  of  the  Agricultural  School  and  indi¬ 
vidual  farmers.  There  have  been  explanations  of  relics  and 
accounts  of  local  history  matters. 

STATISTICS. 

There  have  been  added  to  the  circulating  department, 
aside  from  the  bound  volumes  of  magazines,  168  volumes,  of 
which  35  have  been  presented.  Twelve  periodicals  have  been 
subscribed  for  and  eight  presented. 

The  number  of  readers  outside  the  Library  is  approxi¬ 
mately  520,  of  whom  82  have  been  visitors  in  town  and  30 
teachers  and  pupils  whose  homes  are  elsewhere. 

The  number  of  books  read  is  approximately  7,800,  and  of 
magazines  1,100.  These  figures  probably  fall  below  what 
would  represent  the  actual  use  of  the  Library,  as  an  exact  re¬ 
port  of  books  used  by  teachers  and  pupils  of  the  Academy  and 
the  Agricultural  School,  and  exchanged  among  families  living 
at  a  distance  from  the  Library  cannot  be  given.  It  should  be 
noted,  however,  that  the  above  figures  indicate  the  largest  cir¬ 
culation  in  the  history  of  the  Library,  and  is  very  high  in  com¬ 
parison  with  libraries  in  general,  as  it  represents  an  average 
for  the  town’s  population  of  considerably  over  eight  volumes 
per  capita. 

OUTLYING  DISTRICTS.  ; 

All  parts  of  the  town  have  been  reached  -through  the 
neighborly  accommodation  of  those  patrons  living  at  a  distance 
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who  have  carried  books  to  others  living  in  those  sections.  In 
East  Brimfield  such  service  has  been  so  generously  rendered 
by  Merritt  S.  Dunham  as  to  make  his  home  virtually  a  de¬ 
livery  station.  Mr.  Dunham  has  carried  to  East  Brimfield  312 
volumes,  which  he  has  carefully  selected  with  reference  to  the 
interests  and  tastes  of  his  readers,  old  and  young.  He  has 
reached  as  many  as  fifty  individuals  and  has  supplied  eighteen 
constant  readers  with  books.  The  approximate  number  repre¬ 
senting  the  circulation  is  1,394. 

IN  MEMORIAM. 

In  the  death  of  Dr.  E.  W.  Norwood  there  has  passed  fiom 
earth  a  member  of  the  first  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Library, 
and  one  who  was  among  the  most  active  in  its  organization. 
The  character  of  the  books  selected  to  form  the  nucleus  of  the 
Library  and  the  direction  that  his  influence  gave  to  its  develop¬ 
ment  constitute  a  memorial  of  one  who  so  strongly  believed 
in  the  formative  power  of  good  reading  in  the  lives  of  the 
young  whom  he  taught  and  in  the  life  of  a  community  as  a 
whole.  Though  his  later  years  were  passed  in  a  neighboring 
town,  he  maintained  his  deep  interest  in  Brimfield,  and  no  one 
rejoiced  more  than  Dr.  Norwood  in  the  new  building  which 
he  was  called  upon  to  help  dedicate,  and  in  the  new  possibili¬ 
ties  which  it  gave  to  the  institution  whose  early  life  he  had  so 
fostered.

In  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education,  the  school  committee  has  prepared  the 
folowing  “Budget”  to  submit  to  the  voters.  The  classifica- 
tion  of  items  is  that  required  for  use  in  making  the  annual 
report  to  the  State  Board.

It  has  been  customary  for  the  school  committee  to  use 
for  school  purposes  the  amounts  received  from  these  various 
sources  without  action  by  the  town.  The  question  has  been 
raised  as  to  whether  the  committee  can  legally  do  this. 
That  these  moneys  cannot  be  legally  used  for  other  purposes 
is  apparent  from  statutes  governing  their  disposal. 

With  reference  to  the  income  received  by  the  town  from 
the  state  school  fund.  Section  3,  Chapter  41  of  the  Revised 
Laws  provides  that  “it  shall  be  held  by  the  town  treasurer 
and  shall  be  expended  only  for  expenses  in  maintenance  of 
th  public  schools  authorized  by  the  school  committee.” 

Section  45,  Chapter  42  of  the  Revised  Laws  provides 
for  the  disposition  of  the  $375  received  by  the  town  on 
account  of  the  employment  of  a  superintendent  of  schools 
as  follows:  Three  fifths  of  it  “shall  be  paid  for  the  salary” 
of  a  superintendent,  and  two-fifths  “shall  be  paid  for  the 
salaries  of  teachers  employed  in  the  public  schools.” 

With  reference  to  the  money  received  for  the  tuition 
and  transportation  state  wards,  Section  4,  Chapter  44  of  the 
Revised  Laws  states  that  “The  money  received  by  cities 
and  towns  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be 
applied  to  the  support  of  schools.” 

The  committee  does  not  object  to  the  passing  of  a  vote 
appropriating  the  above  amounts  to  the  uses  prescribed  by 
statute,  but  sees  no  necessitv  for  such  action. 

Assuming  that  the  above  total  of  $2,125.00  is  available 
for  school  purposes,  there  remains  a  balance  of  $4,430.00 
which  the  town  is  asked  to  appropriate  in  a  lump  sum. 
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The  above  detailed  budget  is  intended  to  show  the  ap¬ 
proximate  amounts  that  will  be  spent  under  each  heading. 
But  as  some  of  the  amounts  received  from  the  state  are 
available  for  application  to  any  of  the  above,  it  seems  best 
to  ask  that  the  full  amount  be  appropriated  in  a  lump  sum. 


HITCHCOCK  FREE  ACADEMY. 

Hitchcock  Free  Academy  is  maintained  as  a  town  high 
school  with  money  coming  from  three  sources : 

The  income  from  the  instruction  fund  in  the  hands  of 
the  trustees,  j 

The  annual  grant  of  $500  from  the  state, 

Tuitions  received  from  other  town  and  reimbursed  to 
them  by  the  state. 

The  agreement  between  the  Trustees  of  Hitchcock  Free 
Academy  and  the  town  of  Brimfield  provides  that  the  money 
turned  over  to  the  town  from  the  income  of  the.  instruction 
fund  shall  be  used  for  high  school  maintenance. 

Section  1,  Chapter  200,  Acts  of  1906  as  amended  by 
Chapter  427,  Acts  of  1908  provides  that  if  a  town  of  the 
population  of  Brimfield  maintains  an  approved  high  school, 
“it  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  annually— toward  the  support 
of  such  high  school  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars.” 

Your  committee  fails  to  find  any  definite  provision  in 
the  statute  law  of  the  state  that  the  money  received  for 
tuition  of  high  school  pupils  shall  be  used  for  high  school 
maintenance.  As  it  is  the  general  understanding  that  this 
shall  be  done,  in  order  to  avoid  any  possible  misunderstand¬ 
ing  in  the  future,  we  recommend  that  a  vote  be  passed  at  the 
town  meeting  that  all  money  received  for  tuition  of  pupils  < 
in  Hitchcock  Free  Academy  be  appropriated  for  High 
School  support. 
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VOCATIONAL  AGRICULTURAL  DEPARTMENT 

Your  committee  recomends  an  appropriation  of  $1,600 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  vocational  agricultural  depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Academy  for  the  current  year.  This  appro¬ 
priation  will  represent  the  gross,  not  the  net,  expense  of  the 
department  to  the  town.  Basing  our  estimate  on  the  returns 
made  to  the  State  Board  for  the  nine  months  ending  August 
31,  we  find  the  net  expense  will  be  approximately  $700.00.

Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Comittee  of  Brimfield: 

Herewith  is  submitted  for  your  consideration  my  four¬ 
teenth  annual  report. 

CHANGE  IN  THE  STATUS  OF  THE  VOCATIONAL 

SCHOOL. 

The  year  has  witnessed  one  change  of  considerable  im¬ 
portance  in  the  organization  of  the  school  system.  As  a  re¬ 
sult  of  action  taken  at  the  last  annual  town  meeting,  the 
independent  vocational  agricultural  school  established  in 
August,  1914,  became  a  department  of  the  town  high  school. 

So  far  as  the  aid  received  from  the  state  is  concerned, 
the  change  has  had  but  little  effect.  Under  the  former  ar¬ 
rangement  the  state  contributed  one-half  of  the  total  cost  of 
maintenance.  Now  the  state  contributes  two- thirds  of  the 
salary  of  the  instructor.  In  general  it  may  be  said  that  the 
plan  of  the  state  is  that  the  local  community  and  the  state 
shall  share  and  share  alike  in  the  maintenance  of  vocational 
schools. 

Under  the  new  arrangement  the  school  becomes  a  de- 
partment  of  the  high  school.  The  relations  existing  be¬ 
tween  the  vocational  school  and  the  Academy  must  be  inti¬ 
mate.  The  vocational  school  pupils  take  studies  under 
other  teachers  than  the  agricultural  instructor ;  they  meet 
in  the  same  building  with  the  other  pupils  of  the  Academy, 
attend  the  same  opening  exercises,  and  are  subject  to  the 
same  discipline.  During  that  part  of  the  year  when  the  agri¬ 
cultural  instructor  is  away,  they  take  all  their  work  from  the 
•other  teachers. 

With  these  several  matters  in  common,  making  neces¬ 
sary  constant  intermingling  and  adjustment,  it  becomes  evi- 
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dent  that  there  is  much  advantage  in  having  one  principal  in 
authority  over  both  departments. 

COST  OF  THE  VOCATIONAL  DEPARTMENT. 

As  stated  in  the  report  of  the  school  committee,  the  net 
cost  of  the  argicultural  department  to  the  town  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1915,  was  $639.83.  This  is  not  ex¬ 
cessive  nor  out  of  proportion  to  the  cost  of  the  other  courses 
given  at  the  Academy.  Indeed,  the  cost  per  pupil  for  those 
in  the  commercial  course  is  even  greater  than  for  those  tak¬ 
ing  agriculture. 

In  considering  the  cost  of  the  agricultural  department, 
it  must  be  remembered  that  the  classroom  instruction  is 
only  a  part  of  work  of  the  agricultural  instructor.  To  this 
should  be  added  the  extension  work  of  various  kinds ;  the 
farm  survey  work,  the  dairy  testing  work,  the  various  farm 
demonstration  meetings.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the 
presence  of  the  school  and  its  instructor  in  the  town  of 
Brimfield  has  had  a  stimulating  effect  on  the  agricultural  in¬ 
dustry  of  the  town. 

THE  COURSE  OF  STUDY  IN  THE  AGRICULTURAL 

DEPARTMENT. 

The  course  of  study  in  the  agricultural  department  is 
designed  to  cover  four  years,  and  ranks  in  dignity  and  cul¬ 
tural  opportunities  with  the  other  courses  given  at  the  Acad¬ 
emy.  While  it  is  distinctly  vocational,  the  work  in  agricul¬ 
ture  is  planned  to  occupy  but  one-half  of  each  school  day, 
the  other  half  being  available  for  the  so-called  cultural  stud¬ 
ies.  Credit  towards  admission  to  the  extent  of  three  units 
may  be  secured  at  the  Massachusetts  Agricultural  College 
for  the  courses  in  agriculture.  Two  units  a  year  of  other 
work  is  expected  of  an  agricultural  student,  and  a  capable 
student  can  take  three,  so  that  at  the  end  of  his  four  years’ 
course,  he  should  be  graduated  with  all  the  units  of  work  re¬ 
quired  for  entrance  to  the  State  Agricultural  College. 

The  report  of  the  instuctor  in  agricultural  follows :

REPORT  OF  THE  INSTRUCTOR  IN  AGRICULTURE. 

The  second  annual  report  dealt  with  the  V ocational 
Agricultural  work  of  the  first  complete  year  and  showed 
good  progress  made. 

We  now  present  a  report  of  what  has  been  accom¬ 
plished  during  the  past  year  and  of  the  work  in  progress. 

We  present  the  following  statistics  relative  to  the 
school  membership :

During  July  a  change  was  made  in  instructors.  Mr. 
Leslie  E.  Abbott  was  appointed  as  successor  to  Mr.  Irving 
G.  Davis,  who  so  ably  started  the  school.  The  project  work 
of  the  year,  however,  continued  uninterrupted. 

A  few  words  are  in  order  in  regard  to  the  relation  of 
these  projects  with  the  economic  and  industrial  life  of  the 
community.  In  selecting  a  project  with  the  boys,  it  is 
planned  that  the  project  shall  not  only  form  an  integral 
part  of  the  farm  organization  at  the  student’s  home,  but 
it  is  planned  to  help  meet  the  agricultural  needs  of  the  com¬ 
munity.  The  needs  of  the  student  are,  in  fact,  the  needs  of 
the  community  to  a  great  extent.  Agriculture  is  the  only 
occupation  that  the  community  affords  our  rising  genera¬ 
tion.  If  we  are  to  vitalize  our  social  and  economic  welfare, 
it  behooves  us  to  educate  our  growing  boys  and  girls  in 
Agriculture  rather  than  along  lines  that  tend  toward  the 
industrial  life  of  the  city. 

The  list  of  projects  for  the  year  included  eight  (8)  in 
poultry,  four  (4)  in  fruit,  three  (3)  in  potatoes,  two  (2)  in 
gardening,  two  (2)  dairying,  one  (1)  in  corn,  one  (1)  in 
swine  and  one  (1)  in  stock  raising.  Home  projects  have 
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been  a  fundamental  element  in  the  school  course.  Cost  ac¬ 
counting  is  practised  on  all  projects.  Fiom  the  above 
named  projects,  we  are  able  to  give  the  following  figures: 

From  all  projects, 

Net  Profits,  $1,067.12 

Paid  Selves  for  Labor  on  Projects,  456.79 

Total  Income  of  Pupils  on  Projects,  $1,523.91 

Income  of  Parents  on  Projects 
of  Pupils  for  rent,  seed,  etc.,  $319.04 

Total  Family  Income  from  Projects,  $1,842.95 

The  boys  also  won  prizes  at  the  fall  fairs  amounting  to 
over  $65.00. 

The  system  of  accounting  during  the  year  has  been  the 
simple  daily  time  sheet  of  last  year,  adequate  to  the  needs 
of  the  younger  students.  Day  books  and  journals  have 
been  purchased  for  the  older  students  to  start  a  system  of 
accounts  in  the  spring  better  adapted  to  larger  farm  busi¬ 
ness. 

However  true  it  may  be  that  the  student  has  been  a 
successful  farmer  and  scholar  and  has  been  trained  in  the 
science  and  technique  of  Agriculture,  the  broader  commun¬ 
ity  needs  have  been  kept  present  before  the  student. 

Project  study  in  gardening,  fruit  raising,  and  poultry 
was  started  in  October.  With  the  opening  of  spring,  the 
projects  will  be  able  to  be  continued  more  actively.  In  ad¬ 
dition  to  the  project  study,  laboratory  work,  field  trips,  and 
recitations  in  the  fundamentals  of  fruit,  poultry,  and  gar¬ 
dening  have  been  a  part  of  the  school  work.  Much  stress 
was  laid  on  the  insect  and  plant  disease  study,  problems  of 
increasing  local  importance.  Field  trips  for  purposes  of 
observation  and  of  collecting  specimens,  demonstrations, 
and  practicums  have  greatly  enhanced  the  work. 

During  the  fall,  part  of  the  term  was  given  up  to  apple, 
corn,  and  stock  judging.  Due  to  the  uncertainty  with  re¬ 
gard  to  the  cattle  quarantine  and  the  need  of  time  for  other 
purposes,  the  stock  judging  was  limited  almost  entirely  to 
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the  review  for  previously  trained  students,  entering  the 
stock  judging  contests  at  the  fairs.  At  the  Brimfield 
Grange,  Palmer  and  Sturbridge  fairs,  the  boys  won  in  judg¬ 
ing  and  prizes  on  vegetables,  stock,  and  poultry  as  part  of 
their  projects  over  sixty-five  dollars  ($65.00).  They  also 
won  in  teaming  and  other  exhibiting. 

The  instructor  has  co-operated  with  Miss  Price  of  the 
Hampden  County  Improvement  League  in  Home  Econ- 
emics.  A  large  number  of  prizes  were  won  in  canning  at 
the  Brimfield  Grange,  Sturbridge,  and  Palmer  fairs.  Win¬ 
ners  in  the  exhibit  held  at  the  Agricultural  School  room 
were  elegible  to  compete  in  the  State  contest,  where  several 
prizes  were  won. 

The  agricultural  instructor  has  had  local  supervision 
of  the  Agricultural  club  work.  Twenty-minute  talks  each 
week  from  the  middle  of  April  till  the  clo»e  of  school  for 
the  pupils  above  the  fourth  grade  and  including  the  Acad¬ 
emy  were  held  and  the  home  gardens  received  close  super¬ 
vision  during  the  summer.  An  exhibit  at  the  end  of  the 
season  was  held  in  connection  with  the  Grange  fair  and 
prizes  were  awarded.  Prizes  were  also  won  by  club  mem¬ 
bers  in  the  State  contest  this  winter. 

Last  spring  a  night  school  on  potato  growing  was  con¬ 
ducted  and  as  a  result  seven  farmers  started  fields  under 
improved  methods.  Weather  conditions  hampered  the  re¬ 
sults.  However,  a  good  showing  was  made.  In  August, 
Prof.  Waid  was  secured  and  an  all  day  trip  to  the  fields 
Avas  made  and  nearly  every  one  reported  the  trip  highly 
successful. 

Poultry  fattening  demonstrations  have  been  carried  on 
during  the  summer  and  fall  and  marked  improvements  in 
results  have  been  secured.  A  movement  has  been  started 
to  have  broilers  hatched  early.  Several  are  preparing  tor 
earlier  hatches. 

Orchard  inspections  have  been  conducted  and  new  dis¬ 
eases  and  insects  identified.  In  several  instances,  troubles 
have  been  reported  and  methods  of  control  are  in  progress. 
A  new  spray  pump  has  been  purchased  and  the  school  is 
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to  take  part  in  the  state-wide  demonstration  conducted  by 
the  agricultural  instructors  and  County  agents.  A  night 
school  is  planned  for  the  latter  part  of  January  and  February 
along  these  lines. 

New  asparagus  beds  are  being  started  under  the  ad¬ 
vice  of  the  school. 

Hay  top  dressing  demonstrations  were  conducted  dur¬ 
ing  the  summer  and  positive  results  have  been  obtained  in 
all  cases. 

A  resurvey  of  the  farms  of  the  Brimfield  area  is  being* 
conducted.  Factor  sheets  with  a  record  of  the  business  of 
the  year  1914  and  circulars  explaining  better  methods  of 
farm  organization  are  being  returned.  A  meeting  for  the 
discussion  of  farm  management  problems  was  held  the  lat¬ 
ter  part  of  December. 

The  dairy  work  conducted  by  the  school  for  the  year 
has  been  to  distribute  milk  sheets  and  record  books,  to  test 
for  butter  fat,  figure  rations,  and  hold  meetings  for  the  de¬ 
velopment  of  dairy  work. 

Close  working  relationships  have  been  kept  up  with  the 
Massachusetts  Agricultural  College  and  the  Hampden 
County  Improvement  League.  The  League  and  the  Agri¬ 
cultural  school  have  worked  together  in  arranging  public 
meetings  and  securing  the  services  of  the  Agricultural  Col- 
lege. 

On  account  of  the  ever  increasing  demands  upon  its. 
time,  the  County  agent  service  of  the  State  is  finding  it  nec¬ 
essary  to  work  with  groups  of  farmers  rather  tham  to  give 
individual  attention  and  it  is  towards  this  closer  relationship  . 
with  the  farmer  the  Agricultural  school  is  trying'to  attain.

BENEFITS  COMING  FROM  THE  NEW  STATUS 

OF  THE  ACADEMY. 

The  agreement  entered  into  between  the  town  of  Brim- 
held  and  the  Trustees  of  Hitchcock  Free  Academy  was  dis¬ 
cussed  in  the  last  annual  school  report. 

Much  needed  improvements  have  been  made  during  the 
year  in  the  Academy  building  by  the  Trustees  which  would 
have  been  impossible  under  the  old  arrangement  because  of 
lack  of  money.  While  these  improvements  have  been  due  to 
the  activity  of  the  Academy  Trustees  rather  than  the  school 
committee,  and  have  been  paid  for  out  of  the  income  of  the 
building  fund,  they  are  a  source  of  gratification  to  every  one 
interested  in  the  school  affairs  of  the  town. 

By  the  erection  of  a  partition  an  additional  class-room 
has  been  provided  at  the  Academy.  The  interior  of  the 
building  has  been  refinished  in  most  excellent  taste,  the  sys¬ 
tem  of  electric  lighting  has  been  extended  throughout  the 
building,  a  new  steam  boiler  has  been  installed,  and  a  stere- 
opticon  and  a  radiopticon  have  been  secured.  All  these  rep¬ 
resent  an  expenditure  of  over  a  thousand  dollars,  and  have 
greatly  improved  the  appearance  of  the  building  and  the  fa¬ 
cilities  for  doing  work. 

In  the  agricultural  department  a  cabinet  and  six  tables 
have  been  added  to  the  equipment ;  and  in  the  manual  train¬ 
ing  department  the  boys  under  Mr.  Kenney’s  direction  are 
now  constructing  some  work  benches  for  the  use  of  the  de¬ 
partment. 


COMMERCIAL  COURSE. 

During,  the  year  two  new  type-writers  has  been  pur¬ 
chased,  and  stenography  and  community  civics  have  been 
added  to  the  curriculum.  With  these  additions  the  school 
is  now  prepared  to  give  a  satisfactory  commercial  course. 

SUPPORT  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL. 

As  the  tuition  rate  of  thirty  dollars  per  annum  charged 
last  year  when  combined  with  the  amount  received  from 
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the  Trustees  and  the  state  grant  of  $500.00.  did  not  pro¬ 
duce  sufficient  income  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  school, 
the  school  committee  with  the  approval  of  the  State  Board 
this  year  advanced  the  tuition  rate  to  sixty  dollars  a  year.  It 
is  believed  that  with  this  new  rate  the  school  can  be  main¬ 
tained  at  its  present  standard  without  any  appropriation 
whatever  from  the  town. 

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC. 

Mr.  F.  A.  Wheeler,  Sup’t.  of  Schools : 

I  am  glad  to  report  continued  gain  in  the  progress  of 
music  in  the  Brimfleld  schools.  The  first  two  years  were 
given  over  almost  entirely  to  the  reading  of  notes,  that  of 
course  being  one  of  the  chief  aims.  To  help  this,  a  splendid 
set  of  books  containing  sight  singing  exercises  has  been 
placed  in  the  schools. 

The  second  point  in  which  there  has  been  a  lack  is  in 
pitch.  This  takes  some  time  to  remedy,  but  a  number  of 
cases  have  been  corrected  in  the  last  two  years,  and  we  are 
hoping  for  the  rest.  I  admire  the  spirit  of  willingness  the 
scholars  have  shown  in  helping  to  correct  this  fault. 

The  third  point  which  we  have  especially  tried  for  this 
year  is  better  tone.  I  think  we  have  succeeded  in  securing 
this.  It  is  rather  difificult  to  keep  the  pupils  toned  down 
and  yet  not  dampen  their  spirits.  Those  who  understand 
music  know  it  must  be  spontaneous.  Children  are  easily 
discouraged.  So  we  have  rubbed  the  corners  very  gently, 
with  good  results. 

There  has  been  a  noticeable  improvement  in  both  rooms 
at  East  Brimfield  this  year.  I  wish  you  might  hear  Miss 
Wallace’s  pupils  sing  some  two-part  exercises.  The  teach¬ 
ers  are  all  standing  by  splendidly.  I  am  glad  to  look  for¬ 
ward  to  the  year’s  work  with  them.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  DRAWING. 
Mr.  F.  A.  Wheeler,  Supt.  of  Schools : 

The  ability  to  draw  freely  and  spontaneously,  as  well 
as  the  appreciation  of  the  best  things  in  practical  and  aes¬ 
thetic  lines,  is  of  great  value  to  every  one.  The  teacher  of 
drawing  does  not  aim  to  make  artists  of  the  pupils,  but 
tries  to  develop  the  power  of  appreciation,  realizing  that 
practical  experience  in  drawing  and  painting  is  the  only  way 
children  can  acquire  observant  and  discriminating  eyes.  As 
drawing  is  a  favorite  subject  with  most  children,  much  can 
be  done  to  give  them  knowledge  of  what  is  good  in  shape, 
space-filling,  and  color. 

Pupils  work  with  greater  interest  and  effectiveness  if 
they  see  tangible  results,  and  where  the  use  of  the  object  is 
apparent.  For  this  reason  construction  work  is  of  value, 
also  design  in  the  decoration  of  constructed  obiects,  and 
object  drawing  in  booklets. 

In  the  lower  grades  emphasis  has  been  laid  on  original 
illustration  of  stories,  and  incidents  of  everv  dav  life.  This 
is  the  natural  graphic  expression  of  the  interests  of  children. 
The  children  have  taken  to  clay  modelling  with  much  zest. 
Here  they  get  the  understanding  of  form  in  three  dimen¬ 
sions.  Another  excellent  wav  to  get  knowledge  of  form  is 
the  practice  of  free-hand  cutting  of  objects.  At  the  holiday 
season,  extra  time  was  devoted  to  making  tree  decorations, 
and  gifts  of  reed  and  raffia  projects,  calendars,  booklets, 
greetings,  and  so  on. 

At  Hitchcock  Academy,  as  in  the  graded  schools,  at¬ 
tention  was  given  to  nature  drawing  and  color  during  the 
fall  months,  which  are  so  rich  in  material.  Use  was  made 
of  these  nature  sketches  in  conventionalization  and  appli¬ 
cation  to  holidav  gifts.  The  advanced  class  has  achieved 
success  in  the  line  of  raffia  and  reed  basketry* 

The  general  lines  of  work  may  be  summed  up  under 
the  following  heads ; — a  progression  from  one  to  another 
with  appreciation  and  good  taste  as  the  ideals ;  nature 
drawing  and  color ;  constructive  drawing  and  design  ;  pic- 
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torial  drawing  and  composition  ;  plant  drawing  and  decora¬ 
tion. 

The  supervisor  wishes  to  express  her  appreciation  of 
the  support  given  her  by  the  superintendent  and  school 
committee,  and  of  the  kind  co-operation  of  the  teachers.

REPAIRS  ON  SCHOOL  BUILDINGS. 

The  school  buildings  in  use  are  on  the  whole  in  good 
repair.  Permit  me  to  repeat  my  recommendation  of  last 
year  that  new  seats  and  desks  be  purchased  for  the  West 
Brimfield  school.  The  ones  now  in  use  there  are  very  old 
and  badly  dilapidated. 

I  would  recommend  also  that  a  large  cupboard  be  built 
in  the  corridor  of  the  Center  schoolhouse  for  storing  text¬ 
books,  supplies,  dinner  baskets,  janitor’s  equipment.  This 
would  be  a  great  convenience  and  would  not  be  very  ex¬ 
pensive  to  construct. 

At  East  Brimfield  last  spring  the  pupils  under  the  di¬ 
rection  of  the  superintendent  set  out  a  row  of  eight  maple 
trees  along  the  road  in  front  of  the  schoolhouse.  These  all 
lived  and  should  in  future  years  add  to  the  attractiveness 
of  the  place.  I  would  recommend  that  the  committee  plan 
to  spend  a  small  sum  on  grading  the  yard  at  this  school- 
house  this  season.

Librarian’s  Report 


The  progress  of  the  library  the  past  year  is  especial!}' 
notable  in  two  ways.  An  unusual  number  of  exceptionally 
valuable  books  have  been  added  by  purchase  and  gifts,  and 
the  hospitality  of  the  library  as  a  place  of  gathering  has  been 
enjoyed  by  the  women  of  the  town  for  many  conferences  in 
the  interests  of  home-making. 

ADDITIONS  OF  BOOKS. 

When  the  library  was  kept  in  the  Town  hall  it  received' 
a  bequest  from  Miss  Ursula  Shaw  consisting  of  money  she 
had  acquired  in  teaching  whose  income  should  be  devoted 
to  the  purchase  of  good  books.  Probably  there  has  been  no 
year  when  the  additions  of  books  would  have  appealed  more 
to  Miss  Shaw’s  interest  and  met  her  approval  to  a  greater 
degree  than  those  that  have  been  recently  placed  on  the 
shelves,  from  her  fund  and  other  sources.  Especially  im¬ 
portant  are  the  works  on  Religion,  Ethics,  Philosophy,  So¬ 
ciology  and  Education  in  their  relation  especially  to  the  de¬ 
velopment  of  children  and  the  welfare  of  women,  Civics  and 
Biography.

CONFERENCES  ON  HOME-MAKING. 

Visitors  on  entering  the  reading-room,  which  has  often 
been  compared  to  a  living-room,  always  exclaim,  “What 
a  homelike  place !”  So  it  is  appropriate  that  home-making 
conferences  conducted  by  women  of  the  town  should  be  held 
about  the  big  fire-place  called  the  “Village  hearthstone.” 
It  was  largely  due  to  the  possession  of  such  a  spot  with  its 
spirit  of  hospitality  that  Brimfield  was  the  town  selected  by 
the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  co-operating 
with  Massachusetts  Agricultural  Colleges  for  the  inaugura- 
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tion  of  a  pioneer  movement  to  assist  women  in  rural  homes 
by  furnishing  the  services  of  an  expert  in  home  economics, 
to  act  as  a  home-making  adviser.  A  group  of  women  called 
together  by  the  Brimfield  Community  Council  met  in  the 
library  in  March  and  formally  accepted  the  government’s 
ofter,  and  about  30  women  were  present  at  the  first  con¬ 
ference  held  with  the  adviser,  Mrs.  Horatio  W.  Dresser  of 
Brookline  the  first  day  of  April.  Such  conferences  were 
held  on  alternate  weeks  for  about  three  months,  the  subjects 
considered  being  those  of  kitchen-planning,  kitchen-furnish¬ 
ing,  the  home  laundry,  food  values,  menus  and  balanced 
meals,  food  for  children,  school  lunches  and  the  moral  train¬ 
ing  of  children.  Mrs.  Dresser  accompanied  her  lectures 
with  illustrative  charts  and  syllabi  of  the  subjects  presented. 
The  largest  meeting  was  attended  by  about  40  women,  and 
in  the  intervals  between  her  lectures  Mrs.  Dresser  visited, 
upon  invitation,  40  homes  to  consider  with  the  housewives 
their  individual  problems  relating  to  the  subjects  of  the  con¬ 
ferences.  After  the  discussion  which  followed  each  lecture, 
there  was  a  social  hour  and  light  refreshments  were  served. 
The  resources  of  the  library  on  home  economics  and  child¬ 
training  consisting  of  bulletins  from  the  United  States  De¬ 
partment  of  Agriculture  and  of  books  owned  by  the  library, 
supplemented  by  a  set  borrowed  from  Massachusetts  Agri¬ 
cultural  College  were  drawn  upon  by  women  attending  the 
conferences.  In  addition  to  their  sp.ecial  purpose  these 
meetings  were  valuable  in  calling  together  women  from  all 
parts  of  the  town  in  a  common  interest. 

Later  in  the  summer,  meetings  were  held  with  Miss 
Minnie  Price  wrho  wras  appointed  to  take  the  position  in  July 
of  home-making  adviser  of  the  Hampden  County  Improve¬ 
ment  League.  At  these  meetings  the  subjects  of  rural  dis¬ 
trict  nursing  and  an  organized  plan  for  having  a  hot  dish 
with  school  lunches  were  taken  up. 

Upon  the  establishment  of  a  “home  committee”  of  the 
Brimfield  Community  Council,  this  committee  organized  in 
the  library,  and  planned  for  monthly  meetings  on  subjects 
relating  to  the  home. 
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During  July  and  August  classes  in  basketry  attended 
by  women  and  girls  were  held  in  the  library,  most  of  the 
women  in  attendence  being  those  who  had  been  especially 
interested  in  the  home-economics  conferences. 

GIFTS. 

Mrs.  Mary  Knight  Hyde  of  Ware  has  given  a  sum  of 
money  to  be  used  in  the  construction  of  a  suitable  approach 
to  the  library  of  field  stone  to  correspond  with  the  material 
of  which  the  library  is  built.  Mr.  Charles  W.  Stoughton  of 
New  York  has  generously  contributed  this  architect's  draw¬ 
ing  for  the  approach  whose  plan  includes  a  paved  walk  from 
the  highway  to  the  building  to  be  supplemented  by  stone 
benches  near  the  road  and  stone  pedestals  for  larger  flower 
jars  near  the  porch.  Mr.  Stoughton  has  also  given  much 
time  in  supervision  of  the  work.  An  approach  of  this  kind 
will  not  only  provide  a  substantial  walk  to  replace  the  path 
of  loose  sand,  but  will  combine  with  the  building  to  form  an 
artertic  and  unified  structure.  Mrs.  Hyde  has  been  bene¬ 
factor  of  the  library  by  frequent  gifts  of  money  in  addition 
to  her  permanent  endowment  fund  and  it  is  gratifying  that 
there  should  be  a  permanent  visible  memorial  of  her  interest 
and  generosity. 

Volumes  have  been  given  to  the  circulating  department 
by  Mr.  George  A.  Bacon,  Mr.  Melven  Booth,  Mr.  Horatio 
W.  Dresser,  Mrs.  George  W.  Earle,  Mrs.  George  M.  Hitch 
cock,  Mrs.  Joseph  Lee,  Mr.  Charles  E.  Lombard,  Massa¬ 
chusetts  (through  the  Public  Library  Commission),  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Equal  Suffrage  Association,  Miss  Julia  Perry,  Mr. 
Charles  W.  Stoughton,  Miss  Grace  W.  Stoughton,  United 
States,  F.  W.  Whitridge  and  Miss  E.  H.  Wood.  The  gift 
at  different  times  of  a  large  number  of  books,  most  of  which 
are  for  children  and  young  people,  though  the  good  offices 
of  the  Massachusetts  Free  Public  Library  Commission  have 
formed  very  important  additions  to  our  resources.  The  gift 
from  the  author,  Horatio  W.  Dresser,  of  volumes  of  his 
writings  is  highly  appreciated  as  meeting  a  need  of  the 
library.  ;  * 
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Subscriptions  for  periodicals  have  been  received  as  fol¬ 
lows  :

Monthly  bulletins  of  new  books  have  been  received 
from  the  Springfield  City  Library  Association,  the  Chicopee 
Public  Library,  Westfield  Atheneum,  and  Worcester  Public 
Library.  Lists  of  recommended  books  sent  twice  a  year  by 
the  Woman’s  Education  Association  have  been  of  great  as¬ 
sistance  in  our  selections  as  in  previous  years.

STATISTICS. 

There  have  been  added  to  the  circulating  department 
aside  from  the  bound  volumes  of  magazines,  272  volumes, 
of  which  65  have  been  presented.  Sixteen  periodicals  have 
been  subscribed  for,  and  nine  presented. 

The  number  of  readers  outside  the  library  including  vi¬ 
sitors,  teachers  and  pupils  whose  homes  are  elsewhere  is 
approximately  410. 

The  number  of  books  read  is  approximately  6300,  and 
of  magazines  1200.  These  figures  probably  fall  below  those 
that  would  represent  the  actual  use  of  the  library  as  exact  re¬ 
ports  of  the  circulation  of  books  exchanged  among  families 
living  at  a  distance  cannot  be  given,  nor  of  the  collection 
loaned  to  the  agricultural  department  of  the  Academy. 

HISTORICAL  COLLECTION.

Valuable  additions  have  been  made  by  gifts  to  our  col¬ 
lections  of  ancient  books  and  local  history  material.  Miss 
Julia  T.  Brovyn  has  given  many  old  books  collected  by  her 
father,  the  late  Henry  F.  Brown,  who  contributed  so  much 
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to  the  Brimfield  town  history,  and  also  photographs,  draw¬ 
ings,  documents,  and  other  relics  pertaining  to  the  Brimfield 
of  the  past.  An  epaulet  worn  by  a  member  of  the  Brimfield 
Rifle  Company  organized  in  1828  is  included  in  these  relics. 
Miss  Sarah  Barrows  of  Sunderland,  whose  father,  Eli  Bar- 
rows  a  tailor  in  Brimfield  made  the  uniforms  for  this  com¬ 
pany,  has  given  pieces  of  their  materials.  She  has  also 
given  a  beautiful,  decorated  pair  of  ancient  bellows. 

Letters  have  been  received  from  W.  T.  Welles  of  Elm¬ 
wood,  J 11 .,  enclosing  interesting  documents  pertaining  to 
Brimfield’s  part  in  the  Revolution,  and  other  papers  relating 
to  local  history.  In  one  of  these  letters,  Mr.  Welles  says 
that  his  grandfather,  W.  W.  Thompson,  moved  to  Illinois  in 
1837,  and  founded  there  the  town  of  Brimfield,  and  that  the 
town  was  settled  by  a  good  many  people  from  the  mother 
town  and  Northampton.  One  of  the  enclosed  documents  is 
a  “declaration  of  independence”  of  Great  Britain  with  Brim¬ 
field  signatures  affixed.  Another  is  an  auction  bill  advertis¬ 
ing  the  sale  of  the,  “old  fort  romantically  situated  about  a 
mile  south  of  the  meeting-house.” 

Frank  H.  Coolbroth  has  given  a  very  rare  old  book 
printed  in  1803,  which  is  a  narrative  of  a  shipwreck  in  the 
“Gulph  of  Florida.”  1 

Marcus  H.  Rogers  of  Mill  River  has  given  a  document 
pertaining  to  the  church  which  was  once  in  South  Warren, 
when  that  district  was  the  business  center  of  the  town  of 
Weston,  now  Warren. 

Henry  S.  Howe  of  Warren  has  given  a  paper  pertaining" 
to  the  affairs  of  the  church  in  Brimfield  over  100  years  ago. 

All  of  these  relics  are  not  merely  interesting  as  curiosi¬ 
ties  but  valuable  in  throwing  light  upon  the  past  life  of  our 
community. 

Miss  Julia  E.  Perry  of  Southbridge  has  presented  Hin¬ 
ton’s  “History  and  Topography  of  the  United  States”  in  two 
volumes  published  in 
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OUTLYING  DISTRICTS. 

Mr.  Merritt  S.  Dunham  has  continued  to  destribute 
books  from  his  home  in  East  Brimfield  until  his  recent  re¬ 
moval  from  town.  Mr.  Dunham’s  generous  services  in  mak¬ 
ing  special  trips  to  the  library,  selecting  books  for  all  ages 
and  opening  his  home  for  their  distribution  have  extended 
over  a  good  many  years  and  there  is  much  indebtedness  to 
him  for  his  successful  efforts. 

Mrs.  Chaffee  who  distributed  books  from  her  home  in 
West  Brimfield  in  1914  was  obliged  to  discontinue  her  ser¬ 
vice  after  February  of  last  year.  It  is  desirable  that  per¬ 
manent  arrangements  be  made  for  giving  both  these  sec¬ 
tions  of  the  town  the  benefits  of  the  public  library.  .

As  was  stated  in  last  year’s  school  report,  Hitchcock 
Free  Academy  is  maintained  as  a  town  high  school  with 
money  coming  from  three  sources: 

The  income  from  the  Instruction  Fund  in  the  hands 
of  the  Trustees. 

The  annual  grant  of  $500.00  from  the  State. 

Tuitions  received  from  other  towns  and  reimbursed 
to  them  by  the  State. 

As  the  financial  statement  on  a  preceding  page 
shows,  the  income  during  1916  has  been  sufficient  to  de¬ 
fray  the  expenses  of  the  Academy,  and  there  is  a  balance 
on  hand  of  $517.31.  We  are  confident  that  the  income 
of  the  school  will  be  sufficient  for  its  needs  during  1917. 


Vocational  Agricultural  Department. 

Your  committee  recommends  an  appropriation  of 
$700.00  plus  the  State  grant  towards  the  support  of  the 
school  and  the  amounts  received  as  tuition  for  pupils 
attending  the  school  from  other  towns.

REPAIRS  OF  SCHOOL  BUILDINGS. 

The  West  Brimfield  school  has  been  equipped  with 
new  seats  and  desks.  At  the  Center  schoolhouse  a  large 
supply  cupboard  has  been  built  in  the  main  corridor,  and 
smaller  textbook  cupboards  in  each  schoolroom.  These 
fill  a  long  felt  want. 

Important  repairs  made  at  the  Academy  are  not 
properly  recorded  among  the  activities  of  the  school  com¬ 
mittee,  as  that  building  is  cared  for  by  the  Board  of 

Trustees  of  the  Academy. 

•  *■  ^  * 

SCHOOL  GROUNDS. 

During  the  past  two  years  considerable  work  has 
been  done  on  the  yards  of  the  three  public  school  build¬ 
ings  in  use  in  town.  At  East  Brimfield  a  tar  walk  has 
been  put  in,  extending  from  The  street  to  the  schoolhouse 
door,  and  a  row  of  seven  maples  set  out  along  the  street 
front.  At  West  Brimfield  maples  have  been  planted 
along  the  two  sides  of  the  yard  facing  the  highway.  At 
the  Center  school  considerable  energy  was  expended  two 
years  ago  in  carting  away  gravel,  bringing  in  loam  and 
fertilizer,  and  setting  out  rows  and  beds  of  shrubbery. 
This  was  done  by  the  citizens  under  the  direction  of  the 
Extension  Department  of  the  State  Agricultural  Col¬ 
lege,  and  bid  fair  greatly  to  improve  the  appearance  of 
the  grounds. 


\ 
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Except  for  the  walk  at  East  Brirnfield  all  the  im¬ 
provements  mentioned  above  have  been  made  without 
cost  to  the  town.  It  seems  to  me  that  this  year  the 
town  may  reasonably  be  asked  for  a  small  appropria¬ 
tion  to  be  used  on  the  yards. 

At  the  Center  school  if  the  shrubbery  beds  at  the 
front  and  sides  of  the  building  are  to  develop  so  as  to 
be  attractive,  they  must  be  protected  so  that  they  will 
not  be  run  over,  especially  during  the  winter  when  the 
borders  of  the  beds  are  not  well  defined.  I  recommend 
that  a  substantial  pipe  fence  be  put  around  them.  At 
the  time  the  shrubbery  was  set  out  an  offer  was  made 

of  the  gift  of  a  quantity  of  loam  to  be  used  on  the  front 
yard  at  the  school  if  it  should  be  reseeded.  If  the  offer 

still  holds  good,  and  by  making  use  of  it  the  yard  can  be 
grassed  over,  the  appearance  of  the  yard  will  be  still 
further  greatly  improved. 

At  East  Brirnfield  the  grading  done  for  the  walk 
left  a  depression  on  each  side  which  should  be  filled  in. 
A  new  culvert  is  needed  where  the  driveway  passes  from 
the  highway  into  the  school  yard,  and  measures  should 
be  taken  to  drain  the  water  off  the  northwest  corner  of 
the  yard. 

At  West  Brirnfield  the  south  side  of  the  yard  is  cov¬ 
ered  with  stones  taken  from  the  highway.  These  should 
be  removed. 

I  can  think  of  no  way  in  which  a  small  expenditure 
of  money  will  add  more  to  the  attractiveness  of  the  town, 
than  that  suggested  above.  The  schoolhouses  are  con¬ 
spicuous  objects.  The  one  at  West  Brirnfield  is  passed 
by  thousands  daily  on  the  Boston  and  Albany  trains ;  the 
one  at  the  Center  cannot  fail  to  be  noticed  by  anyone 
passing  through  the  village;  the  one  at  East  Brirnfield 
is  also  on  the  main  traveled  road.  They  should  all  be 
given  attractive  settings. 


V 
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SCHOOL  LUNCHES. 

During  the  past  term  the  school  committee  received 
a  communication  from  the  Home  Making  Committee  of 
the  Brimfield  Council,  petitioning  that  hot  lunches,  or 
at  least  a  hot  drink  be  furnished  the  children  attending 
the  Center  school  who  do  not  go  home  during  the  noon 
recess. 

Undoubtedly  a  hot  lunch,  especially  during  the  win¬ 
ter  months,  would  be  benificial  to  the  children;  still  cer¬ 
tain  practical  difficulties  would  be  encountered  in  under¬ 
taking  to  provide  for  them. 

There  are  over  fifty  children  at  the  schoolhouse 
during  the  noon  hour.  It  goes  without  saying  that  the 
teachers  of  the  building  need  the  time  for  their  own 
dinners,  and  cannot  be  expected  to  undertake  the  task 
of  supervising  the  serving  of  hot  lunches.  Some  one 
must  be  secured  from  the  outside. 

> 

The  expense  of  the  service  cannot  be  met  out  of  the 
school  budget.  Statute  law  provides  that  “The  select¬ 
men  of  the  town  may  provide  meals  or  lunches  free,  or 
at  such  price,  not  exceeding  the  cost,  as  they  may  fix, 
for  children  attending  its  public  schools,  and  towns  may 
appropriate  money  for  this  purpose.”  I  think  no  one 
would  challenge  a  slight  expenditure  for  equipment. 
Possibly  hot  lunches  which  were  incidental  to  a  course 
in  cooking  given  pupils  of  the  school  would  be  legitimate. 
But  regular  provision  of  hot  lunches  fpr  fifty  children 
could  hardly  be  incidental  to  a  course  in  cooking  taken 
by  a  dozen  girls.  Lacking  a  specific  appropriation  for 
the  purpose,  I  fail  to  see  how  the  school  department  can 
meet  the  expense  incurred  in  furnishing  the  lunches. 

It  seems  to  me  also  impractical  to  provide  for  the 
hot  lunches  by  voluntary  contributions  of  supplies  from 
the  parents  of  the  children.  The  daily  task  of  getting 
in  the  supply  of  milk  for  cocoa,  or  the  material  for  a 
soup,  etc.,  the  uncertainty  as  to  the  quantity  that  would 
be  brought,  the  varying  ability  of  the  parents  to  con¬ 
tribute,  would  result  in  much  work  and  confusion. 
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It  is  doubtful  also  if  many  parents  would  be  willing 
to  pay  for  the  lunches,  either  day  by  day,  or  with  a  cash 
deposit  at  the  beginning  of  the  term  sufficient  to  cover 
the  cost  for  the  term. 

The  petition  from  the  Brimfield  Council  was  accom¬ 
panied  by  a  promise  of  aid  in  providing  the  lunches.  Ac¬ 
cordingly,  it  seemed  best  to  the  committee  to  offer  to  the 
Council  the  use  of  the  basement  of  the  Center  school, 
and  to  cooperate  to  the  extent  of  furnishing  some  other 
facilities,  but  not  to  assume  the  cost  or  the  responsibility 
of  serving  the  lunches  until  the  feasibility  of  the  plan 
has  been  proved  by  actual  trial. 

If  the  trial  works  out  well,  and  it  is  shown  that  there 
is  sufficient  demand  to  warrant  the  committee  in  so  do¬ 
ing,  then  an  appropriation  should  be  asked  for  from  the 
town  to  meet  the  expense  of  providing  material  and  se¬ 
curing  help  to  serve  the  lunches. 

If  lunches  are  to  be  served  at  the  expense  of 
the  town,  the  schools  at  East  Brimfield  and  West  Brim- 
held  should  share  in  proportion  with  the  Center  school, 
and  plans  should  be  made  to  give  to  the  children  of  those 
schools  also  the  benefits  coming  therefrom. 

I  assume  that,  if  an  appropriation  should  be  made 
by  the  town  for  this  purpose,  the  board  of  selectmen 
would  delegate  the  school  committee  to  have  charge  of 
its  expenditure. 

HITCHCOCK  FREE  ACADEMY. 

During  the  fall  term  a  catalog  of  Hitchcock  Free 
Academy  was  issued  under  the  .joint  auspices  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Academy,  its  alumni  association,  and  the 
school  committee.  As  this  contained  a  statement  of  the 
course  of  study  and  quite  a'  full  account  of  the  school 
activities,  there  is  less  occasion  for  any  extended  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  Academy  here. 

The  resignation  of  Principal  Kenney,  who  had  long 
been  identified  with  the  school,  and  had  conducted  it  so 
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ably  and  successfully,  was  a  matter  of  general  regret. 
The  school  has  been  fortunate  in  securing  to  succeed 
him  one  who  is  so  well  prepared  both  by  training  and 
experience  to  carry  on  the  distinctive  lines  of  work 
Mr.  Kenney  had  established.  Mr.  Edmands  has  taken 
up  the  work  without  causing  any  appreciable  break  in 
its  continuity. 


THE  VOCATIONAL  SCHOOL. 


The  enrolment  in  the  Vocational  Agricultural  De¬ 
partment  is  small,  only  six  at  present.  In  view  of  that 


fact  the  question  arises  as  to  the  desirability  of  contin¬ 


uing  it.  I  believe  that  the  school  is  worth  all  and  more 
than  it  is  costing  the  town.  The  net  cost  for  the  year 
as  shown  in  the  financial  statement,  has  been  $627.74. 
This  is  considerably  less  than  $100.00  per  pupil,  in  the 
average  membership  of  the  school  during  ’  1916.  That 
is,  the  cost  per  pupil  to  the  town  is  not  excessive. 

There  is  promise  of  a  larger  enrolment  another  year 
if  the  school  is  continued.  It  seems  to  me  that  a  reason¬ 
able  policy  for  the  town  will  be  to  allow  the  State  to 
determine  the  question  of  the  school’s  continuance  or 
discontinuance.  As  long  as  the  State  thinks  it  wise  to 
contribute  so  heavily  as  it  does  towards  the  support  of 
the  school,  I  believe  that  the  town  should  stand  by. 

A  report  by  the  instructor  on  the  work  of  the  school 
follows :

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This  enrollment  at  first  sight  looks  small,  but  as 
four  (4)  students  intend  to  enter  in  March  the  enroll¬ 
ment  will  be  increased  to  a  favorable  amount. 

During  August  a  change  was  made  in  instructors. 
Mr.  John  G.  Glavin  was  appointed  as  successor  to  Mr. 
Leslie  E.  Abbott.  The  project  work  for  the  year  was 
therefore  brought  to  a  close  under  Mr.  Glavin’s  super¬ 
vision. 

The  projects  for  the  year  were  two  (2)  in  poultry, 
six  (6)  in  home  garden,  four  (4)  in  fruit,  one  (1)  in  po¬ 
tatoes,  one  (1)  in  dairying,  one  (1)  in  stock  raising. 
Cost  accounting  was  practiced  on  all  of  the  above  pro¬ 
jects.  The  returns  from  ail  work  made  a  grand  total 
of  $2,544.72. 

One  of  the  projects  returned  as  much  as  $608.24, 
while  others  returned  amounts  as  high  as  $427.98. 

Prizes  amounting  to  $49.75  were  won  in  the  fall. 
One  boy  won  as  much  as  $30.50  in  stock  and  vegetable 

judging. 

The  students  attended  the  Oxford  Fair,  New  England 
Fair,  ‘Sturbridge  Fair,  Palmer  Fair,  and  also  the  Nation¬ 
al  Dairy  Show.  As  some  of  the  fairs  were  quite  a  dis¬ 
tance  from  the  school  all  of  the  students  did  not  have 

/ 

a  chance  to  attend  them,  but  the  close  proximity  to  the 
National  Dairy  Show  gave  every  student  a  chance  to 
see  the  best  representatives  of  the  different  breeds  of 
livestock  in  the  country. 

The  students  took  part  in  the  judging  contests  at 
the  different  fairs  and  carried  off  many  prizes  in  both 
stock  and  vegetable  judging. 

A  demonstration  team  was  organized  to  demonstrate 
the  Babcock  test  for  butter-feet,  and  a  two  day  demon¬ 
stration  was  given  at  the  National  Dairy  Show  and  their 
team’s  excellent  work  won  praise  from  the  Washington 
authorities. 

Demonstrations  were  carried  on  amoiig  which  was 
one,  to  explain  the  new  Apple  Grading  Law.  This  dem- 


onstration  gave  the  farmers  a  chance  to  understand  just 
what  was  wanted  in  the  different  apple  packs,  and  also 
to  receive  the  correct  interpretations  of  the  law. 

The  Agricultural  Instructor  has  charge  of  the  boys 
and  Girls  Club  Work  in  Brimfield  and  he  also  acts  as 
local  agent  for*  the  Hampden  County  League. 

A  very  pleasing  exhibit  was  obtained  from  the  boys 
and  girls  in  club  work,  and  was  so  neatly  arranged  at  the 
Grange  Fair,  that  one  would  hardly  think  that  it  was 
wholly  the  work  of  boys  and  girls. 

Meetings  and  demonstrations  in  Dairying,  Farm 

Management,  Orcharding  and  in  other  phases  of  Agri- 

-• 

culture  have  been  outlined  for  the  coming  year  in  co¬ 
operation  with  the  Hampden  County  League  and  the  ex¬ 
tension  service  of  the  State  College  at  Amherst. 

On  account  of  the  large  area  under  the  supervision 
of  the  County  Agents,  it  is  impossible  for  them  to  get 

i  » 

in  touch  with  the  individual  farmers,  and  so  it  is  through 
the  Agricultural  Instructor,  acting  as  the  local  agent  for 
the  county  representative,  that  the  individual  farmer  is 
benefited. 

The  Agricultural  Instructor  in  his  spare  time  is  al¬ 
ways  willing  to  help  the  farmers  of  his  community  in 
any  way  that  he  may,  and  the  school  is  always  open  to 
the  farming  community,  to  give  them  help.

It  is  only  in  recent  years  that  the  schools  of  Brim- 
field  have  had  the  benefit  of  expert  supervision  in  draw¬ 
ing  and  music.  Under  the  guidance  of  Miss  Ash  and 
Miss  Conner,  both  of  them  enthusiasts,  the  pupils  have 
made  rapid  progress  in  these  branches.  Reports  on 
their  work  follow: 
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REPORT  OF  THE  MUSIC  SUPERVISOR. 

To  Mr.  Wheeler,  Superintendent: 

I  am  pleased  to  report  steady  progress  in  Music  in  the 
Brimfield  schools.  The  Primary  room  in  the  center, 
because  of  its  smallness,  has  not  much  volume,  but  the 
pupils  are  working  well  and  gaining  in  pitch:  this  is  still 
the  greatest  difficulty  to  overcome  in  the  center  schools. 

The  Intermediate  room  is  making  a  strenuous  effort 
to  bring  up  the  marks  there,  and  the  result  has  been 
very  satisfactory,  due  to  the  efforts  of  both  teacher  and 
scholars,  it  is  a  pleasure  to  work  with  them. 

The  Grammar  room  has  enjoyed  the  new  Readers 
put  in  this  year  and  are  showing  maked  improvement 
in  their  singing. 

In  the  East  Brimfield  schools,  the  same  gain  is  ap¬ 
parent.  The  Primary  room  with  its  increase  in  numbers, 
is  showing  more  enthusiasm,  and  the  Grammar  room, 
though  with  so  few  is  doing  first  class  work. 

I  would  thank  the  teachers  for  their  hearty  support 
and  interest  in  the  music.

REPORT  OF  THE  DRAWING  SUPERVISOR. 

The  thought  in  planning  the  work  in  Drawing 
throughout  the  year  has  been  that  the  ability  to  draw 
is  but  a  means  to  an  end.  The  end  in  view  is  four  fold. 

1.  Mental  training  is  sought  after  as  in  other  sub¬ 
jects.  Drawing  helps  to  express  ideas  clearly,  to  judge 
distances,  to  discriminate  between  sizes  and  lines.  Ex- 
ercises  in  perspective  drawing,  landscape  composition, 
illustration  as  picture  stories,  as  well  as  the  constructive 
projects  necessitating  measurements  and  mechanical  ex¬ 
actness,  have  been  given  for  this  purpose. 

2.  Manual  training,  developing  muscular  control  and 
skill  in  handling  tools,  has  been  the  aim  in  clay  modeling, 


cardboard  construction  of  furniture  and  boxes,  and  in 
the  making  of  raffia  and  reed  mats  and  baskets. 

3.  Aesthetic  training  is  a  third  aim.  Design  of  con¬ 
structed  articles,  bookcase-covers,  bed-room  and  living- 
room  furnishings  envolving  surface  and  border  patterns, 
has  been  carried  on  by  the  children  with  interest.  Les¬ 
sons  in  Nature  Drawing  and  color  have  been  given  for 
the  purpose  of  direct  observation  and  appreciation  of 
beauty. 

4.  The  disciplinary  end  is  always  in  mind  in  that  neat¬ 
ness  and  accuracy  in  execution,  patience,  and  obedience 
to  directions  are  required. 

The  plan  for  the  future  is  for  some  picture  study, 
in  order  to  acquaint  pupils  with  some  of  the  great  paint¬ 
ings.  Closer  correlation  with  other  subjects  will  be  at¬ 
tempted.  Sand  Tables  would  aid  greatly  in  this,  in  the 
depiction  of  some  historical  scene,  as  life  of  other  peoples, 
or  story  in  reading  lesson,  for  instance. 

At  Hitchcock  Academy,  special  attention  has  been 
given  commercial  drawing,  as;  posters,  book-covers  and 
calendars,  envolving  good  composition,  design,  lettering 
and  harmonious  color  schemes.  The  class  in  mechanical 
drawing  is  studying  geometrical  constructions  with  at¬ 
tention  to  use  of  instruments  and  good  lettering. 

The  supervisor  wishes  to  express  her  appreciation  of 
the  support  given  her  by  the  Superintendent,  School 

Committee,  and  grade  teachers.

LIBRARIAN’S  REPORT. 

The  principal  improvement  ‘has  been  the  installation 
of  a  new  heater.  This  provision  for  health  and  comfort 
has  been  greatly  needed  during  the  many  days  of  work¬ 
ing  for  the  upkeep  of  the  library  as  well  as  on  the  days 
of  opening  to  the  public. 

MEETINGS. 

The  most  important  gatherings  have  been  the  month¬ 
ly  meetings  of  the  Home-Making  Group  of  the  Brim- 
field  Council  whose  subjects  have  been  especially  ap¬ 
propriate  for  discussion  before  the  village  hearthstone. 
These  subjects  have  included  “Children’s  Reading,”  “The 
Physical  Development  of  Children,”  “Woman’s  Work 
Outside  the  Home,”  “The  Use  of  Money  by  Children”  and 
“School  Lunches,”  discussed  by  local  women,  while  at 
several  meetings  there  were  speakers  from  outside.  Mrs. 
Herbert  A-  Youtz  of  Auburn,  N.  Y.,  gave  a  talk  on  “The 
Prison  Reforms  of  John  Mott  Osborne;”  Mrs.  Effie  Dan- 
forth  McAfee  of  White  Plains,  N.  Y.,  described  some 
pioneer  women  in  social  service  under  the  title,  “Some 
Great  Souls  I  Have  Known Mrs.  Elizabeth  Eddy  Norris 
of  South  Warren  spoke  on  “Home-Making  at  Home  and 
Abroad,”  and  Mrs.  Charles  Parker  of  Sturbridge  explain¬ 
ed  “The  Value  of  Hot  Lunches”  from  her  experience  as 
a  teacher.  Mrs.  Hamburger  of  Springfield  gave  read¬ 
ings  of  selections  pertaining  to  child  life. 

A  group  of  women  took  up  the  study  of  civil  govern¬ 
ment  in  the  library. 

These  various  meetings  were  valuable  for  stimulat¬ 
ing  the  use  of  books  on  the  subjects  considered  as  well 
as  for  the  discussions. 


GIFTS. 

Valuable  books  have  been  given  and  memorial  gifts 
have  been  presented  by  former  residents  and  descend¬ 
ants  of  Brimfield  families.  Mrs.  Mary  Hitchcock  Board- 
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man  of  Waterbury,  Conn.,  has  given  a  set  of  books,  “The 
Animate  Creation,”  in  six  volumes.  George  A.  Bacon 
of  Springfield  has  given  “The  Photographic  History  of 
the  Civil  War”  in  10  volumes.  With  money  presented  to 
the  librarian  by  Miss  Mary  Searle  for  books  in  memory 
of  her  mother,  Mrs.  Abigail  (Brown)  Searle,  a  native  of 
Brimheld,  “The  University  Musical  Encyclopedia”  in  12 
volumes  has  been  purchased.  Mrs.  Rhoda  (Tyler)  Cap- 
en  of  Warren  and  Miss  Harriet  Tyler  and  Miss  Mary 
Tyler  of  Washington,  D.  C.,  have  given  a  silver  luster 
sugar  bowl,  a  Loestoft  plate  and  a  set  of  teaspoons  which 
belonged  to  their  grandmother,  Mrs.  Rhoda  (Brown) 
Coye  of  Brimheld. 

Through  the  agency  of  the  Free  Public  Library 
Commission  we  have  received  from  the  state  addi¬ 
tions  of  books  at  different  times,  the  largest  collection 
being  for  younger  readers.

Monthly  bulletins  of  new  books  have  been  received 
from  Springfield  Library  Association,  Chicopee  Public 
Library,  Westheld  Atheneum  and  Worcester  Public  Li¬ 
brary.  Lists  of  recommended  books  sent  twice  a  year 
by  the  Woman’s  Educational  Association  have  been  of 
great  assistance  in  the  selection  of  books  as  heretofore. 


STATISTICS. 


There  have  been  added  to  the  circulating  department 
aside  from  the  bound  volumes  of  magazines  224  volumes, 
of  which  121  have  been  presented.  Eleven  periodicals 
have  been  subscribed  for,  and  six  presented. 

The  number  of  readers  outside  the  library  is  approx¬ 
imately  450  which  includes  116  visitors  in  town  and 
teachers  and  pupils  whose  homes  are  elsewhere. 

The  number  of  books  used  is  approximately  6,725 
and  of  magazines  950.  The  figures  probably  fall  below 
those  which  would  represent  the  actual  use  of  the  li¬ 
brary,  as  exact  reports  of  the  circulation  of  books  ex¬ 
changed  among  families  living  at  a  distance,  and  among 
school  pupils  by  the  teachers  cannot  be  given. 

In  accordance  with  recommendations  of  the  Free 
Public  Library  Commission  the  loan  of  a  collection  of 
books  was  made  to  the  teacher  of  the  school  in  Holland 
for  the  use  of  her  pupils,  to  supplement  the  children’s 
books  in  the  Holland  library. 

AID  OF  MASSACHUSETTS  FREE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

COMMISSION. 

In  common  with  the  libraries  of  other  small  towns 
we  have  continued  reason  to  be  grateful  to  the  Free 
Public  library  Commission  and  its  staff,  not  only  for 
additions  of  carefully  selected  books,  but  also  for  other 
kinds  of  assistance. 

Last  summer  the  librarian  was  among  those  who 
were  invited  to  attend  without  expense  a  conference  at 
Simmons  College,  conducted  by  the  Commission  for  the 
benefit  of  the  libraries  of  the  smaller  towns. 

A  visit  to  our  library  from  the  general  secretary  and 
library  advisor  of  the  staff  resulted  in  the  offer  of  needed 
assistance  in  the  installation  of  a  new  charging  system 
which  the  librarian  had  been  planning  to  undertake  for 
sometime. 

Advise  and  information  has  been  generously  given 
from  time  to  time. 


OUTLYING  DISTRICTS. 

There  is  still  need  of  organized  delivery  of  books  in 
East  Brimfield  and  West  Brimfield,  especially  in  the  for¬ 
mer  section.  In  past  years  individuals  have  given  out 
books  from  their  homes,  and  Mrs.  William  Davenport 
has  continued  to  distribute  books  in  her  immediate  neigh¬ 
borhood  in  East  Brimfield.  Plans  to  extend  the  privi¬ 
leges  of  the  library  more  generally  to  those  living  at  a 
distance  will  receive  the  librarian  s  hearty  cooperation.

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Accordingly,  the  town  is  asked  to  appropriate  for  elemen¬ 
tary  school  support  an  amount  equal  to  the  difference  between 
$7,410.00  and  $2,225.00,  or  $5,185.00. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  appropriation  asked  for  is  prac¬ 
tically  $1,000.00  more  than  that  called  for  at  the  last  annual 
town  meeting.  It  is  not  necessary  to  call  attention  to  the  ab¬ 
normally  high  cost  of  service  and  supplies  of  all  kinds  in  justi¬ 
fication  of  the  request.  But  attention  should  be  called  to  the 
fact  that  a  balance  of  $525.65  unexpended  from  the  income  re¬ 
ceived  from  the  Mass.  School  Fund  was  carried  over  last  year, 
while  practically  no  balance  has  been  carried  over  to  this.  So 
the  school  department  is  asking  for  but  $500  more  than  was 
used  last  year. 


Hitchcock  Free  Academy. 

Finished  the  year  with  a'comfortable  balance  in  the  treas¬ 
ury  and  will  undoubtedly  receive  sufficient  income  from  the 
Institution  fund,  the  state  grant,  and  tuitions  for  its  mainten¬ 
ance  during  1918. 

Vocation  Agricultural  Department. 

Your  committee  recommends  an  appropriation  of  $700 
plus  the  State  grant,  the  amounts  received  as  tuitions  for  pupils 
attending  the  school  from  other  towns  and  the  balance  carried 
over  from  1917.

Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Brimfield: 

In  presenting  my  sixteenth  .annual  report  I  will  be  brief.  . 

In  general  it  may  be  said  that  the  schools  are  in  a  healthy 
condition.  The  past  year  has  seen  the  introduction  of  manual 
training  and  sewing  in  the  grammar  grades ;  and  of  cooking 
and  sewing  in  the  Academy.  New  equipment  has  been  bought 
for  the  commercial  work  in  the  Academy,  and  the  commercial 
courses  have  been  extended  and  strengthened.  The  Agricul¬ 
tural  Department  is  again  prospering,  with  an  increased  enrol¬ 
ment  and  an' enthusiastic  membership.  These  matters  are  dis¬ 
cussed  more  fully  in  the  reports  of  Mr.  Edmands  and  Mr. 
Glavin,  to  which  your  attention  is  invited. 

For  1918  either  the  appropriation  for  the  elementary 
schools  must  be  increased  or  severe  retrenchment  of  educa¬ 
tional  activities  must  be  made.  The  balance  of  $517.31,  unex¬ 
pended  from  the  income  of  the  Massachusetts  school  fund  car¬ 
ried  over  from  1916,  was  used  in  1917;  as  well  as  all  other 
money  available  for  the  support  of  the  schools.  The  increased 
cost  of  fuel,  textbooks,  supplies,  and  service  of  all  kinds,  makes, 
it  seems  to  me,  an  increase  in  the  appropriation  imperative. 
Circular  letters  have  been  received  from  both  the  national  and 
the  state  governments  urging  that  educational  work  be  enlarged 
and  extended,  and  calling  attention  to  the  fact  that  this  has 
already  been  done  as  part  of  their  war  program  by  our  allies, 
France  and  England.  We  must  not  let  such  a  fundamental 
interest  as  public  education  suffer  at  this  time. 

Insistent  demands  are  being  made  that  the  schools  parti¬ 
cipate  in  various  ways  in  the  war  program  activities.  The 
schools  can  aid  in  the  food  production  and  conservation  cam- 
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paign,  in  the  preparation  of  Red  Cross  supplies,  and  in  pro¬ 
moting  patriotism  and  good  citizenship.  The  young  people  of 
Brimfield  are  already  actively  enlisted  in  the  food  production 
and  conservation  campaign.  Efforts  are  now  being  made  to 
interest  them  in  the  purchase  of  thrift  stamps.  It  is  possible 
to  plan  work  in  manual  training  and  sewing  that  will  both  be 
educational  and  at  the  same  time  furnish  products  needed  by 
the  Red  Cross.  This  should  be  done.  Patriotism  and  good 
citizenship  are  always  inculcated  in  the  schools,  but  at  this 
time  should,  and  do,  receive  special  attention.  The  salute  to 
the  flag,  patriotic  songs,  current  events,  community  civics,  as 
well  as  many  other  phases  of  the  school  life  emphasize  these 
qualities. 

The  contract  between  the  town  and  the  Trustees  of  Hitch¬ 
cock  Free  Academy  expired  the  first  of  last  July,  and  through 
an  oversight,  no  action  was  taken  at  that  time  to  secure  its 
renewal.  However,  the  provisions  of  the  contract  have  been 
faithfully  observed  by  both  parties  to  it.  Assurance  has  been 
received  from  the  State  Board  of  Education  that,  so  far  as  it 
is  concerned,  the  form  of  agreement  made  in  1914,  will  satisfy 
the  requirements  of  the  Anti  Aid  amendment  to  the  state  con¬ 
stitution. 

There  follow  reports  from  the  principal  of  the  high  school, 
the  agricultural  instructor,  the  supervisor  of  drawing,  the 
household  arts  teacher,  and  also  the  usual  statistical  tables.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  HIGH 

SCHOOL. 

To  Mr.  F.  A.  Wheeler,  Supt.  of  Schools: 

It  has  been  just  one  year  since  I  became  Principal  of 
Hitchcock  Free  Academy  (Brimfield  High  School).  In  sub¬ 
mitting  my  first  annual  report  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  express 
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my  appreciation  of  the  hearty  support  which  I  have  received 
from  those  connected  with  the  school  administration,  as  well  as 
from  the  citizens  as  a  whole.  In  any  undertaking  the  best 
measure  of  success  can  be  obtained  only  with  the  cooperation 
of  all  concerned.  With  pupils,  teachers,  members  of  the  School 
Board,  Trustees,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  citizens  work¬ 
ing  together,  there  is  no  question  of  the  result.  We  shall  main¬ 
tain  the  reputation  and  high  standing  which  the  Academy  has 
enjoyed  under  my  able  predecessors. 

The  spirit  of  the  times  is  for  progress  and  expansion. 
Only  a  few  years  ago  education  was  measured  in  terms  of 
Latin  and  Greek  while  those  skilled  in  the  industries  were  con¬ 
sidered  as  in  another  class.  The  task  of  the  high  school  has 
changed  from  preparing  for  college  to  preparing  for  life,  from 
a  one  line  course  to  a  many  course  curriculum  connecting  the 
school  with  the  home,  the  workshop,  and  the  farm,  as  well  as 
with  higher  institutions  of  learning.  Its  aim  is  to  make  good 
citizens,  promote  good  sound  health  and  make  people  self-re¬ 
liant  and  self-supporting,  by  offering  each  pupil  the  courses 
which  are  best  suited  to  his  or  her  particular  make-up,  and 
also  to  require  of  each  one  the  mastery  of  certain  subjects  for 
all  round  mental  development  and  broadening  of  the  mind.  Is 
it  fair  that  the  taxes  of  all  the  people  shall  be  expended  for 
the  maintenance  of  a  school  which  shall  offer  courses  suited 
to  the  needs  of  a  select  few  who  are  fortunate  enough  to  have 
the  means  to  send  their  children  to  college,  while  those  lack¬ 
ing  this  means  are  the  very  ones  who  are  in  greatest  need  of 
suitable  training  to  earn  a  living? 

Based  upon  these  ideas  and  with  the  added  possibility  of 
losing  some  of  our  tuition  pupils  who  might  be  attracted  else¬ 
where  to  take  up  courses  that  we  did  not  give  and  which  are 
now  given  in  most  high  schools,  it  was  thought  best  to  offer  a 
wider  choice  of  subjects.  Cooking  and  Sewing  are  offered  this 
year  once  a  week  under  a  competent  instructor.  One  new 
Singer  Sewing  Machine  and  up-to-date  cooking  tables,  ac¬ 
commodating  eighteen  pupils,  have  been  provided.  There  are 
eighteen  pupils  in  the  Cooking  class  and  nine  in  the  Sewing 
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class.  There  seems  to  have  been  a  demand  for  these  two 
courses.  Miss  Eva  L.  Stratton  is  in  charge  of  this  work. 

The  Drawing  courses  are  continued  this  year  under  the 
instruction  of  a  new  teacher,  Miss  Hazard,  who  is  entering 
upon  the  work  with  success.  One  of  the  new  features  this  year 
is  the  correlation  of  Drawing  and  Manual  training.  This  is 
being  carried  out  in  connection  with  a  class  of  fourteen  boys 
from  the  eighth  grade  who  take  Manual  training  at  the  Acad¬ 
emy  one  hour  per  week.  It  consists  in  each  boy  making  a 
working  drawing  to  scale  of  the  aritcle  that  he  is  to  make  later 
in  the  Manual  training.  As  far  as  is  consistent  with  economy 
and  accommodations  at  hand  the  Manual  training  room  is 
gradually  being  remodelled  to  meet  present  requirements. 

In  the  Commercial  course,  Penmanship  and  a  second  year 
of  Book-keeping  have  been  added..  To  be  a  good  penman  is 
one  of  the  necessary  accomplishments  of  a  book-keeper  and 
all  who  take  Book-keeping  are  required  to  take  Penmanship. 
It  is  of  advantage  to  know  the  elements  of  accounting  and  to 
keep  a  systematic  record  of  receipts  and  expenditures.  One 
year  of  Book-keeping  gives  enough  training  to  keep  personal 
accounts  or  to  keep  books  in  a  small  business,  but  we  are 
training  pupils  to  take  positions  where  there  is  a  demand  and 
two  years  are  desirable  for  this  training.  Two  new  typewriters 
have  been  purchased,  making  a  much  needed  addition  for  this 
work.  The  demand  for  graduates  of  a  business  course  was 
never  better  than  at  the  present  time. 

An  Agricultural  course  is  now  in  its  fourth  year.  It  is 
very  desirable  that  pupils  in  this  course  take  Academic  subjects 
also,  as  most  of  them  are  doing.  This  gives  a  broader  training 
so  desirable  for  intellectual  development  and  a  greater  ability 
to  think  out  new  problems  later  in  life. 

Of  the  general  exercises  participated  in  by  the  school  as  a 
whole,  Spelling  is  given  twice  per  week,  Current  Events  once 
per  week,  also  Music  and  Rhetoricals,  to  which  I  will  refer 
later.  No  points  toward  graduation  are  given  for  this  work 
and  all  pupils  should  take  part  in  all  of  it. 
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The  Opening  Exercises  in  the  morning  are  an  appropriate 
beginning  for  the  day’s  work.  They  consist  in  reading  from 
the  Bible  bv  the  Principal,  saying  the  Lord’s  Prayer  in  chorus 
and  the  singing  of  a  hymn  by  the  school.  No  attempt  is  made 
at  the  Morning  Exercises  to  teach  the  chorus  singing.  This 
is  done  at  the  opening  of  school  in  the  afternoon.  We  are 
somewhat  hampered  by  having  the  music  immediately  after 
the  noon  hour.  It  is  never  a  good  time  to  sing  soon  after  eating 
and  at  this  season  of  the'  year  the  cold  air  affects  the  vocal 
organs  considerably.  It  would  be  well  to  give  more  time  to 
work  or  to  have  longer  periods  and  at  a  different  time,  but 
the  programme  is  so  crowded  now  that  it  is  not  convenient  to 
do  so  without  hampering  the  other  work.  We  are  seeking  for 
quality  rather  than  volume  and  some  progress  has  been  made 
in  the  production  of  better  tones  and  correct,  clear  enunciation. 
The  volume  will  come  naturally  as  the  quality  improves. 

The  Rhetor i cals  are  being  continued  as  usual  with  two 
innovations.  Pupils  of  the  Sophomore  and  Freshman  classes 
are  to  take  part  in  a  dialogue  or  play  as  a  preparation  for  the 
Junior  or  Senior  plays.  Miss  Tripp  has  been  asked  to  train 
the  pupils  of  the  Junior  and  Senior  classes  in  Debating  and  to 
arrange  that  each  pupil  of  these  classes  take  part  in  one  public 
debate  each  year. 

Perhaps  it  is  well  to  speak  here  of  the  changes  in  the 
System  of  Marking  and  the  Designation  of  Classes.  It  was 
thought  best  that  these  should  conform  to  the  more  general 
custom  in  use  in  most  schools.  The  Marking  System  conforms 
to  the  recommendations  of  Mr.  Kingsley  of  the  State  Board 
of  Education.  The  record  of  each  pupil  is  kept  on  a  single 
card,  for  the  entire  four  years.  A  mark  of  “A”  stands  for  90 
to  100%  ;  “B”  80  to  90%  ;  “C”  70  to  80%  ;  “D”  60  to  70%  ; 
“E”  below  60%.  A  mark  of  “C”  or  above  gives  full  credit, 
“D”  half  credit,  “E”  no  credit.  The  classes  are  now  desig¬ 
nated  as  Freshmen,  Sophomore,  junior  and  Senior  in  the  order 


given. 


Absent  and  tardy  marks  are  altogether  too  numerous  upon 
our  school  register  and  here  is  one  way  in  which  parents  can 
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greatly  assist  in  having  a  smooth  running  school.  Encourage 
in  your  boy  or  girl  habits  of  regular  attendance  and  prompt¬ 
ness.  Let  the  excuse  for  absence  or  tardiness  be  an  urgent 
one.  This  does  not  mean  that  any  boy  or  girl  should  attend 
school  to  the  detriment  of  his  or  her  health.  Another  way  in 
which  parents  can  help  is  in  the  supervision  of  the  home  study 
hours.  Do  not  study  the  lessen  for  your  child  but  encourage 
with  a  little  assistance  now  and  then,  show  an  interest,  have  a 
definite  time  for  each  study  and  adhere  rigidly  to  the  schedule. 
A  little  play  mixed  in  at  the  proper  time  is  a  fine  thing  but 
pupils  should  attend  to  school  duties  in  a  business  like  way. 
Parents  should  examine  the  report  cards  which  are  given  out 
■once  in  four  weeks.  In  case  of  failure  or  a  low  mark  in  any 
subject  find  out  the  cause,  by  consultation  with  the  teacher  of 
the  subject,  with  the  Principal  and  with  your  child.  I  wish  to 
encourage  parents  to  visit  the  school  and  talk  things  over  with 
us. 

Although  I  regard  Athletics,  properly  supervised,  as  an 
important  adjunct  to  any  good  school,  our  school  cannot  boast 
of  great  proficiency  or  a  wide  range  of  activities  in  this  con¬ 
nection.  We  are  working  however,  to  give  all  round  develop¬ 
ment  to  a  larger  number  rather  than  the  specialization  of  a 
few.  Most  of  the  boys  in  the  school  had  some  practice  in 
playing  baseball  last  spring  and  it  is  hoped  that  every  boy  will 
have  more  practice  during  the  coming  season.  Considerable 
interest  developed  last  spring  and  fall  in  tennis.  Last  fall  our 
team  won  honors  at  the  Palmer  Fair  in  track  athletics.  Owing 
to  strenuous  times  occasioned  by  the  war,  and  the  fact  that 
we  are  in  a  farming  community  it  may  be  well  to  curtail  our 
time  devoted  to  athletics  the  coming  season  to  the  extent  of 
cutting  down  our  schedule  of  inter-school  games  somewhat. 

It  may  be  of  interest  here  to  note  the  plans  of  our  pupils 
in  termrs  of  the  courses  which  they  have  elected.  Eight  are 
taking  the  College  Preparatory  Course,  three  the  Normal 
School  Preparatory  Course,  one  the  Technology  Preparatory 
•Course,  eleven  the  General  Course,  twenty-five  the  Commer¬ 
cial  Course,  twelve  the  Scientific  Agricultural  Course,  and 
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there  are  three  Agricultural  special  pupils.  Four  of  our  grad¬ 
uates  entered  higher  institutions  of  learning  this  past  fall. 

The  resignation  of  Miss  Helen  Thayer,  teacher  of  Science 
and  Mathematics,  necessitated  our  finding  another  teacher.

AGRICULTURAL  DEPARTMENT  REPORT. 
Enrolment : 

September  to  December,  1916,  4 

December  1916,  to  June  1917,  10 

September  to  December,  1917,  16 

The  Agricultural  Department  has  been  in  operation  for 
the  last  four  years.  The  first  four  term  classes  were  graduated 
last  spring,  and  consisted  of  two  boys.  These  boys  accepted 
agricultural  positions,  one  in  this  state,  the  other  in  Connecti¬ 
cut.  Both  are  doing  well  in  their  work. 

The  enrolment  has  increased  this  year  greatly  over  that 
of  last  year.  By  this  we  must  judge  that  a  greater  interest  is 
being  taken  in  this  line  of  work.  We  have  two  out  of  town 
students  paying  tuition  to  the  town.  Next  year  we  hope  for 
more  that  the  expenses  may  be  cut  down  a  great  deal.  The 
project  work  carried  on  last  year  was  of  high  merit,  and  the 
students  seemed  to  take  great  interest  in  their  work. 

The  Agricultural  students  judged  at  the  Sturbridge, 
Palmer,  New  England,  and  Brockton  Fairs,  and  carried  off 
numerous  prizes  in  stock  and  vegetable  judging.  They  also 
visited  various  farms  throughout  the  state,  judged  the  pure 
bred  livestock  in  the  farms,  and  inspected  their  equipment. 
The  upper  class  in  agriculture  attended  the  National  Holstein- 
Friesian  Sale  at  Worcester,  Mass.,  and  saw  the  highest  quality 
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of  this  breed  being  sold.  A  silver  cup  and  gold  and  silver 
medals  were  won  at  the  Palmer  Fair  in  Athletic  Sports  by  a 
team  representing  the  Academy  and  composed  of  Agricultural 
boys. 

The  equipment  in  this  department  has  been  increased  this, 
year  and  now  we  have  a  well  equipped  classroom  in  which  to 
teach  agriculture. 

The  instructor  supervised  club  work  in  the  past  year  and 
also  acted  in  an  advisory  capacity  to  the  farmers  of  the  town 
who  asked  for  help  in  their  various  problems.  A  Club  Fair 
was  held  and  was  counted  among  the  best  in  the  county.  This 
high  quality  of  the  Fair  was  only  due  to  the  excellent  work 
done  by  the  club  members  and  their  care  in  selecting  only  the 
best  of  their  products  for  the  exhibit. 

The  Instructor  in  closing  wishes  to  state,  as  he  has  in  a 
previous  report,  that  he  is  always  willing  to  give  help  to  those 
who  ask  for  it.  but  as  his  time  for  extension  work  is  limited, 
this  help  must  be  asked  for.

In  East  Brimfield  the 
work  has  not  progressed  as  well,  as  there  are  only  ten  pupils, 
all  under  ten  years  of  age. 

It  has  taken  some  time  to  get  the  work  started  well,  but 
I  feel  that  the  next  half  year  will  show  good  results.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  DRAWING. 

In  the  short  time  that  I  have  had  charge  of  the  drawing 
in  the  schools  of  Brimfield,  I  have  had  excellent  cooperation 
from  the  teachers.  The  schools  are  well  equipped,  and  have 
a  good  supply  of  materials  on  hand. 

I  am  hoping  to  have  the  lessons  practical,  that  they  may 
help  us  in  our  every  day  life.  To  do  this  I  would  appreciate 
suggestions  from  the  teachers  of  problems  that  may  come  up 
from  time  to  time.  A  practical  problem  is  always  more  in¬ 
teresting,  and  when  we  are  interested,  we  do  our  best  work. 

At  the  Academy  two  large  tables,  or  individual  drawing 
desks,  a  few  more  chairs  without  arms,  and  a  cupboard  where 
each  pupil  may  keep  his  drawing  materials,  are  needed.  I 
should  like  each  pupil  to  have  ruler,  board,  paints,  etc.,  labeled 
and  kept  in  the  cupboard.  By  so  doing  I  feel  that  the  materials 
would  be  kept  better  and  would  last  much  longer.  At  present 
the  materials  are  kept  in  the  library,  and  a  great  deal  of  time 
is  lost  going  back  and  forth.  The  place  in  the  library  for  ma¬ 
terials  is  not  large  enough  for  the  supplies. 

We  are  hoping  to  have  the  boards  in  the  hall  covered  with 
burlap  for  the  exhibition  of  work. 

It  would  be  very  helpful  if  we  could  have  a  few  books  or 
pamphlets  as  reference  material.  A  book  on  home  furnishing 
design,  sheets  on  flowers,  animals,  etc.  I  will  not  take  space 
to  list  these,  but  will  be  very  glad  to  submit  a  list  if  they  can 
be  purchased.

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Librarian’s  Report 


LIBRARIAN’S  REPORT. 

During  the  past  year  two  important  improvements  which 
have  been  looked  forward  to  for  a  long  time  have  been  made. 

A  NEW  CHARGING  SYSTEM. 

An  up-to-date  charging  system  was  installed  at  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  the  year  and  has  proved  as  advantageous  as  was 
anticipated.  The  librarian  was  making  plans  for  starting  this 
change  which  it  would  have  taken  a  long  time  to  complete, 
when  the  Massachusetts  Free  Public  Library  Commission 
ottered  the  services  of  a  woman  to  direct  and  assist  on  the 
enterprise  provided  local  help  should  be  furnished.  Most  of 
the  required  pasting  was  done  by  the  volunteer  help  of  children 
and  young  people,  and  a  number  of  hours  of  service  were  added 
to  those  given  by  the  librarian  by  several  older  patrons  of  the 
library.  So  by  the  work  of  many  hands  under  expert  direction 
the  task  was  quickly  accomplished  with  small  expense  to  the 
library.

Favorable  conditions  have  made  possible  the  long-needed 
establishment  of  a  center  for  the  regular  distribution  of  books 
in  East  Brimfield.  In  the  past  people  in  that  village  have 
been  accommodated  at  various  times  by  the  generosity  of  in¬ 
dividuals  who  have  selected  and  transported  the  books  and 
given  them  out  from  their  homes;  but  this  method  could  not 
be  kept  up  regularly.  The  offer  of  a  room  in  the  village  store 
and  the  availability  of  the  services  of  Mrs.  Plympton  have 
made  it  possible  to  start  an  organized  library  system  in  East 
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Brimfield.  The  beginning  was  made  early  in  October  and  the 
service  should  be  developed  to  a  greater  extent  the  coming- 
year.  This  service  should  not  consist  merely  in  the  circulation 
of  books  which  have  been  on  our  library  shelves,  but  should 
consider  the  tastes  and  needs  of  the  people  of  that  section  of 
the  town  which  includes  skilled  mechanics  in  its  population 
when  books  are  purchased.  A  start  in  the  right  direction  has 
been  made  by  subscribing  for  a  number  of  the  most  desirable 
magazines  for  1918. 


GIFTS. 

A  handsome  United  States  flag  has  been  presented  bv'  F. 
Lincoln  Pierce  of  Newtonville. 

Books  have  been  presented  by  Melven  Booth,  Louis  S. 
Brown  of  Boston,  Horatio  W.  Dresser  of  Brookline,  Mrs. 
Annie  E.  Herring,  of  Ware,  James  Phyfe  of  New  York,  Dr. 
James  J.  Putnam  of  Boston  and  Charles  W.  Stoughton  of 
New  York. 

Various  public  documents  volumes  and  pamphlets  have 
been  sent  from  the  state  and  national  governments. 

Public  library  reports  and  pamphlets  from  organizations 
have  been  received. 

The  state  through  the  agency  of  the  Free  Public  Library 
Commission  has  given  from  time  to  time  books  selected  with 
especial  reference  to  our  needs.  The  largrest  collection  has 
been  for  children  and  young  people,  and  a  number  of  volumes 
have  been  timely  books  relating  to  the  war. 

Subscriptions  for  periodicals  have  been  received  as  fol¬ 
lows :  From  Miss  Emma  Chapin,  “The  Woman’s  Journal;” 
Miss  Florence  Harding,  “American  Forestry”  and  “National 
Geographic  Magazine ;”  Mary  Baker  Eddy  Fund,  “Christian 
Science  Journal;”  Mrs.  F.  Lincoln  Pierce,  “The  Ladies’  Home 
Journal;”  from  the  publishers,  “Our  Dumb  Animals.” 

Monthly  bulletins  of  new  books  have  been  received  from 
Chicopee  Public  Library,  Springfield  Library  Association, 
Westfield  Athanaeum,  and  Worcester  Public  Library.  Lists 
of  recommended  books  for  small  libraries  sent  twice  a  year,  at 
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the  request  of  the  Public  Library  Commission,  by  the  Woman’s 
Education  Association  of  Boston  have  continued  to  be  of  great 
help  in  the  selection  of  books. 

Again  there  should  be  noted  with  gratitude  the  gift  of  as¬ 
sistance  and  materials  received  through  the  Library  Commis¬ 
sion,  and  acknowledgment  is  due  Miss  Kennedy  for  her  gen¬ 
erous  interest  and  efforts  in  the  installation  of  the  new  chare- 

o 

ing  system. 

MEETINGS. 

The  Homemaking  Group  of  the  Brimfield  Council  con¬ 
tinued  to  hold  its  monthly  meetings  in  the  library  until  June 
when  its  regular  gatherings  were  discontinued  for  Red  Cross 
meetings  in  Grange  Hall.  As  in  the  previous  year  the  meetings 
were  of  great  educational  and  practical  value  and  the  subjects 
were  presented  by  able  speakers.  Prof.  Laura  Comstock  of 
the  home  economics  department  of  Massachusetts  Agricultural 
College  in  the  extension  service,  explained  the  development  of 
the  home  economics  movement  and  its  organization  by  coun¬ 
ties  ;  Miss  Price,  home  making  adviser  of  the  Hampden 
County  Improvement  League,  spoke  on  the  subject,  “Substi¬ 
tutes  for  High-priced  Foods;”  Miss  Bertha  McConkey,  assis¬ 
tant  superintendent  of  Springfield  schools,  presented  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  “Cooperation  between  the  schools  and  the  Home.”  Dr. 
Clarice  Parsons  of  Springfield  spoke  on  the  subject,  “The 
Medical  Field  for  Women;”  Mrs.  J.  B.  White  of  Wilbraham 
described  the  boys’  and  girls’  club  work  in  her  town. 

The  organizing  of  noon  lunches  in  the  Center  schools, 
under  supervision  and  with  the  addition  of  a  hot  drink  was 
first  discussed  by  the  Homemaking  group  in  the  library  and 
all  the  details  of  the  successful  carrying  out  of  the  enterprise 
last  winter  were  planned  before  the  “Village  Hearthstone.” 

The  initial  meeting  to  consider  starting  a  community  can¬ 
ning  enterprise  which  proved  so  successful  and  important  was 
held  in  the  library. 

The  first  movement  to  organize  Red  Cross  work  was  con¬ 
sidered  in  the  library.

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Late  in  the  fall  Mrs.  Horatio  W.  Dresser  of  Brookline, 
who  conducted  a  course  in  home  economics  in  Brimfield  in 
1915  under  the  auspices  of  the  United  State  Department  of 
Agriculture,  spoke  to  women  in  the  library  on  the  present  need 
of  Food  Conservation. 


STATISTICS. 

There  have  been  added  to  the  circulating  department,  aside 
from  the  bound  volumes  of  magazines,  165  volumes,  of  which 
50  have  been  presented.  Fourteen  periodicals  have  been  sub¬ 
scribed  for  ,and  six,  presented. 

The  number  of  readers  outside  the  library  is  approx¬ 
imately  344  which  include  75  visitors  and  teachers  and  pupils 
whose-  homes  are  elsewhere.  The  number  of  books  read  is 
approximately  4855  and  of  magazines  1125.  Exact  reports  of 
the  circulation  of  books  exchanged  among  families  living  at 
a  distance  and  among  school  pupils  by  teachers  cannot  be  given, 
so  the  above  figures  probably  fall  below  those  that  would  in¬ 
dicate  the  exact  use  of  the  library. 

OUTLYING  DISTRICTS. 

In  the  fall  the  librarian  carried  books  to  the  people  in  the 
Forkett’s  Mills  district,  and  since  that  time  Mrs.  Herbert  Brad¬ 
way  has  generously  transported  books  and  made  her  home  a 
distributing  center  for  the  neighborhood. 

Mrs.  William  Davenport  has  continued  to  supply  her 
neighbors  in  East  Brimfield  with*  books,  as  she  has  done  in 
previous  years. 

Neighborhood  centers  for  distribution  are  desirable  in 
various  remote  sections  and  the  librarian  will  gladly  cooperate 
with  plans  to  extend  the  use  of  the  library  to  every  family  in 
.town. 
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WAR  LIBRARY  SERVICE. 

One  of  the  questions  asked  of  libraries  by.  the  Free  Public 
Library  Commission  for  its  annual  report  was,  “What  war 
service  has  the  library  rendered  ?” 

The  trustees  and  librarian  of  the  Brimfield  library  or¬ 
ganized  the  local  campaign  for  money  for  libraries  for  the 
boys  in  camps  all  over  the  country  and  in  the  navy,  and,  with 
efficient  helpers,  were  most  successful  in  raising  funds  during 
“Camp  Library  Week.”  The  ready  response  throughout  the 
town  showed  the  value  our  townspeople  place  on  reading  pri¬ 
vileges. 

At  the  same  time  the  librarian  received  offers  of  books 
for  the  soldiers,  and  began  a  selection  of  those  which  could  be 
spared  from  our  library  and  available  elsewhere.  The  library 
will  welcome  for  the  camps,  books  of  fiction,  poetry,  essays, 
biography,  history,  travel,  technical  and  scientific  books,  French 
study  books,  religious  and  ethical  books  and  recent  magazines, 
provided  that  the  materials  is  spirited,  interesting  and  up-to- 
date  ;  for  it  is  continually  reported  that  all  the  soldiers  are 
eager  for  reading  matter  and  many  desire  books  for  study  and 
advancement.

To  either  of  the  Constables  of  the  Town  of  Brimfield. 

Greeting : 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  you 
are  hereby  directed  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  Brim- 
field  qualified  to  vote  in  town  afifairs  to  meet  at  the  Town 
Hall  in  said  Brimfield  on  Monday,  the  4th  day  of  February, 
1918,  at  10  o’clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  on  the  following* 
articles,  viz : 

Article  1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  over  said 

meeting. 

Art.  2.  To  give  in  their  votes  on  one  ballot  to  the  election 
officers  for  the  following  Town  Officers :  Town  Clerk,  three 
Selectmen,  Town  Treasurer,  two  Auditors,  five  Constables, 
Tree  Warden,  Tax  Collector,  all  for  the  term  of  one  year  each. 
One  School  Committee,  one  Assessor,  one  Overseer  of  the 
Poor,  two  Library  Trustees,  one  Cemetery  Commissioner,  all 
for  the  term  of  three  years  each.  Also  to  bring  in  their  vote, 
“Yes  or  No,”  upon  the  question,  “Shall  license  be  granted  for 
the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  this  town?”  The  polls  will 
be  open  at  half  past  ten  o’clock  in  the  forenoon  and  may  be 
closed  at  half  past  two  o’clock  in  the  afternoon. 

Art.  3.  To  hear  the  reports  of  officers  and  agents  and 
committees  heretofore  chosen  by  the  Town,  and  act  thereon. 

Art.  4.  To  raise  money  for  the  support  of  Schools,  High¬ 
ways,  Bridges,  payment  of  town  debts,  and  defray  the  expenses 
for  the  ensuing  year,  and  direct  how  the  sum  shall  be  expended. 
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Art.  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  revenue  of  the  current  financial  year. 

Art.  6.  To  determine  the  manner  and  state  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  collecting  the  taxes  for  the  ensuing  year,  and 
fix  the  compensation  of  the  Collection  of  Taxes.

Art.  10.  To  see  what  sum  of  money,  if  any,  the  Town 
will  raise  and  appropriate  for  Memorial  Day. 

Art.  11.  To  see  what  sum  of  money,  if  any,  the  Town 
will  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  suppression  of  the  Gypsy  and 
Brown-tail  Moths  and  Elm  tree  Beetle. 

Art.  12.  To  see  what  sum  of  money,  if  any,  the  Town 
will  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  use  of  the  Tree  Warden. 

Art.  13.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise 
or  appropriate  for  the  use  of  the  Cemetery  Commissioners. 

Art.  14.  To  see  what  sum  of  money,  if  any,  the  Town 
will  raise  and  appropriate  to  pay  the  proper  charges  of  insur¬ 
ance  companies  for  acting  as  surety  on  official  bonds  of  Town 
Officers. 

Art.  15.  To  see  what  sum  of  money,  if  any,  the  Town 
will  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  care  of  the  Common,  and 
Soldiers’  Monument. 
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Art.  16.  To  see  what  sum  of  money,  if  any,  the  Town 
will  raise  or  appropriate  for  the  construction  and  repair  of 
sidewalks. 

Art.  17.  To  see  what  sum  of  money,  if  any,  the  Town 
will  appropriate  for  the  suppression  of  illegal  sale  of  intoxicat¬ 
ing  liquors  in  town. 

Art.  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  to  repair  the  highway,  leading  from  the  Wales 
Road  to  the  overhead  bridge  opposite  the  residence  of  Frank 
Howes. 

Art.  19.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  with  re¬ 
gard  to  the  purcase  of  a  Steel  Filing  Cabinet  for  the  vault,  so 
that  bills,  vouchers,  etc.,  may  be  properly  sorted  and  act  there¬ 
on. 


Art.  20.  To  see  what  sum  of  money,  if  any,  the  Town

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  renew  the  con¬ 
tract  with  the  Trustees  of  the  Hitchcock  Free  Academy,  or  act 
in  any  way  relative  thereto. 

Art.  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  grant  licenses 
for  the  sale  of  Fruit,  Confectionary,  Sodas,  Tobacco  and 
Bakery  Goods  on  the  Lord’s  Day. 

Art.  24.  To  see  what  sum,  if  any,  the  Town  will  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  main'tainance  of  the  Vocational  depart¬ 
ment  of  the  High  School. 
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And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  warrant  by  posting  an 
attested  copy  of  the  same  at  the  Town  Hall,  one  at  the  Center 
Post  Office,  one  at  the  Post  Office  at  East  Brinffield,  and  by 
mailing  or  otherwise  sending  a  copy  to  Forkell’s  Mills,  and  the 
depot  at  West  Brinffield  seven  days  at  least  before  the  time  of 
holding  said  meeting.

In  explanation  of  the  deficit  in  the  high  school  budget 
it  may  be  said  that  the  amount  credited  the  town  from  the 
Instruction  Fund  in  1918  was  $2,713.51,  or  $549.93  less  than 
in  1917;  also  tuition  due  for  fhe  fall  term  to  the  amount 
of  $324  had  not  been  received  when  the  town  books  were 
closed.  These  additional  amounts,  which  the  school  de¬ 
partment  relied  on  and  which  will  doubtless  be  received, 
reduce  the  deficit  to  $166.87. 

In  accordance  with  legislation  passed  at  the  last  ses¬ 
sion  of  the  General  Court  the  high  school  grant  to  the  town 
will  this  year  be  increased  from  $500  to  $1,075.

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Accordingly  the  town  is  asked  to  appropriate  for  ele¬ 
mentary  school  support  an  amount  equal  to  the  difference 
between  $8,175  and  $2,025,  or  $6,150. 

In  the  school  report  of  last  year  a  brief  statement  was 
made  relative  to  the  increasing  cost  of  the  schools.  With¬ 
out  repeating  what  was  then  said,  the  committee  wish  to 
call  attention  to  the  fact  that,  since  the  last  report  was 
printed,  minimum  salary  laws  have  been  enacted  by  the 
State,  and  that,  while  an  exemption  was  made  in  the  case  of 
teachers  in  towns  of  a  valuation  of  less  than  a  million  dol¬ 
lars.,  the  law  has  made  it  impossible  to  secure  teachers  for 
les  than  the  minimum.  The  amount  paid  by  the  town  in 
1918  for  salaries  of  superintendent  and  elmentary  school 
teachers  in  excess  of  the  minimums  fixed  by  law  was  $210. 

Trolly  rates  for  school  children  have  more  than  doubled 
during  the  year,  and  account  largely  for  the  increase  in  the 
estimate  for  transportation.  The  only  way  to  reduce  the. 
amount  paid  for  transportation  would  be  to  open  schools  in 
the  districts  from  which  children  are  transported.  This 
would  increase  the  expenditures  under  other  headings  much 
more  than  it  would  decrease  the  cost  of  transportation. 

Hitchcock  Free  Academy 

No  appropriation  by  the  town  is  asked  for,  as  your 
committee  believe  that  the  amounts  received  for  tuition  and 
from  the  income  of  the  Instruction  Fund,  plus  the  increased 
State  grant,  will  be  sufficient. 

Vocational  Agricultural  Department 

Your  committee  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $100 
plus  the  State  grant,  the  amount  received  as  tuition  for 
non-resident  pupils,  and  the  balance  carried  over  from  1918.

School  Superintendent’s  Report. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Brimfield: 

Herewith  is  submitted  for  your  consideration  my  six¬ 
teenth  annual  report  as  superintendent  of  schools. 

A  Broken  Year 

Possibly  never  before  have  the  school  terms  been  so 
interrupted.  The  Center  Grammar  school  was  closed  for 
seven  weeks  during  January  and  February  to  conserve  fuel. 
During  the  term  beginning  September  2  the  average  num¬ 
ber  of  days  kept  by  all  the  schools  was  36.  More  than  half 
of  the  time  of  the  term  was  lost  because  of  the  epidemic  of 
influenza. 

These  interruptions,  while  necessary,  have  seriously  af¬ 
fected  the  schools.  Schedules  of  work  that  had  been 
planned  have  not  been  carried  out.  The  heavy  part  of  the 
year’s  task  is  still  before  us.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  for  the 
rest  of  the  school  year  there  may  be  no  interruptions  of 
the  school  sessions,  and  that  the  health  of  the  community 
may  permit  the  regular  attendance  of  all  the  pupils. 

Changes  in  the  Course  of  Study 

Physical  Training:  There  has  been  introduced  into  the 
schools  a  graded  set  of  gymnastic  exercises  suitable  to  be 
given  without  apparatus  and  in  the  aisles  of  the  school¬ 
rooms.  The  amount  of  time  given  to  the  subject  is  ap¬ 
proximately  ninety  minutes  a  week.  The  benefits  expected 
are  relief  from  the  strain  from  prolonged  sitting  and  from 
mental  fatigue,  better  posture  and  carriage,  development  of 
r.he  muscles,  particularly  of  the  chest  and  trunk,  and  of  the 
vital  organs. 


Beginnings  of  American  History:  A  course  in  the  Be- 
ginnings  of  American  History  has  been  planned  for  intro¬ 
duction  in  the  sixth  grade.  This  is  in  accordance  with  the 
course  in  history  for  elementary  schools  issued  by  the  State 
Board  of  Education,  and  is  intended  to  furnish  a  broad 
preparation  for  the  more  formal  study  of  American  history 
begun  in  the  seventh  grade. 

Hygiene :  The  monthly  report  cards  of  the  pupils  in 
the  elementary  schools  this  year  show  a  mark  in  “Hygiene.” 
A  pupil’s  standing  in  this  subject  is  determined  largely  by 
the  condition  in  whicli  he  comes  to  school.  Unclean  hands, 
uncared-for  teeth,  unkempt  hair,  filthy  clothing,  would 
mean  a  low  mark. 

Hitchcock  Free  Academy 

I  doubt  if  any  high  school  in  the  State  makes  a  more 
determined  and  successful  effort  to  serve  its  community 
than  does  Hitchcock  Free  Academy  under  the  leadership 
of  Principal  Kenney.  The  courses  in  cooking,  sewing, 
manual  training,  the  work  in  music,  and  especially  the  agri¬ 
cultural  department,  are  evidences  of  the  truth  of  this 
statement. 

The  need  of  the  schol  for  facilities  for  recreation  are 
only  partially  met  by  the  athletic  field.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  near  future  will  see  the  erection  of  a  building  for 
basket  ball  and  other  forms  of  indoor  recreation ;  planned 
also  to  provide  quarters  for  the  classes  in  cooking  and  for 
some  phases  of  the  work  in  agriculture.  Such  a  building 
would  be  much  appreciated. 

Through  the  generosity  of  loyal  alumni  valuable  addi¬ 
tions  have  been  made  to  the  equipment  of  the  manual  train¬ 
ing  shop.  Concerning  this  Principal  Kenney  has  written  as 
follows : 

“Hitchcock  Free  Academy  has  a  large  body  of  loyal 
Alumni  who  are  always  ready  to  aid  the  school  to  the  ex¬ 
tent  of  their  ability.  At  the  Triennial  Reunion  last  August 
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they  voted  unanimously  all  the  money  available  for  such  a 
purpose  for  the  purchase  of  additional  equipment  for  the 
Manual  Training  Department. 

“I  have  been  able  to  get  installed  an  electric  motor,  a 
speed  lathe,  and  an  emery  grinder,  besides  purchasing  a  fine 
foot-power  grindstone,  at  a  cost  of  about  $200. 

“A  steam  box  to  be  used  in  the  process  of  bending- 
wood  used  in  the  repair  work  will  also  be  added. 

‘'These  machines,  together  with  the  circular  saw,  jig 
.saw,  and  mortising  machine,  presented  by  various  classes, 
give  us  a  well-equipped  shop.” 

The  Agricultural  Department 

Under  the  energetic  care  of  Mr.  Glavin,  the  Agricul¬ 
tural  Department  has  had  a  prosperous  year.  Concerning  it 
Mr.  R.  O.  Small,  Deputy  Commissioner  of  Education,  has 
written  me  as  follows : 

“The  following  excerpt  from  report  made  by  our  Agent 
regarding  your  work  is  respectfully  called  to  your  atten¬ 
tion  : 

Four  years  standard  course  in  agriculture: — all 
courses  approved — 

Note. — A. — Good  general  farming  in  vicinity.  On 
electric. 

B.  — Permanence  Indicated. 

C.  — Model  co-operative  relations  with 

Hampden  County  Improvement 

,  League.” 

Because  of  its  agricultural  department  the  town  of 
Brimfield  receives  a  share  of  the  sum  allotted  to  the  State 
from  the  National  treasury  under  the  Smith-Hughes  Act, 
the  amount  received  by  the  town  in  1918  being  $118.05. 
Under  the  provisions  of  the  act  this  money  must  be  used 
for  the  “promotion”  of  vocational  education.  It  is  being- 
used  this  year  to  pay  for  the  course  in  blacksmithing  for 
the  agricultural  students. 
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One  unsatisfactory  feature  of  the  organization  of  the 
agricultural  department  heretofore  has  been  the  absence  of 
the  instructor  from  his  classes  during  December,  January, 
and  February  for  the  professional  improvement  work  re¬ 
quired  by  the  State  department.  It  has  been  very  difficult, 
almost  impossible,  to  provide  satisfactorily  for  the  boys  of 
the  department  during  his  absence. 

Provision  has  now  been  made  by  the  State  for  the  re¬ 
quired  professional  improvement  work  of  such  a  sort  that 
the  absence  of  the  instructor  from  the  school  during  the 
winter  months  will  not  be  necessary.

In  starting  my  third  report  I  wish  to  thank  the  people 
of  Brimfield  for  their  hearty  co-operation  during  my  three 
years  as  instructor  in  the  agricultural  department. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  been  called  out  all  hours 
of  the  day  and  night  by  men  in  town  to  give  advice  or  help 
in  one  way  or  another  on  their  various  farming  problems. 
This  must  really  show  that  the  people  of  Brimfield  realize 
that  they  have  a  school  that  is  a  help  to  them  in  other 
ways  than  teaching  their  young  men  the  practices  of 
modern  agriculture. 

The  work  done  by  the  agricultural  boys  has  been  of 
high  merit  and  has  won  the  praise  of  many  from  other  parts 
of  the  country.  The  work  done  at  the  various  State  Fairs 
has  been  excellent  and  many  cash  prizes  have  been  brought 
home.  This  excellent  work  has  been  due  wholly  to  the 
splendid  way  in  which  the  students  have  undertaken  any 
work  set  for  them  to  do. 

It  would  be  well  to  mention  here  that  this  winter  we 
are  running  a  “Farm  Shop  Course”  for  the  agricultural 
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students.  The  object  of  this  course  is  to  teach  the  boys 
how  to  overhaul  and  repair  their  farm  machinery  and  im¬ 
plements,  so  that  everything  will  be  in  order  for  spring 
work.  Mr.  Campbell  has  been  hired  to  teach  the  boys  the 
metal  repair  side  of  this  work;  the  woodworking  side  to  be 
taught  by  Mr.  Kenney  and  myself.  The  course  has  already 
started  and  so  far  has  proved  to  be  a  great  success. 

School  opened  this  fall  with  four  out  of  town  pupils,  in 
addition  to  our  town  enrolment,  and  now  that  the  war  has 
come  to  a  close  we  look  for  a  larger  number  of  young  men 
to  enter  to  take  up  agriculture  as  their  life  work. 

The  club  work  among  the  children  of  Brimfield  in  1917, 
as  stated  in  the  report  of  last  year,  was  excellent.  When  the 
report  went  to  print  we  had  not  heard  that  Brimfield  had 
won  the  Silver  cup,  donated  by  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  as 
first  prize,  for  the  town  under  1,700  inhabitants,  having  the 
best  club  work  in  the  state.  The  Center  School  won  a 
money  prize  for  being  the  record  best  town  school  in  club 
work  in  the  state.  We  hope  that  such  an  honor  will  be 
ours  again  this  year.

Music,  Drawing,  Household  Arts 

Owing  to  resignations  received  but  a  few  weeks  ago 
the  customary  reports  on  the  work  in  music  and  house¬ 
hold  arts  are  omitted.  Brimfield  lost  two  capable  teachers 
when  Miss  Ash  and  Miss  Stratton  resigned,  but  it  is  be¬ 
lieved  that  their  places  have  been  filled  successfully. 

On  the  work  in  drawing  Miss  Hazard  has  written  as 
follows : 

"During  the  past  year  the  work  in  drawing  has  been 
outlined  and  presented  in  the  grades  with  the  hearty  co- 
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operation  of  the  teachers  and  pupils;  but  on  account  of  the 
long  vacations  the  work  accomplished  has  been  small. 

“Besides  teaching  boys  and  girls  to  draw  one  should 
also  teach  them  to  use  good  taste  in  applying  art  to  the 
affairs  of  every  day  life.  To  do  this  we  are  striving  to  put 
more  every  day  or  real  problems  into  the  course. 

“The  seventh  and  eighth  grade  boys  go  to  the  Academy 
tor  manual  training  one  and  a  half  hours  per  week,  while 
’he  girls  are  having  sewing.  The  work  in  drawing  in  the 
Freshman  class  at  the  Academy  is  about  the  same  as  last 
year,  but  includes  some  book  binding.  The  advanced  class 
has  changed  to  an  “Arts  and  Craft”  class,  and  is  open  to 
any  one  who  may  wish  to  take  the  course.  The  course  in¬ 
cludes  basketry,  leather  work,  modeling,  picture  framing, 
jewelry,  etc.”

Librarian’s  Report 


There  have  been  improvements  the  past  year  within 
the  building  and  on  the  grounds. 

Increased  shelf  room  has  been  gained  by  the  extension 
of  the  fixed  shelving  in  the  book-room  and  by  the  addition 
of  a  book-case  in  the  reading-room.  The  latter  was  made

primarily  for  the  choice  edition  of  the  Encyclopedia  Brit- 
annica  presented  by  the  late  Dr.  Samuel  A.  Fisk  in  memory 
of  his  brother,  Robert  F.  Fisk.  It  was  planned  so  as  to 

contain  also  other  large-sized  books,  most  of  which  are

gifts. 

In  the  reading-room  a  clock  has  been  placed  on  the 
mantel  over  the  fireplace.  It  is  the  gift  of  William  A. 
Archer  of  New  York.  Two  beautiful  framed  photographs 
brought  from  Abroad  by  the  late  Mrs.  Mary  Knight  of 
Ware  have  been  presented,  in  accordance  with  her  request, 
by  her  son,  Henry  K.  Hyde.  These  again  remind  us  of  the 
many  benefactions  of  Mrs.  Hyde,  to  whom  the  walk  of 
native  stone  in  keeping  with  the  building  is  a  lasting  me¬ 
morial. 

Some  grading  and  seeding  of  the  grounds  has  been 
undertaken,  but  the  outcroping  ledge  and  thin  soil  have 
made  it  difficult  to  make  a  fine  lawn. 

COMMUNITY  CENTER 

The  Library’s  service  as  a  Community  Center  has  been 
mainly  in  connection  with  war  relief  activities  of  different 
kinds. 

The  meetings  of  citizens  and  committees  in  connection 
with  the  Second  Red  Cross  War  Fund  campaign  in  June 
were  held  in  the  Library ;  also  those  in  connection  with  the 
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United  War  Work  campaign  and  the  Red  Cross  Christmas 
Membership  campaign.  Other  patriotic  meetings  were 
those  in  preparation  for  the  town’s  celebration  of  the 
Fourth  of  July. 

The  Library  formed  a  pleasant  meeting-place  for  the 
Women’s  Missionary  Society  in  June  when  speakers  were 
present  from  Springfield. 

Hospitality  was  extended  to  out-of-town  people  at  the 
time  of  the  meeting  of  the  Quaboag  Pomona  Grange  in 
May,  and  of  the  Three  Rivers  District  Sunday  School  Con¬ 
vention  in  September. 

The  Library  has  been  a  center  for  the  distribution  of 
printed  matter  concerning  war  relief  activities  and  the 
conservation  of  food.  There  have  been  given  out  a  large 
number  of  bulletins  and  recipes  sent  by  the  U.  S.  Food 
Administration  and  agencies  co-operating,  including  Mass¬ 
achusetts  Agricultural  College,  the  Hampden  County  Im¬ 
provement  League  and  the  Massachusetts  Free  Public 
Library  Commission. 

Posters  calling  attention  to  the  war  relief  movements 
and  food  conservation  have  been  constantly  displayed. 

GIFTS  OF  BOOKS  AND  MAGAZINES 

A  complete  set  of  bound  volumes  of  Scribner’s  Monthly 
has  been  given  by  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  College  library  of  Spring- 
field  through  the  kindness  of  the  librarian,  J.  T.  Bowne. 

Books  have  been  presented  by  Charles  S.  Allen,  Mrs. 
J.  Walter  Brown,  Emile  Carbonnel  of  New  York,  Carnegie 
Endowment  Fund,  General  Education  Board,  Massachu¬ 
setts,  Mrs.  John  H.  Noyes,  S.  John  Pentland,  Pullman  Car 
Company,  Charles  W.  Stoughton  of  New  York,  and  various 
United  States  Departments. 

The  State  through  the  Free  Public  Library  Commis¬ 
sion  have  given  42  carefully  selected  volumes,  many  of 
which  are  instructive  books  for  young  people. 
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The  Nationel  and  State  departments  have  sent  bulle¬ 
tins  and  pamphlets. 

Various  libraries  have  sent  annual  reports  according 
to  a  system  of  exchange.  Monthly  bulletins  of  new  books 
have  been  received  from  Chicopee  Public  Library,  Spring- 
field  Library  Association,  Westfield  Atheneum,  and  Wor¬ 
cester  Public  Library.  Lists  of  books  recommended  for 
small  libraries  sent  as  in  previous  years  by  the  Woman’s 
Educational  Association  of  Boston  have  been  of  great  help 
in  the  selection  of  books. 

DEPOSIT  STATIONS 

There  are  nearly  100  readers  representing  over  30 
families  in  East  Brimfield.  Many  books  have  been  dis- 
tributed  from  the  deposit  station  in  the  store  in  that  village 
established  last  year,  and  five  magazines  have  been  sub¬ 
scribed  for  and  circulated  from  that  center.  The  magazines 
are  “Popular  Mechanics,”  “Red  Cross  Magazine,”  “Review 
of  Reviews,”  “St.  Nicholas,”  and  “World’s  Work.”  °The 
distribution  was  in  charge  of  Mrs.  Robert  Plimpton  who 
has  now  left  town. 

Mrs.  William  Davenport  has  continued  to  distribute 
books  from  her  home  in  East  Brimfield,  as  she  has  generous¬ 
ly  donein  the  past.  Since  the  appointment  of  Mrs.  Daven¬ 
port  as  librarian  for  the  East  Brimfield  station  it  is  planned 
to  have  regular  hours  of  delivery  at  the  store. 

Mrs.  Herbert  Bradway  has  continued  to  take  books 
lor  the  Foskett’s  Mills  neighborhood. 

Books  for  pupils  have  been  placed  in  the  East  Brimfield 
school  and  for  pupils  and  older  readers  in  the  West  Brim¬ 
field  school.  A  large  collection  of  books  on  agriculture  in 
all  its  departments  is  deposited  in  the  Agricultural  room  of 
the  Hitchcock  Free  Academy  and  is  in  constant  use  by  the 
pupils.  Many  books  used  for  required  reading  by  pupils 
in  the  English  department  of  the  Academy  are  exchanged 
under  the  direction  of  the  teacher  of  that  department. 


STATISTICS 


Fortunately  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  close  the 
library  on  account  of  fuel  shortage  or  the  influenza  epi¬ 
demic,  and  it  has  been  open  the  full  quota  of  periods. 

There  have  been  added  to  the  circulating  department 
aside  from  the  bound  volumes  of  magazines,  195  volumes, 
of  which  69  have  been  presented.  Fourteen  periodicals

have  been  subscribed  for  and  seven. presented. 

The  number  of  readers  outside  the  library  is  approxi¬ 
mately  500,  which  includes  90  visitors,  and  teachers  and 
pupils  whose  homes  are  elsewhere.  The  number  of  books 
read  is  approximately  5700,  and  of  magazines  1500,  all 
showing  a  large  increase  over  last  year’s  record.  Exact  re- 
ports  of  the  circulation  of  books  among  families  living  at  a 
distance  and  from  the  places  of  deposit  cannot  be  given,  so 
that  the  above  figures  probably  fall  below  those  that  would 

indicate  the  real  use  of  the  library. 
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LIBRARY  WAR  SERVICE 


There  was  a  good  response  to  the  appeal  for  books  for

the  soldiers  in  the  summer,  and  the  library  gathered  a 
splendid  lot  of  books  which  were  sent  to  the  Dispatch  Of- 
fice  at  Harvard  University  for  overseas  shipment. 

Although  the  war  is  over  there  is  still  an  appeal  for 
books  for  the  many  soldiers  not  vet  discharged  from  service 
and  those  in  the  hospitals.  There  is  a  pressing  need  for  good 
up-to-date  fiction  by  such  authors  as  our  library  patrons 
enjoy. 


IN  MEMORIAM 

The  death  of  Charles  C.  Brown  has  removed  one  who 
gave  the  library  long  and  efficient  service.  He  was  a  trustee 
for  21  years  and  treasurer  for  22  years.  His  interest  in 
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■colonial  and  local  history  and  genealogy  has  left  its  stamp 
on  our  collection  of  books,  while  local  traditions  were  re¬ 
ferred  to  him  as  an  authority.  He  had  prepared  the  vital 
records  of  Brimfield  for  publication,  and  the  placing  of  the 
work  on  the  library  shelves  will  memorialize  one  who

Greeting : 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
you  are  hereby  directed  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants 
of  Brimfield  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  affairs  to  meet  at  the 
Town  Hall  in  said  Brimfield  on  Monday,  the  third  day  of 
February,  1919,  at  10  o’clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  on  the 
following  articles,  viz : 

Article  1.  To  choose  a  moderator  to  preside  over  said 
meeting.

Article  2.  To  give  in  their  votes  to  the  election  officers 
on  one  ballot  for  the  following  Town  Officers :  Town  Clerk, 
three  Selectmen,  Town  Treasurer,  two  Auditors,  five  Con¬ 
stables,  Tree  Warden,  Tax  Collector,  all  for  the  term  of  one 
year  each;  one  School  Committee,  one  Assessor,  one  Over¬ 
seer  of  the  Poor,  two  Library  Trustees,  .one  Cemetery  Com¬ 
missioner,  all  for  the  term  of  three  years  each;  also  one 
Library  Trustee,  one  Cemetery  Commissioner  for  one  year 
each  to  fill  vacancy;  also  to  bring  in  their  vote,  “Yes”  or 
“No,”  on  the  question,  “Shall  license  be  granted  for  the  sale 
of  intoxicating  liquors  in  this  town?”  The  polls  will  be 
open  at  half  past  ten  o’clock  in  the  forenoon,  and  may  be 
closed  at  half  past  two  o’clock  in  the  afternoon. 

Art.  3  To  hear  the  reports  of  officers  and  agents  and 
committees  heretofore  chosen  by  the  Town,  and  act 
thereon. 
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Art.  4  To  raise  money  for  the  support  of  Schools,  High¬ 
ways,  Bridges,  payment  of  town  debts,  and  defray  the  ex¬ 
penses  of  the  ensuing  year,  and  direct  how  the  same  shall 
be  expended. 

Art.  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  revenue  of  the  current  financial 
year. 

Art.  6.  To  determine  the  manner  and  state  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  collecting  the  taxes  for  the  ensuing  year, 
and  fix  the  compensation  of  the  Collector  of  Taxes.
